MF Martin Frobiſher was (ent in the yeare 1576. by our moſtgraciousQueene 
Elizabeth, to ſearch for the Northweſt pallage,and Heta incogmea: forwhich he 
was Knighted, honored, and well rewarded. | 

Sir Humphrey Gilbert a worthy Knight atrempred a Plantation in ſome of thoſe 
parts: and obtained Letters Patrentsto his deſire: bur with this Proviſo, Heſhould 
naar —__

maincaine poſſeſſion in ſome of thoſe vaſt Countries within the rearme of ſixe 
ycares. Yet when he was provided with a Navy ableto jncountera Kings power, 
cven here at home they fell in diviſions, and ſo into confuſion, that they gaue 0- 
ver the Deligne cre it was begun, notwichſtanding ll chis lolleghis vndanted ſpi- 
rit began again, bur his Fleer fell with New-fonnd lard, and he periſhed in his re- 
eurne, as at large you may rcad inthe third Yohume of the Engliſh Voyages,writ- 
teri by MF" Hackdit. | 

Vponall thoſe Relarions andinducements, Sir Walter Raltigh, a noble Gen- 
tleman, and then in great cſteeme, vadertooketo fend to diſcover to the Sourh= 
ward. And though has occaſions and other imployments were ſuch be could not 
goc himſclfe,yer he procured her Maieſties Lerters Pattcnrs,and perſwaded many 
worthy Knights and Gentlemen to adyenrure with him to finde a place fit for a 
Plantation, Their Proceedings followeth. 

The moſt famous,renowned,and cuer worthy of all memory,tor her courage, 
learning, iudgement, and vertue, Queene Elizabeth, granted her Lecters Patents 
to Sir Walter Reteigh for the diſcovering and planting new Lands & Countries, 
notaRually poſſelled by any Chriſtians, This Patency got to be his aſſiſtants Sir 
Richard Grenvell the valiant, M* William Sanderſon a greacfriend to all ſuch noble 
and worthy a&tions, and divers other Gentlemen and Marchants, who with all 
ſpecde prouided two ſmall Barkes well furniſhed with all necellazics, vader the 
command of Capraine Philip Amidas and Caprtaine Barjow.The 25.0t Aprill they 
ſer ſayle from the Thames, the tenth of May palled the Canaries, and the tenth of 
June che Weſt Indies: which vancedfull Southerly courſe, ( burthen no better 
was knowne) occaſioned them inthart ſeaſon much ſickneſſe. | 

Theſecond of July they fell with the coaſt of Floride in ſhoule water, where 
they felt a moſt dilicateſweere ſmell, though they ſaw no land, which erc long 
they eſpied,thinking it the Continent:an hundred and twenty myles they ſayled 
notfinding any harbor. Thefirſt that appeared, with much difficulty chey cntred, 
and anchored, and after thankes to God they went to view the next Land adioy- | 
ning to take polleſſion of it for the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtic:which done, 
they found their firſt landing place very ſandy and low, burſo fullof grapes thar 
the very ſurge of the Sea ſomerimes over-flowed them: of which they tound ſuch 
plenty in all places, both onthe ſand, the greeneſoyleand hils, as in the plaines 
as well on cuery Jittle ſhrub, as alſo climbing towardes the tops of high Cedars, 
thatthey did thinke in the world were northe like abundance. 

We palled by the Sex-ſide towards the tops of the next hills being not high: 
from whence we might ſeetheSeaon both (ides, and found it an Ile of twentie 
myles in length, and fix in breadth, thevyallyes repleniſhed with goodly tall Ce- 
dars, Diſcharging our Muskers,ſfuch a flocke of Cranes,the moſt white, aroſe b 
vs, with ſuch a cry as if an Army of men had ſhoured alcogether. This Llc har 
many goodly Woods, and Decre, Conies, and Foule in incredible abundance, 
and v{ing the Authors owne phraſc, the Woods arenot ſuch as you findein Bo- , 
bemia, Meſcovie,or Hercima,barren and fruitlelTe, butthehigheſt and reddeſt Ce- 
dars of the world, bettering them of rhe Allores, Indies, or Libewws : Pyncs, Cy- 
pres, Saxcfras,the Lentiſk chat beareth Maſtick,and many other of excellent ſmell 
and qualitie, Till che chirdday weſaw nor ahy of the people, then in a little Boat 
three of them IIS them went on ſhore, to whom weerowed, and he 
attended vs withour any ſigne of fearez after he had ſpoke much though we vn- 
derſtood not a word, of his owne accord he came boldly aboord vs, we gauchim 
a ſhirt, a hat, wine and meate, which he liked well, and after he had well viewed 
the barkes and vs, he went away in his owne Boat, and within a quarter ofa myle 
of vs in halfe an houre,had loaden his Boat with fiſh, with which he came againe 
to the poynt of land, and there devided it in two parts, poynting one part to the 


Ship, the ocher co the Pinnace, and ſo departed. Th

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Thenext day came diuers Boars, and in one ofthemche Kings Brother, with The Arrinall 


forty or fity men,proper people, and in their behauiour very cmill;his name was f the Kings 


Granganameo, the King is called Wingina, the Country Fingandacoa, Leauing his brother 
Boars alucle from our Shups, he came with his trayneco the poyne : where jprea- 
ding a Marte he far downe, Though we came to hum well armed, he made ({1gnes 
ro vs to (it downe withour any ſhew of feare, ſtroking his head and breſt, andalſo 
ours, to expretle his loue. Aftcr he had made along ipecch vnro vs, we preſented 
him with divers toyes,which he kindly accepted, He was greatly —_—_ by his 
people, for none of them did (ic, nor ſpeake a word, bur tourc, on whom we be- 
ttowed preſents allo, bur he rooke all trom them, making ſignes all chings did 


belong co him, 


The King himſelte in a confl:& witha King his next neighbour and mortall 
enemy, was ſhotintwo places through che body, andthe thigh, yerrecouered: 


whereby he lay at his chicte rowne (1x dayes iourney from thence. 


A day or wo after ſhewing them what we had, Grangezameo raking molt li- 
king oa Pewter diſh, made a hole in ir,hung it about his necke for a breſt-plare: 


for which he gaue vsrwenty Deere skins,worch twenty Crowneszand for a C 
per Kerrell,fiftie skins, worch fiftie Crownes. Much other trucke we had,and af- 
ter two dayes he came aboord, and did cateand drinke with vs very merrily.Noc 
long after he brought his wife and children, they were butof meane (tarure, bur 
well fauoured and very baſhfull ; ſhe had a lopg coar of Leather, and about her 

rivities a pecece ofthe ſame, abour her forchead a band of white Corrall, and ſo 
fag her husband, in her eares were bracclers of pearle, hanging downe to her 
middle, of the bignelle of great Peaſe; the reſt of the women had Pendants of 
Copper, and che Noblemen hue or (ixe in an eareghis apparrell as his wiues,one- 
ly the women weare their hairelong on both (ides,and the men bur on onegthey 
are of colour yellow, but their hayre is blacke, yer we ſaw children that had very 


fayre Cheſnutcoloured 


After that theſe women had beene here with vs, there came downe from all 
parrs great ſtoreof people, wich Leather, Corrall, and diuers kinde of dyes, buc 
when Gra»gauameo was preſent, none durſt trade but himſelte,and them that wore 
red Copper on their heads, as he did. When cuer he came, he would (i wy 
Ther 
Boars are but onegreat tree, which is bur burnt in theforme of a trough with 


ſo many fires he came with ſo many boats,that we mightknow his ftren 


gins and fire, tillic beas they would haue it. Foran armour he would hauc in 
ged vsabagge of pearle, bur werefuſed, as not regarding it, that wee might 


he 


berter learn where it grew. He was very iuſtof his promile,for ofc we truſted him, 
and he would come within his day to keepe his word. He ſentvs commonly cuc- 
ry day a brace of Bucks, Conies, Hares, and fiſh, ſometimes Mellons, Walnuts, 
Cucumbers, Pcaſc, and diuers rootes. This Author (ayrth,cheir corne groweth =MNote. 
three times in fiue moneths z in May they ſow, in July reape ; in June they ſow, 
in Auguſtrcapey in July ſow, in Auguſt reape. We purſome of our Peaſe inthe 


ground, which in ten dayes were 14.ynches high. 


T he ſoyle is moſt plentifull, ſweere, wholejome,and fruicfull of all ouher,there 


are about 14. ſcuerall ſorrs of ſweete {melling tymber trees: the moſt parts

Af- 
ter this acquaintance, wy ſelfe with ſeauen more went rwenty myle into the Ri-

After we had thus drycd our ſ{clues,the brought vs inco an Innerroome, where 
ſhe ſer on the bord ſtanding a longthe houſe tomewhar hke frumencie, ſoddcn 
veniſon,androfſted bſhy in like manner mellons raw, boyledrootes and truices of 
divers kindes.Therc drinke is commonly water boyled with Ginger, ſometimes 
with Saxefras,and wholſome hcrbes, but whileſt che Grape laſterh chey drinke 
wine, More loucſhe could not cxprelle co encerraine vs ; rhey care but oncly ro 
defend themielues from the ſhore winter, and feede on wharthey finde naturall 
in ſommer. [nchis featting houſe was their Idoll of whom they rould vs vn- 
credible chings,When we were at meate rwoorthreeot her men came amongſt 
vs With their Bowes and Arrowes, which cauſcd vs to take our armes in hand. 
She perceiving our diſtruſt, caulcd cheir Bowes and Arrowes to be broken, and 
they beaten our of the gate; burtthe cuering approaching we rerurned co our 
boarc, where ar ſhe much gricuing brought our tupper halte boyled, pors and 
all, burwhen ſhe ſaw vs, bur put our boar a lictle ott from the ſhoar and lye ac 
Anchor,perceiuing our lcloutic,ſhe ſent diucrs men & 30.,wowentolir al night 
en che ſhoare {ide againtt vs, andſent vs fiue Mars co couer vs from the raine, 
doing all the could to per{wade vs to her houſe. Though there was no caule of 
doubr, we would noc aducncure: for on our fafery depended che voyage: bura 
tmorc kinde louing pcople cannot be.

Adioyning to Secorex beginneth che country Powexik, belonging to the King 
called Piamacwm, in the Country Nefiok the grearriuer New, Theſe hauc 
morrall warres with Wingine, King of Wingendacoa, Berwixt Piemacum and the 
Lord of Secoran,a peace was concluded:notwithſtanding there is a mortall malice 
in the Secorer;, becauſe this Piemacwm invited diucrs mengaid 30. women to a 
feaſt, and wheh they were altogether merry beforetheir Idoll, which is bur a 
meereilluſion of the Dewill, they ſudainly flew allche men of Secoren, and kepc 
the women for their viſe. Beyond Roanock are many Iſles full of ftruirs and other 
Nacurall increaſes, with many Townesa ws. the (ide of che Continent, Thoſe 
Iles1yc 2co. mylesinlengrh,and berweenethem andthe maync,a grearlong ſea, 
in ſomeplaces.20.40,0r 50, myles broad, in other morc, ſomewhere lelle. And in 
this ſcaarc 100. 1lcs of diucrsbignelles,bur ro ger into ic,you hauc bue 3. pallages 
and theyYery dangerous. Though this you ſee for moſt part þe bur the relations 
of Saluages,becauſcit is the firſt, Ithoughr ic nor a mitle ro remember chem as 
they are written by them that returned & ariuedin England about the middeſt of 
Seprember che ſantic yeare.

The x1, The 
Generall viftualed for 8. dayes, with a ſele&ted company wear to the maine, 
anddiſcoyered the Townes of Pomeiok, Aquaſcogec, Secoran,andche great Lake 
called Paquipe .

T he cownes by the way by the water,are Paſſaquenock.the womens towne, Che- 
panoc, Weapomerok,;, trom Mnſcammnge wee enter the river and iuriſdiftion of 
Chawoneck, chere it beginneth toſtraxen,and at Chawonockir is as Thames at Law 
beth: berwixt them as we patled is goodly high land on the left hand, and there is 
atowne called Ohanock,, where is a great corne field, ir is ſubie& to Chawonock, 
Which is the greateſt Prouince vpon the rfuer, and the Towne itfelfe can put ſe- 
uen hundred men into the field, beſides the forces of there!t, The King is lame, 
bur hath more vnderſtanding chen allchereſt, 

Theriver of Moratoc is more famous then all the reſt, and openeth into the 
ſound of Weepomeiok ,and wherethere is but a very ſmall currantin (bawonock, it 
hach ſo ftrong a currant from che Sourhweſt, as we doubred how to row again(t 
it, Strange things they repor: of che head of chis riuer, and of Aforatoc it ſelte, 
a principall cowne on 1,& 18 thirtic or tortiedayes Tourney to the head, This lame 
King is called CA/enatonon, When I had him pritoner rwo dayes, he told mee thac 
3. d:yes Journey ina Canow vp theriver (hawoneck,then landing & going foure 
dayes Journey Northeaſt, there is a King whole Country lycth on che Sea, buc 
his beſt place of ftrength is an Iland in a Bay inuironed with deepe water, where 
he rakech that abundance of Pearle, that not onely his skins, end his nobles, bur 
alſo his beds and houſes are garniſhed therewith. This kir g was at Chawoncchrwo 
yeares agoeto trade with blacke pearle, his worſt ſort whereof I had a rope, bur 
chey were naught ; buc that King he ſayth hath tore of white, and had crafficke 
with whice men, for whom he ni them z he promiſed me guides to him, 
but aduiſed me to goe ſtrong, for he was vawilling ftrangers ſhould come in his 
Country, forhis Country is populous and valiant men.-If aſupply had comein 
Aprill, I reſolued to haue ſent a ſmall Barketo the Northward to ron found ir, 
whileſt I with ſmall Boatcs and 200, men would hauc goneto the head of the 
riuer Chawonock , with ſufficient guides by land, nchooting my ſtlfe cucry cwo 
dayes, where I would leane Garr1{ons for my retreat till I cametothis Bay. 

Very neare vnto it is the riuer of Aferator, direftly fromthe Weſt, the head of 
it ſpringeth out of a mayne Rocke, which ſtandeth ſo nearetheSeazthar in ſtormes 
the Sea bears ouer itinto this freſh ſpring, thar of it ſelfe at theſurſe is a violenc 
ſtreame, I intended with two Wherries and fortie perſons to hate CMenatonons 
{onnefor guide, to try thispreſently, till I could meere with ſome of the Adora- 
zocks, or Maxgoaks, bur hoping of getting morevittuall from the Saluages, we as 
narrowly eſcaped ſtaruing m tharDiſcouery as cuer men did. 

For Pemiſſapean who had changed his name of Fingina vpon the death of his 
brother Grarganameo,had giuen both the Cheweneſts,and Mangoaks word of my 
purpoſe: alſo hetoJd me the Chawonocks had ailemblediwo or three thouſand to 
allaulr me at Roenck vrging me daily to goc againſtrhem, and them againſt vs ; 
a great aſſembly I found army comming thether, which ſuddaine approach did 
ſo diſmay them,that we had the better of them: & chis confederacy againſt vs was 
procured by Pemifſapan himſclte our chictefriend we truſted z he ſent word alſo 
to the Aforatoks and the Aangoaky, I came to inuade them, that they all fled vp 
into the high Country, ſotharwhere1 alſured my ſelfe both ofſuccour andpro- 
viſion, I found all abandoned, Bur being thus farre on my ipurney 160. myles 
from home,and but vittuals for two dayes,befides the caſualties of crolle winds, 
ſtormes, and the Saluagestrechery, though we intended no hurtto any ; I gaue 
my Company to vn e wereonely drawne forth vpon theſe vaine m_ 
by the Saluages to bring vs to confuſion : a Councell we held, to goeforward or + 
returne, but they all were abſolutely retolued bur chree,that whilſt chere was bur 
one pynt of Cornefor a man, they would not leaue the ſearch of chat riuer ; for 

hich boyled with Saxctras leaues (if the worſt tell

Though | did forſee the danger and miſery,yerthe deſire I had toſce the Aor- 
goaks was, for that there 13 a prouince called Channis Temoatan, frequented by them 
and well knowne to all-choſe Countries, where is-2 mine of Copper they call 
Waſſador ;chey ſay they take ir out of a river thar tallerh ſwiftly from high rocks in 
ſhallow water, in great Bowles, couered with leather,/leauing a part open co re- 
cciueche merrall, which by che change of thecolour of the wacer where the ſpout 
fallerh, they ſuddainly chop downe, and hauecthe Bowlefull, which chey cattin- 
eothe fire, irpreſently melreth,and doth yeeld in fiueparts at che firſt melting ewo 
parrs mercall for three of Ore. Thee AHargoaks haue juch plenty of ir, they 'beaus 
fie their houſes with great plares chereot :chis che Salvages report; and young 
Skikorhe King of C s ſonne my priſoner, that had beene priſoner among

Menatenen allo confirmed all chis,and promiſed me guidsto thixmerrall Coun« 
try ; by Land co the Aexgoaks is but one dayes journey, bur feaiien by 'water, 
which made me fo willing to haue mer them for ſore afſay of this merrall ; but 
when we came there we found no creature, onely we'might ſee where had beene 
their fires. After our rwo dayes journey, arid our viftuals ſpent, in the euening 
we heard ſome call as we thought Cameo, who was with me in the boar ; thus 
made vs glad, he madethem a friendly anfwer, which they anſwered with a ſong 
wethough tor welcome, bur he told vs they cameto fight, Preſently they did let 
fliethcir Arrowesaboutthe boar, bur did no hurr, the other boat ſcouring che 
ſhore we landed: butrhey all were fled, and how to finderhem wee knew not.

I conclude a good Mine, or che South ſea will makerhis Country 
quickly inhabited, ard ſofor pleaſure and profic comparable wich any in the 
world: otherwiſc there will be noching worth the ferching, Provided there be 
found a berrer harbour then yer chere is, which muſt be Northward if there be a+ 
ny.

gainc, Butthat which wroughtche moſt feare among chem was the handy-worke 
of Almightie God.

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Aclengch we came among theſe fayre Jles, ſome a league2, 3, 5,0r6.from che 
Mayne,by one of chem we anchored.We found it foure myles in compatle, with- 
out houſc or inhabirapr, Init 1s alake nearea myle in circuit;therett overgrowne 
with crees, which lo well as the buthes,were ſo overgrowne with Vines,we could

Init is many places of plaine grate, and ſuch ocher 
fruits, and berries as betore were mentioned, In mid-May we did ſow Wheat,

The wholeſomenciTe and temperature ofthis climate, 
dothnor onely argue the people to be anſwerable co this Deſcription, bur alſo cf 
a perfe& conſtirurion of body, atiue, ſtrong, healchfull, and very witty, as the 
cnng royes by them ſo cunningly wrought may well teſtifie, For our ſelues, we 
found our ſclues rather increaſe 1n health and ſtrengrh then otherwiſegfor allour 
toyle, bad dyet and lodging z yet not one of vs was touched with any ſickneſſe, 
T welue intended here a whule to haue ftayed,burvpon berter con(ideration, how 
meanely we were provided,we leftthis Iſland ( with as many true orrowfull eyes 
as were before delirous to {ce ir) the 18. of June, and arrived at Exmonth, the 2 3

had even then oyerthrownerhe bulinclſe, ſo-many diſcontents did then ariſe, had 
henot with the water of patience, and his godly cxhortanions ( but chiefly by hus 
crac devored cxamples ) quenched choſe flames of envie, and difſention, 

We watered ar the Canaries,we traded with the Salvages at Domimicazthree wecekes 
we ſpent in refreſhing our ſclues amongſt theſe weit-India Iſles 3 in Gwardalupa we 
found a bath ſo hot, as in it we boyled Porck as well as overthe fire. Anda a lictle 
Iſle called CHfonica, we tooke from the buſhes with our hands, neare two hog(h- 


. heads full of Birds in three or foure houres, In Adevis, Adore, and'the Virgin liles, 


we ſpent ſome ame, where,with a lothſome beaſt like a Crocodil, called a Gwayn, 
Torcoiſes, Pellicans, Parrots, and fiſhes, we daily feaſted. Gone from thence in ſearch 
of Virginia, the company was-not alittle diſcomforred, ſceing che Marriners had 3 
dayes palled their reckoning and found no land, ſo that Capraine Rathffe ( Cap- 
raine of the Pinnace) rather defired to beare yp the helme to-rerurne for England, 
then makefurther ſearch. But God the guider of all good aftions, forcing them by 
an extreame ſtormeto hull al night, did drigethem by his providence to their deſt- 
red Port, beyond all their expeRarions, for never any of chem had ſcene chart coaſt. 
The firſt land they madethey called Cape Henry ; where thirtie of them recreating 
chemſclues on ſhore, were allaulced by fiue Salvages, who hurtewo of the Englilh 
very dangerouſly. Thatnight was the box opened, and che orders read, in which 
Bartholomew Goſnoll, [ohn Smuth, Edward Wing field, ( briſtopher Newport, Tohn Rat- 
liffe, lobn Martin, and George Kendall, were named co bethe C and to chooſe 
a Preſident amongſt heats a yeare, who with the Councell ſhould governe. Mat- 
ters of moment wereto be examined by a Jury, bur derermined by the maior 

of the Councell, in which the Preſident had rwo voyces. Vorilithe 1 4 of May chey 
ng a place co plancin, then the Councell was \worne, M* Wingfield was choſen 
Prelident,and an Oration made,why Caprtaine Smith was notadmurted of the Coun- 
cell as the reſt. 

Now falleth every man to worke, the Councell contriue the Fort, the reſt cur 
downe trees to make place to pitch cheir Tents ; ſome provide clapbord to relade 
the ſhips, ſome-make gardens, lome ners, &c, The Salvagesvften viſited vs kindly, 
The Preſidencs overweening icalouſic would admir no exerciſe at armes, or forri - 
cation, but the boughs of trees caſt cogerher in the forme of a halfe moone by the 

nary paines and diligence of Captaine Kendall. Newpert,Smith, and ewen- 
tie others, were ſent to diſcover che head of the river : by divers ſmall habications 


& Prwbaton, * they pailed,in ſix dayes they arrived at a Townecalled Powhatan,conſiſting of ſome 


twelue houſes, pleaſantly ſeated on a hill z before ic chree fertile Iſles, abour it many 
of chcir corneficlds, the place is very pleaſant, and ftrong by nature, of this place che 
Princes called Powhater, and his le Powhatens,to Vis eche river is naviga- 
ble: bur higher within a myle, by reaſon of the Rockes and Iſles, there is nos paſ- 
ſage for a {mall Boat, this they call the Falles, che people in all parts kindly increa- 
ted chem, cull being rerurned within twentie myles of James towne, they gaue iuſt 
cauſe of icalouſie, but had God not bleſſed the diſcoverers otherwiſe then thoſe ar 
the Fort, there had chen beene an endof that plantation zfor at the Fort, where chey 
arrived the next day, they found 17 men hurr, anda boy ſlainc by the Salvages, and 
bad it not chanced a crolle barre ſhot from the Ships ſtrooke downe a bough from 
a tree amongſt them, that cauſed them to retire, our men had all beene ſlaine, being 
ſecurely all at worke, and their armes in dry fats, 

- Herevpon the Preſident was contented the Fort ſhould be palliſadoed, the Ord- 
nance mounted, his men armed andexcrciſed, for many were the allaults, and am« 
buſcadoes of the Salvages, & our men by their diſorderly ftragling were often hure, 
when the Salvages by the nirmblenelTe of chair heeles well eſcaped. Whar royle we 
had, with ſo ſmall a power m__ our workemen adaycs, watch all night, reſiſt 
our:cnemies, and cffeft our c,to relade the ſhips, cur downerrees, and pre- 
parethe ground to-plant our Corne, &c, ] referre to the Readers conſideration. 
Six weekes being ſpent in this manner, Captaine Newpert ( who was hired onely for

Now Captaine Swith,who all this 
tm from che departure from che Canaries: was reſtrained as a priſoner. ypon:the 
ſcandalous ſuggcitions ef ſome ofthe chuete (<nvying his repute) whefairied he 1n- 
tended to. yſurpe che government, mprcher the Councell,and make himſelte Kings 
char his ats war diſperſed in all the three ſhips, and that divetr-ol his com 
federges chat revealed it, would affirmeit, forchis he was commirred pr 
thirteene weekes he remained thus ſuſpetted, and by that time the ſhi re 
- turn, they pretcaded out of their commillexacions, to referre him rqghe.Gouncell 
in England c0 receiuc a check,racher chen by particulating his delignes wake him ſo. - 
odious to the world, as to couch, his life, or vaerly overthrow his repucation. But 
he ſo much ſcorned gr hate, oe moe defied he a _ cruel- 
cic, he wiſely prevented char policies, c could nor ſuppreile their cnvies, 
yer ſo be legend himfelfein tis. bafineſſe, as all' che company did ſee bis 
1nnocency, and his adverſaries malice, and thoſe ſuborned to accule him, accuſed 
his accuſcrs of fubornation ; many vntruches were alledged againſt himy bue bei 
ſo encly diſproved,begat a generall hatred inthe hearts ot the company ago 
ſuch vaiuſt Commanders,that the Preſident was adiudged to giue him 2001.10 that 
all he had was ſeized vpon, in part of ſscisfation, which Smith preſently rerurned to 
the Store for the generall vſc of the {o/ony.. Many were the miſchictes that daily

ſlew. Then finding the Capraine as is ſaid,thatvſed the Salvage that was his guide 
as his fheld ( three of them being flaine and diuers ocher ſo gauld ) allchereſt would 
not come neere him. Thinking thus to haue rerurnedto his boat, regardirig chem, 
- as he marched,more then his way, ſlipped vp to the middle in an oaſic e & his 
Salvage with him, yet durſt chey not come to himcill being neeredead wich cold, he 
away hisarmes. Then according to their compoſition they drew him forth 
' and led him to the fire,where bis men were flaine. Diligendly they ia be.

nummed limbs. He demanding for their Captaine, they ſhewed him Opechanks- 
noweh, King of Pamavnkee,to whom he gaue around [yory double compaſs Dyall. 
Much they marvailed ac the playing ot che Fly and Needle, which chey could fee fo 
plainely, and yer not couch ir, becaule of the glatſe char covered them. Bur when ke 
demonſtrated by chat Globe-like lewell, the roundnelle of che carch, and skies, che 
ſphcare of che Sunne, Moone, and Starres, and how the Sunne did chaſe the nighs 
round about the world continually ; the greatnetſeof the Land and Sea, the diverfi- 
tic of Nations, varietie of complexions, don we were to them Antipodes,and ma- 
ny ocher ſuch Ike matters, chey all ſtood as amazed with admiration. Nocwichſtan- 
ding, within an houre after chey tyed him'to acree, and as many as could ſtand a- 
bouc him ed to ſhoot him, butthe King holding vp che Compaſs in his hand, 
they all laid downe their Bowes and Arrowes, and in a triumphanc manner led him 
to Orapaks, where he was after their manner kindly feaſted, and well vied. 

Ther order in conducting him was chus; Drawing themlclues all in fyle,the Kin 
in the middeſt had all cheir Peeces and Swords borne before him. Caprainc Sms ; 
was led after hum by three great Salvages, holding him faſt by each arme: and on 
each (ideſix wentin fyle with cheir Arrowes nocked. -Burt arriving at the Towne 
( which was but onely chircie or forrie hunting houſes made of Mats, which they re- 
moue as they pleaſc, as we our tents) all the women and children ſtaring ro bchokd 
him,che ſouldiers hrit all in fyle performed ctheforme of a Biſſow ſo well as could be; 
and on cach flanke,ofthicers as Sericants ro ſee them keepe their orders, A good time 
they continued this exerciſe, and then caſt chemſclues in a ring, dauncing in ſuch 
ſeverall Poſtures, and (inging and yelling out ſuch helliſh noces and ſcreeches; be- 
ing ftrangely painted, every one his quiver of Arrowes, and at his backea club z on 
his armea Foxor an Otrees skinne, or ſome ſuch martet for his vambrace ; their 
heads and ſhoulders painted red, with Oyle and Pocones mingled m—_ which 
Scarler-like colour made an exceeding handſome ſhew his Bow in his hand, and 
the skinne of a Bird with her wings abroad dryed, tyed on his head, apeecce of 
per,a white ſhell,a long feacher, wich a ſmall rattle growing artherayles of their (1 
rycd to it, or ſome ſuch like toy, All chis while Smith ard the King ſtood in che 
middeſt guarded, as before is ſaid, and after three dances they all departed, Smuth 
they Redcoa long houſe, wherethirric or fortie tall fellowes did guard him, 
and ere long more bread and veniſon was brought him ehen would haue ſerved 
ewentic men, I chinke his ſtomacke at thac rime was not' very g0od z what he left 
they put in baskets and tryed over his head. Abour midnight chey ſer che meate a» 
gaine before him, all chistime not one of them would cate a bit with him, cill che 
next morning they brought him as much more, and chen did chey eate all che old, 
& reſerved the new as they had done the orher,which made him chinke they would 
fac him to car him. Yer in this deſperate eſtate to defend him from the cold,one Aſao- 
ceſſater brought him his gowne, in requirall of ſome beads and toyes Smith had gi- 
ven himat hus firſt arrivall in Yogom | 

T wodayes after a eh: flaine him ( buc thatthe guard prevented ic ) 
for the death of his ſonne, to whom they conduRed him to recover the poore man 
then breaching his laſt.

- skins ſtuffed with mole, and all their tayles tryed rogether, fo as they mer on the 
crowne of his head in ataſlell; and round about the cat[cll was as a Coronet of fea- 
thers, the skins hanging round about his head, backe, and ſhoulders, and in a man- 
ner covered his face z with a helliſh vayce anda rattle in his hand.

began a ſhort Oration ; at theconchu- 


ſion they all gaue a ſhorrgroanc and then layd down three graines more. After that, 
begantheir ſong againe, and then another Oration, ever laying downe ſo man 


cornes as before,till they had rwiceincirculed the firegthat do 


of little ftickes prepared for that purpoſe, continuing fill their devotion, and at the 


tooke a b 


end of cyery ſong and Oration, they layd downe a ſticke berwixt the diviſions of 
Corne. Till night, neghex he nor they dideither cate or drinke, and then they fea- 
ſed merrily, with che beſt proviſions they could make. Three dayes they vſed chis 
Ceremony zthe meaning whereof they told him, was to know if he intended them

Two dayes after, Powheten having diſguiſed himſclfe in the moſt fearefulleſt man- 
ner he could, cauicd Cap*: Smith to be brought forthto a great houſein the woods, 
and there ypon a mat by che fire to be itt alone. Not long after from behinde a mat 
that divided the houſe, was made the moſt dolefulleft noyſe he ever heard ; then | 
Powhatan more like a devill then a man with ſome two hundred more as blacke as How Pow 
himfelfe, came nto him and told him now they were friends, and pretendly he {© = 
ſhould goeco James towne, to ſend him rwo great gunnes, and a gryndſtone, for T,g,qe, 
which he would giue him the Country of Capebewoſick, and for cyer citecme him 
as his ſonne Nawcaquond. So to Lawer towne with 12 guides Powbatan ſent him. 
That night they quarterd in the woods, he (till expeRing ( as he had done all this 
te unpriſonment ) every houre to be put ro one death or other: for 
alfthcir feaſting. But almightic God ( by his divine providence) had mollified che 
hearrs of thoſe iterne nails with compaſſion. T henext morning berimes they 
came to the Fort, where Smith having vſed the Salvages with whax kindneſſe he 
could, he ſhewed Rawhunt, Powharans ruſty ſervant two demi-Culyverings & a mill- 
ſtone to carry Powbates; they found them ſomewhat too heavie zbur when they did 
ſce him diſchargechem, being loaded with ſtones, among the boughs of a grearcree 
loaded with 1ſickles, the yceand branches came ſo rumbling downe, tliat the 
Salvages ran away halfe dead with feare.

Newport ſecking to pleaſethe vnſatiabledelire of the Salvage, Smith to cauſe the 
Salvageto plealc him; bur ſinochering his diſtaſt to avoyd the Saluages ſuſpition, 
glanced in theeyes of Powhaten many trifles,who fixed his humor ypon afew blew 
beades, A long tune he imporrunacely delired them, bur Smith ſeemed ſomuchthe 
moreto affe& them, as being compoſed of a moſt rare ſubſtance ofthe coulour of 
the skyes, and not to be worne but by the greateſt kings in the world. This made 
him halfe madde to bethe owner of ſuch range Iewells:ſo char cre we departed, 
fora pound or two of blew beades, be brought ouer my king for 2, or 300. 
Buſhells of cornezyer parted good friends, The like encerrainment we found of 
Opechankanough king of P amavnkee, whom als he in like manner fitted ( at the like 
rates) with blew beads,which grew by this meanes, of that eſtimation, thatnone 
durſt weareany of them but their great kings, their wiues and ehildren. And ſo we 
returned all. wellto [awes towne,wherethis new ſupply being lodged withthe reſt, 
accidentally fired their quarters and ſothe rowne, which being bur chatched wich 
reeds,the fire was ſo fierce asit burnt thar Palliſado's,(chough eight or ten yards 
diſtant ) with their Armes, bedding, apparell, and much priuace prouilion.Good 
Maſter Huw: our Preacher loſt all his Library and all he had bucthe cloathcson his 
backe: yetnone neuer heard him repine athis loſſe.

Powhatas (to expreſſe his loucto Newport) when he departed, preſented him with 
ewentic 1 ol Sadicionally co rerurne him twentie ſwords, which immediately 
was ſcat him; now after his deparrure he preſenced Capraine Smith with the like 
luggage, bur not finding his humor obeyed in not ſending ſuch weapons as he de- 
Gred he cauſed his e with ewentie devices to obraine them. Ar laſt by ambuſ- 
cadocs atour very Ports they would take rhem pearforce, ſurpriſe vs at worke,or any ' 
Way ; which was ſo long permitted, they became {o infolent chere wasno rule; che 
| from England was ſo ſtrait not to offend them, as our authorinie-bearers 
( keeping their houies) would racher be any thing then peace-breakers . This charie 
table hamot prevailed, till well ir chanced they medled with Capraine Swith, who 
without tarther deliberation gaue them ſuch an incouncer,as ſome he ſo hunced vp 
and downethe Iſle, ſome he o terrified with whipping, bearing,and impriſonmenc, 
as for revenge they ſurpriſed two of our forraging dilorderly fouldiers, and having 
alſemblcd cheir forces, boldly threarned at our Ports to force Swwth to redeliver (ee 
ven Salvages,which for their villanies he derained priſon wewarall bur dcad 
men. But totry their furies he ſallied out amongſtthem,and in leſſe then an houre, 
he ſo hampred their inſolencies, they brought them his ewo men, deſiring pcace 
wichour any further compoſition for their priſoners. Thoſe he exami cauſed 
them all beleeuc, by ſeverall yollics of ſhot one of their companions was ſhotro 
death, becauſe they would not confelle their intents and plotters of thoſe villanics, 
And thusthey all agrecd in one point, they were direQedonely by Powhates to ob- 
taine him our wea eo cut our oWne with the manner where, how, and 
when, which we plainly found moſt true and apparant : yer he ſent his welſengers, 
and his dearcſt daughter Pocehont as ap nm excuſc him of the inuuries done 
by ſome raſh vatoward Capraines his ſubicRs, deſiring their liberties for thiscime, 
with the aJurance of his loue for ever. After Smith had given the priſoners what

they boldly demanded what we were, and what we would z out afrer many circum- 
ſtances they ſeemed very kinde, and direfed vsto Accomach, rhe habitztion of cheur 
Werewance, where we were kindly intreated, This King was the comlieſt, proper, 
civill Salvage we incountred. His Country isa pleaſant tertile clay foyle,fome twall 
creckes z good Harbours for {mall Barks, bur not for Ships, He cold vsct a ftrange 
accident lately happened him, and it was, two children being dead ; ſome extreame 
paſſions, or dreaming viſions, phantaſies, or atfeftion moued their a- 
aine to reviſit cheir dead carkaſes, whoſe benummed bodies refleed to the tyes 
of the bcholders ſuch delightfull countenances, as though they had regained their 
vitall ſpirits. This as a miracle drew many to behold chem, all which being a grear 
part of his people, not long after dyed, and bur few eſcaped. They ſpake che {an- 
of Powhaten,wherein they made ſuch deſcriptions of the Bay. 1ſles,andrivers, 
that often did vs exceeding pleature. Paffing along the coaſt, ii —_— every inlet, 
and Bay, fittor harbours and habications. Secing inany Iſles inthe midtt of the Bay 
we bore vp for them, but ere we could obraine them,ſuch an extreame guſt of wing, 
rayne, thunder, and lightening happened, that with great danger we eſcaped the 
vamercifull raging of that Occan-like water. The higheit land on che mayne, yer ir 
was but low, we called Xeales hill, and cheſe vainhabited Iſles, &wſſc/s Ifles, The 
next day ſearching them for freſh water,we could find none, the defe& whereot for- 
ced vs tofollow the next Eafterne Channell, which brought vs totheriver of Wigh- 
cocomoco.T he peopleat firſt with great fury ſeemed co allaulr vs, yer arlaft with ſongs 
and daunces and much mirth became very traftable, but ſearching their habiations 
for water, we could fill but three barricoes,& thar ſuch puddle, that never till then 
we ever knew the want of good water, Wediggedand ſcarched in many places, but 
before two daics were expired,we would haue refuſed two barricocs of gold for one 
of that puddle water of F/ighcocomoco, Being paſt theſe Iſles which arcmany in tium- 
ber,burall naught for habuation,falling with a high land vpon the mayne,wefound' 
a great Pond of freſh water, bur ſo exceeding hot wee ſuppoſed it ſome bath z char 
place we called poynt Plojer, in honor of that moſt honourable Houſe of CHeon// 
in Britain, that in an extreameextremitic once relicued our Captaine. From Wigh- 
cocomoce to this place, all the coaſt is Jow broken Iſles of Morap, growne a mylc or 
ewo in breadth, and ten or twelue in length, good to cutfor hay in Summer, andco 
catch fiſh and foule in Winter : but the Land beyond them 1s all covered over with 


. wood, as is thereſtofthe Country. 


Being thus refreſhed in croſſing ouer from the maine to other Iſles, we diſcouered 
the winde and watersſo much increaſed with thunder,lightning,and raine,thatour 
maſt and ſayle blew oucrbord and ſuch mighty waucs ouerracked vs in that ſmall 
barge that with great labour we kept hexfro (ſinking by freeing out the water. Two 
dayes we were inforcedto inhabite Leſevninhabired Iſles which for the extremitie 
of hunder,raine,ſtormes, andill wether we called Limbo. Repairing our ſaile 
with our ſhirts, we ſet ſaylefor the maine and fell with a pretty convenient riuer on 
che Eaſtcalled Carkerawaok, the people ran as amazedin troups from placeto place, 
and diuersgot into thetops of trees, they were not ſparing of their arrowes, nor the 
greateſt mes they could expreſle of their anger.Long they ſhor,we ſtill ryding ar 
an Anchor without therereatch making all the _ of friendſhip we could, The 
nextday they came vnarmed, with cucry onea basket, dancingina ring,todraw vs 
on ſhore: bur ſeeing there wasnothing in them burvillany,we diſchargeda volly of 
muskers charged with piſtoll ſhot, whereat they all lay cumbling on che grownd, 
creeping ſome one way,ſome anotherintoa great cluſter of reedes hard by; where 
there companies lay in Ambuſcado. Towards the cuening we wayed,&c a ing 
the ſhoare, diſcharging five or ſix ſhot among the recdes, we landed wherethere lay 
a many of baskersand much bloud,but faw nor a Salvage. A ſmoake appearing on

courtclie,out knowing wiat we were,nor had done, hauing becne inche bay afſh- 
12g,bade vs ſtay and cre long they would rerurne, which chey didand ſomerwentic 
more with the:n;with whom after a licele conference, rwo or three chouſand men 
women & childre came clultcing abour vs,cuery one preſcring vs with ſomerhing, 
which a lic lc bead wou!d fo well :equice, that we became ſuch friends chey would 
conread who ſhould ferch vs water, ſtay wich vs for hoſtage, conduR our wen auy 
whither, and giue vsthe beit content, Here doch inhabite the people of Sarapinagh, 
Naxnſe, Arſetk, and Nantagnak the belt Marchangs of all ocherSalvages. They much 
extolled a great nation called CHaſſewomekes, in ſearch of whom we retuxued by 
Limbo: chis ruaer but onely at the cncrance 1s very narrow, andthe peopleof ſmall 
ſacure as them ot #ightcocomoco,the Land but low, yer it may proue very commo- 
dious , becauic itis bur aridge of land berwixtthe Bay and che maine Occan. 
Finding this Eaſterne ſhore,ſhallow broken Iſles, and fot moſt part without freſh 
water, we palled by the ſtranes of Limbo for the Welterne ſhore: (o broad is the bay 
heregwe could ſcarce perceiue he great high clifts on che other (ide; by them we 
Anchored hat night and called them Riccards Clftes,30. leagues we layled more 
Northwards nor finding any inhabicants, leauing all the Eaiterne ſhore, lowe 
Iflandes, but ouergrowne with wood, as all che Coaſt beyond chem fo farre as wee 
could ſee; the Welterne ſhore by which we ſayled we found all along well watered, 
bur very mountanous and barren,thevallics very fercill, bur extreame thicke of ſmall 
wood {o well as trees, and much frequented wich Wolucs, Beares, Deereand other 
wild beaſts.We palled many ſhallow creekes, but the firſt we found Nauigable for a 
ſhip,we called Bolws,for tharthe clay in many places vader thechifrs by the high 
water marke, did grow s. in red and white knots as guyn our of trees; and in 
ſome places ſo parricipat —_— as though chey were all of one nacure, excep- 
ting che coulour , the reſt of the carch on both (ides being hard ſandy grauell, 
which made vs thinke it Bole- Armoniack and Terra figillata, When we brit ter ſayle 
ſome of our Gallants doubted norhing but that ourCapraine would makeroo much 
haſt home, bur hauing lien in this ſmall barge nor aboue 1 2.0r 14.daycs, oft ryred 
atthe Oares, our bread ſpoyled with wet ſo muchchatic was rocen ( yerſo g 
weretheir ſtomacks that they could diſgelt it )chey did with continuall complaints 
ſo importunc him now to returne, as cauſed him beſpeake them in chis manner. 
Gentlemenif you would remember the memorable hiſtory of Sir Ralph Layne, how bis 
company importuned him to proceed is the diſcovery of Moratico, allradgmg they had 
yet 4 dog,that being boyled with Saxafras leaues,wonld richly feede them wn t 
t hen what a ſhame would it be for you (that haze bin ſoſuſpitious of my tenderneſſe )to force 
me returne, with /o mach proviſion as we bane, ani ſcarce able to ſay where we bane been, 
nor yet heard of that w2 were ſent to ſecke? Tow cannot ſay but 1 haxe ſhared with you in the 
wort which is paſt ; and for what is to come, of lodging, dyct,or whatſoener, { am conten- 
ted you allot the worſt part to my ſelfe. As for your feares that I will boſe my ſelfe in theſe 
wnkuowng large waters ,or be ſwallowed vp in ſome ſtormie guſt; abandon theſe childiſh 
feares, for worje then ts paſt rs not likely to happen : and there is as much dauger to returne

Many brauado's 
they made, burto appeaſe their tury, our Capraine prepared with as ſeeming a wil 
lingnelle ( asrhey)co incounter them. Bur che grazing of our bullers ypon the wa- 
cexr( many being ſhoton purpoſe they might ſee chem) with the Ecco of the 
of the woods ſo amazed them,as downe went their bowesand arrowes;( and cx- 
changing hoſtage ) /ames Watkins was lent [1x myles ypthe woads to their Kings 
habication, We were kindly vied of thoſe Salvages,of whom we vnderitood, they 
were commanded to berray vs, by the direion of Powhatan, and he ſo direted 
from che diſcontents at /ames rowne, becauſe our Capraine did cauſe them ſtay in 
cheir councry againſt cheir wills, 

Thc like incounters we found at Patowomek, { ecocawonee and diuers other places: 
but at Mojaoner, Nacotchtant and Toogs the people didtheir beſt co content vs, Ha- 
uing gone ſo high as we could with the bote, we mer diuers Saluages 1n 
Canowes, well loaden with the fleſh of Beares, Decre and ocher bcaſts,whercof we 
had part,here we found mighty Rocks, growing in ſome places aboue the grownd 
as high as the ſhrubby trees, and diuers ocher tolid quarries of diuers tinctures: 
and . 5x places wherethe waters had falne from the high mountaines they had 
leftarin&ured ſpigled skurfe,cthatmade many bare places icemeas guilded. Digging 
the growne aboue 1n the higheſt clifts of rocks,we ſaw it was a claie {and ſo mingled 
with yeallow ſpangles as 1t it had bcene halte pin-duſt. In our rerurne inquuing 
ſtill for this fare , the king of Patewomeke gaue vs guides to conduet vs vpa 
littleriuer called T_ vp which we rowed ſo high as we could. Leauing the 
bore, with (ix ſhor,and d1uers Salvages,he marched ſeucn or cight myle before chey 
came tothe mine:leading his hoſtages in a ſmall chaine they were to haue for their 
paines, being proud ſorichly to be adorned. The mine is a great Rocky mountaine 
hke As#imony ;wherein they digged a great hole with ſhells & harchers:and hard by 
it,runnerth a fayre brooke of Chriftal-like water, where they waſh a way che drolle 
and keepe theremainder, which they pur in little baggs and fell ir all oucr the 
country to paint there bodyes, faces, or Idols; which makes them looke like Black- 
mores duſted over with (iluer.W ith ſo much as we could carry wererurncd toour 
bore, kindly requiring this kinde king and all his kinde people, The cauſe of 
this diſcovery was to icarch this mine,of which XN jd aſſure vs chat thofe 
ſmall baggs ( we had giucn him) in England he had tryed tohold halfe filuery bur 
all we gotproued of no value: alſo ro ſearch what furrs, the beft whcreof is ar 
(#ſcarawacke, where is made ſo much Rawranoke or white beads that occaſion as 
much difſention amopg the theSalvages, as gold and (ilucr amongſt Chriſtians; 
and what other mineralls, riucrs, rocks, nations, woods, hſhings, fruies, viatuall, 
and whatother commodities the Jand afforded: and whether the bay were endlelle 
or how farre it extended : of mines wewereall ignorant, but a few Beuers, Orrers, 
Beares, Martins and minkes we found, and in divers places that aboundance of fiſh, 
lying ſo thicke with their heads aboucthe water, as for want of nets (our barge 
driuing amongſt them ) weatrempred to catch them witha frying pan: bur we 
found it a bad inſtrumeact tocatch fiſh with:neither better fiſh,more plency,normore 
variety for {mal fiſh, had any of vs euer ſeene in any place ſoſwimining in the water, 
bur they are not to be caught with frying pans: ſowe {mall codd tio wedid ſee 
ſwim cloſe by the ſhore by Szzths Iles, and ſome as high as Riccards Cliftss And 
ſomewe haue found dead vpon theſhore, | 

To expreſtall ourquarrels, trecheries and incounters amongſt thoſe Salyages 
I ſhould be cootedious : bur in breefe,ar all cimes weſo incountredthem, and cur- 
bedrthcir inſolencies, that they concluded with preſents to purchaſe peace, yet we 
loſt nota man: at our firſt mecring our Capraine euer obſerued this order to dee 
mand their bowes andarrowes, ſwordes, mantells and furrs, with ſome childe or 
two for _— whereby we could quickly perceiue, when they intended any vil- 
lany. Hauing finiſhed this diſcoucry (though our victuall was neere ſpent) he in- 
rended to fee his impriſonment-acquaintances vpon the river of Repahanoch, by 
many

many called Toppaharock, but our bote byreaſon ofthe ebbe, chanſing to grownd 
vpon a many ſhoules lying in che entrances, we ſpyed many fiſhes lurking in the CQFe. 
reedes;our Captaine ſporting himſelte by nayling them to che grownd with his killed with 


!word, fer vs all a fiſhing inthatmanner:chus we rooke more in owne houre then 
we could cateina day. Bur irchanſed our Ca 
( nor knowing her condirion) being much of chetaſhion of a Thornback, bur a 
long tayle like a ryding rodde, whereon the middeft is a moſt poyſoned ſting, of 
two or three inches long, bearded like a ſaw on cachlide , which the ſtrucke anco 
the wreſt of hisarme necrean inch and a halfe:no bloud nor wound was ſcene, bur 
a lictle blew ſpot, bur the rorment Was inſtantly fo extreame, that in foure houres 
had ſoſwolen hus hand,arme and ſhoulder,we all with much ſorrow concluded his 
tuncrall, and prepared his grauc inan JIfland by,as himſclfe directed: yer it pleaſed 
God by a precious oyle Doter Reſell atthe firlt applyed to it when he ſounded it 
with probe{ere night) his cormennng paine was ſo well alſwaged that he cate of the

porruncd ys to know with whom. Finding their aptnelſero beleeue we fayled nor 
(asa great ſecret ) ro rel|chem any thing chat might affright them , what ſpoyle we 
had got and made of the Afaſſawomeks. I his rumor went faſter vp the river then our 
Burge, that arrived at W,ra«kojzch the 20 of July z where trimming her with painted 
ſtreamers, and ſuch deviſcs as we could, we madethem at Jawes towne jealous of a 
Spaniſh Frigot, where we all God be thanked _—— the 21 of July.There we 


found the laſt Supply were all ſicke, the reſt ſome

The Government ſurrendred to Maſter Scrivencr. 
What happened the ſecond Voyage in diſcovering the Bay: 


=He 24 of July, Captaine Swich ſer forward to finiſh thi diſcovery with twelue 
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The wind being contrary cauſcd our ſtay rwo or three dayes at Keconghtay: the 
King feaſted vs with much mirth, his people were perſwaded we weut purpoſely ro 
be revenged of the Meſſawomeks. In the cvening we fired a few rackets, which fly- 
ing in theayre ſoterrificd che poore Salvages, they ſuppoſed nothing vopoſlible we 
attempted ;z and deſiredto aſſiſt vs, The firtt night we anchored at Srawgray Ile, The 
next day crolſed Parawomeks river,and haſted to the river Bo{xs, We went notrmuch 
further before we might ſecthe Bay to divide in two heads, and arriving there we 
found it divided in foure, all which we ſearched fo farre as we could jayle them, 
Two of them we found inhabited, bur in croſfing the Bay, we incountred 7 or $ 
Canowes full of Maſſawomeks, we ſeeing them prepare to aſſault vs, left our Oares 
and made way with our ſayle to incounter chem, yer were we but fiuc with our 
Capraine chat could ſtgnd,for within 2 dayes after we left Keconghten,the reſt(being 
all of che laſt ſupply ) were ſicke almoſt :o death, vntill chey were ſeaſoned to the 
Country. Having ſhut them vnder our Tarpawhng, we pur their hats vpon ſtickes 
by the Barges ſide, and berwixt two hats a man with two peeces, ro make vs ſeeme 
many, and fo wethinke the /ndians ſuppoſed thoſe hars to be men, for they fled 
with all poſſible ſpeed to the ſhore, and there ſtayed, ſtaring ar the ſayling of our 
barge till we anchored right againſt them, Long it was ere we could draw them to 
come vnto vs. Act laſt they ſent ewo of their company ynarmed in a Canow,the reſt 
all followed to ſecond them if neede required, Theſerwo being bur each preſented 
with a bell, brought aboord all cheir fellowes, preſenting our Capraine with veni« 
ſon, bearesflcſh, lh, bowes, arrowes, clubs,targers,and beares-skinnes, We vnder- 
ſtood them nothing at all, but by ſignes, whereby they ſignificd vnto vs they had 
beene at warres with the Tockwoghes, the which they confirmed by ſhewing vs their 
greene wounds, butthe night parting vs,weimaginedthey appointedrhenexrmor- . 
ning to meete, bur after that we never ſaw them, \ 

Entring the river of Tockwogh,the Salvages all armed, in a flecte of boats,after their 
barbarous manner, _—_ EE = it _— on - of them could ſpeakethe 
language of Powhaten, who perſwaded the reſtto a friendly parley. But when th 
frrvelernithed with the CHaſſawomeks weapons, and wekiaing che dane 
Keconghtan, to hauc taken them perforcez they conduRted vs to their pallizadocd 
towne,mantellcd with the barkes of trees, with ſcaffolds like mounts, breſted abour 
with breſts very formally. Their men, women,and children with daunces, ſongs, 
fruits,furres, and what they had, kindly welcommed vs, ſpreading mars for vs to fir 
on, ſtretching their beſtabilitiesto expreſſe their Joues. 

Many hatchets, kniues, peeces of iron,and bralle, we ſaw amongſtchem, which 
they reported to haue from che So/qweſahenocks, a mightic people and morrall ene+ 
mies.with the Maſſawomeks. The Saſqueſabanocks inhabit vpon the chicke Spring 
of theſe foure branches of the Bayes head, two dayes iourney higher then our barge 
could palle for rocks, yet we prevailed with the Interprecer to take with nm ano« 
ther Interpreter,to perſwade the Sa/queſabanocks to come viſit vs,for their language 
are different, Three or foure dayes we pe their rerurne, then fixtic of choſe 
gyant-like people came downe, with preſents of Veniſon, Tobacco-pipes three foot 
in length, Baskets,'Targets; Bowes and*Arrowes, Fine of their chicte Ferowances 
came boldly aboord ys to crofſe the Bay for Tockwhogh, leaying their men and Ca- 
noweszthe wind being ſo high they gurſt riot-paſſe. -'- - 

Our order was daily to haue Prayer,with aP at which ſolemnitie the poore 
Salvages much w ,our Prayers being:done, a while they were buſied wick a 
conſultation till they had contrived their bufinelſe, Thenthey beganin a _ - 
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with the farit ſupply in Virgjnia. 

ſionate manner to hold vptheir hands to the Sunne, with a moſt fearefull ſong, 
then imbracing our Capraiae, they began to adore himin like manner :though he 
rebuked them, yer they proceeded till cheir ſong was finiſhed: which done with a 
moſt ſtrange furious aftion, and a helliſh voyce, began an Oration of their loues z 
thac ended, with a great painted Beares skin they covered him :then one ready with 
a great chayne of white Beads, weighing ac leaſt ſix orſeaven pound, hung ir about 
hus necke, che others had 18 mantels, made of divers ſorts ofskinnes ſowed toge- 
ther ; allcheſe with many other royes they layd at his feere, ſtroking heir ceremoni- 
ous hands about his necke for his Creation to be their Governour and ProteQor, 
promiſing ther aydes, viftualls,or what they had co be his, if he would ſtay with 
chem, to defend and revengethem of the Aeaſſawomehs. Burt we left chem at Tock= 
whogh, ſorrowing for our departure, yer we promiſed the next yeare againeto viſic 
them, Many deſcriptions and diſcourſes they made vs, of Arquanechuck, HMaſſawe- 
mek, & other people,(ignifying they inhabir vpon a great water beyond the moun- 
taines, which we vnderitood to be ſome great lake,or the river of Canada:and from 
the French co hauetheir hatchers and Commodities by trade. Theſe know no more 
of the territories of Powhatay, then his name, and he as lictle of ther, but the Ar- 
gquanechuks arc on the Occan Sea. 

The higheſt mountaine we ſaw Northward wee called Perigrines mount, and a 
rocky river,where the M.1ſawomeks went vp,Hillewbyer river,in honor of the towne 
our Captaine was borne in, and that honorable houſe the Lord #4owby, his moſt 
honored good friend, The Sa/que/ahanvg river we called Smiths falles ; the nexc 
poyntto Tockwhogh, Fiſings poynt ; the next it poynt Bowrne. Powells Iſles and Smals 
poynt 1s by the river Bolzs5zand che lictle Bay at the head Profits poole;Fathins,Reads, 
and Morford; poynts axe on each (ide Limbo; Wird,Cantrell,and Sichiemore,berwixc 
Pat and Pamavnkee, after the names of the diſcoverers. In all thoſe places and 
the furche(t we came vp the rivers, we cut in trees ſo many croſſes as we would, and 
in many places made holes in trees, wherein we writnotes, andin ſome places croſ- 
ſes of brafle, co (ignifie ro any, Engliſhmen had beene there. 

Thus having ſought all the inlers and rivers worth noting, we returned codiſco- 
ver theriver of Pawruxunt ; theſe people we found very traftable, and more civill 
then any, we promiſed them, as allo the Patawemeks to revenge them of the Maſſa- 
womeky, but our purpoſes were crolled, | : 

In the diſcovery of this river ſome call Rapabenock, we were kindly entertained 
by the people of Aforanghtacund , here we incountered our old friend eſco,alufty 
Salvage of Wighcocomoco vp6 the river of Patawomek,weli ”. py him ſome French 
mans {onne, becauſe he had a thicke blacke buſh beard, and the Salvages ſeldome 
haue any at all, of which he was nota little proud, to ſec ſo many of his Councry- 
men, Wood and water he wouldfetch vs, guidevs any whether, nay,caufedivers of 
his Countrymen helpe-vs crowe againſt winde or tyde from place to place till we 
cameto Patawomek;:chere he reſted nll wererurned from the head of theriver, and 
occaſioned our conduR to the mine we ſuppoſed Antinony, And inthe place he fay- 
Jed nor to doe vs all the good he could, perſwading vs in any caſe notro goeto the 
Rapahanockz, for they would kill vs for being friends with the Adoranghtacnnds that 
Surhzcely had Rtolne three of the Kings women. This we did chinke was but thar 
his friends mijght onely hauc ourtrade: ſo wecrolled theriver tothe b 
Thereſome 12 or 16 ſtanding on the ſhore, direted vs a little Crecke where was 
= landing, and Co mes forvs in three or foure Catowes we ſaw liechere: 

ue according to our cuſtote, we demandedto exchange a man in (igne of loue, 
which after they had alictle conſulted foure or fiue came vp to the micliles;0 fetch 
our man, and leaueys,one of them, ſhewing we need nor fearethers, for they had 
neicher clubs, bowes, nor artowes. Nori ſtanding, Anas Todki/l, being ſent on 
had,ddixcd to goc

Thoreto ſee if he could diſcover any Ambuſcadoes, or whatthey 
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having got ſome two ſtones throwes vp the playne, perceived two or three hundred 
men (as he thought) bchindthe trees, ſo that offering to rerurne to the Boar, the 


Salvages allayed to him away perforce, that he called to vs we were berrayed, 
and by that he had ſpoke the word, our hoſtage was over-bc-ord, but Warkprs his 


ſlew him in the water. Immediatly we ler fly nn chem,ſothar they fled, 
& Todkill eſcaped, yer they ſhot ſo faſt that he fell flar on the groundere hecould re- 
cover the boat. Here the Maſſewomek T argers ſtood vsin good ſtead, for vpon Aeſ- 
co's words, we had ſet them abour the forepart of our Boar like a forecaltie, from 
whence we ſecurely beat che Salvages from off the plaine without any hurt:yer they 
ſhot morethen achouſand Arrowes, and then fled into the woods. Arming our 
ſclues with theſe light Targets (which arc made of lictle ſwall ſticks woven berwixt 
ſtrings of their hempe and lilke grafle, as is our Cloch, bur ſo firmely that no arrow 
can poſlibly pierce | an" wereicued Todki//,who was all bloudy by ſome of them 
who were ſhot by vs that held him,but as Godpleaſed he had no hurt ; and follow- 
ing them vp to the woods, we found ſome laine, and in divers places much bloud. 
It ſeems all their arrowes were ſpent, for we heard no more of them. Their Canows 
we tooke ; the arrowes we found we broke,ſauethem we kept for Aſoſcs, to whom 
we gauethe Canowes for his kindnefſe, that entertained vs 1n the beſt myving 
manner, and warlike order in armes of conqueſt he could procure of che Afor 
tacunds, 

Thereſt of the day we ſpent in accomodating our Boat, in ſtead of thoules wes 
made ſtickes like Bedſtaucs, to which we faſtened ſo many of our Mafewomek T ar- 
gers, that invironcd her as waſt clothes. The next mornigg we went vptheriver,and 
our friend CMeſco followed ys along the ſhore, and at laſt deſired to goe with vs in 
our Boat, But as we palled by eh eg, and Mecwppoms, three Townes 
ſiruated vpon high white clay clifts z the other (1de all a low playne mariſh , andthe 
river there but narrow. Thirtie or fortie of the 5, had ſo accommodatcd 
chemſclues with branches, as we tooke them for liccle buſhes growing among the 
ſedge, ſtill ſeeing their arrowes ſtrike the Targers, and ” nm the river; where- 
at Afoſcofell flatin the Boar on his face, crying rhe R ks, which preſencly we 
cſpicd ro be the buſhes, whichat our firſt volley fell downe 1a the ſedge:when wee 
were neare halfe a myle from them, they ſhewed themſclues dauncing and ſinging 


very merrily. 

"The Kingsof Piſaſach, Nandravghtacund, and Cutterawomen, vicd vs kindly,and 
all their people negleRed not any thing to AZoſcoro bring vs to them, Betwixt Se- 
cobeck and Maſſewreck.is a ſmall Ile or two, which cauicth the river to be broader 
then ordinary ; there it pleaſed God to take one of our C y called M* Fetber- 
fone, that all che time he had beene in this Country, had behaved himſelfe, honeſt- 
ly, valiantly, and induſtriouſly, where in alictle Bay we <alled Fetherflenes Bay wee 
buryed him with a volley of ſhot: thereſt notwithſtanding their ill dyer, and bad 
lodging, crowded in ſo ſmall a Barge,in ſo man ersnever reſting,but alwayes 
rolled to and againe, had all well recovered their $. Thenextday wee ſayicd (o 
high as our Boat would float, thereſerting vp croſſes, and graving our names inthe 
rrecs. Þ 6 mares ſaw fm —__ hough we had ranged vpand downe 
more then an hourein digging inthe , looking of ſtones, herbs, and ſprings, 
not ſceing where a Sal could well bide hiniſelfe, | wy ans 
—_— calarum by chat we had recovered our armes, there was about an hun- 

nimble [xdiax: skipping from treeto tree, letting  Lagwayorer ſofaſt aschey 
could: the recs here ſerved vs for Baricadoes as well as they. Bur Aoſcedid vs more 
ſervicethen weexpeRted, for having ſhot away his quiyer of Arrowes,he ran tothe 


Boat for more. The Arrowes of Hoſe at the firſt madethem pauſe vpon the mat- 
ter,chinking by his bruit and okipping, there were many Salvages.” About halfe an 
hourethis continued, then they all yaniſhed as ſuddainly as they Mef- 
co followed them ſo farreas he could ſee vs, till they were ourof As weretur- 


nedrhere lay aSalvage as dead, ſhot in che knee, but taking him yp we found he had

life, which co ſecing, never was Dog more furious againſt a Beare, then Aoſco 


was co hauc bcat out his braines, ſo we had him to our Boat, whereour Chirurgian- 


' who went with vs to cure our Capraines hurt of the Stingrep, ſo dreiſed this Salvage 
that wichin an houre atter he looked ſomewhat chearctu!ly,and did cate and ſpeake. 
In the mcane time we contented Afoſco in helping him to gather vp their arrowes, 
which were an armetull, whereof he gloricd not a little. Then we deſired CHeoſcs to 
know what he was, and what Countries were beyond che mountaines; the poore 
Salvage mildly anſwered, he andall wich him were of mee, where there are 
three Kings more, like vato them, namely the King of Stegore, the King of Tawxzn- 
14nia,aud tac King of Shakgboxea, that were come to Hobarkgbod, which is onely a 
huncing Towne, and the bounds berwixt the Kingdome of the Aſannebocks, and 
the Nandtawghtacznds, but hard by where we were, We demanded why they came 
in that manner to betray vs,that came to them in peace, and to ſecke their loues ; 
he anſwered, they heard we were a people come from vader the world,to rake ther 
world from chem. We asked him how many worlds he did know, he replyed, he 


knew no more but that which was vnder the skie thatcovered him, which were che. 


Powbatans, with the Monacans, and the CHaſſi 5, that were higher vpin 
the mountaines, Then weasked him what was beyond the mountaines, he an{we- 
red the Sunne: bur of any thing cls he knew nothing;” becauſethe woods were nor 
' burnt, Theſe and many ſuch queſtions wee demanded, concerning the CMaſſaws- 
meks, the CMonacans, their owne Country, and where were the Kings of Stegora, 
Tax: fimtania,and thereit.The Aonacans he ſayd were their neighbours and friends, 
and did dwell as they inthe billy Countries by ſmall rivers, living vpon rootes and 
fruics, but chiefly by bunting. The Maſſawomekz did dwell vpon a greatwarer, and 
had many boats,& {o many men that they made warre with all the world. For their 
Kings, they were goneevery one aſcyerall wiy wich their men on huncing: Bur 
thole with him came thicher a fiſhing rill chey ſaw vs, notwithſtanding they would 
be alcogerher at night at Aſaheskahod, For his relation we gaue him many toyes, 
with per{waſions to goc with vs, and he as carncſtly deſired vs to ſtay the comming 
of thoſe Kings that for his good vſage ſhould be friends with vs, for he was brother 
to Haſintinga. But Meoſco adviſed vs preſently to be gone,for they were all naught, 
yet we cold him we would no cillic was night. All chings we made ready to encer= 
tain what came, & Ao was as diligent in trimming his arrowes. The night bein 
come'we all imbarked, for the riuer was ſo narrow, hadir becne lighe che lan 
on the one (ide was ſo high, they might haue done vs exceeding much miſchicte. 
All this while che K.of wee was (ceking thereſt,and had conſulracion a good 
time what to doe. Bur by their epics ſeeing we were gone, it was not long before 
we heard their arrowes dropping on every (ide the Boatzwe cauſc.: our Salvagesto 
call vato chem, bur ſucha yelling & hallowing they made that they heard norhing, 
but now and then a peece, ayming ſonearcas we could where we heard che moit 
voyccs, Morethen 12 myles they followed vs inthis manner; then the day appea» 
ring, wefound our {clues in a broad Bay, outof danger of their ſbot, where wee 
came toan anchor, and fell co breakfaſt. Net ſo much as ſpeaking to chem till che 
Sunne was riſen z being well refreſhed, we vntyed our Targets that couered vs as a 
Deck, and all ſhewed our ſelues with thoſe ſhields on our armes, and ſwords in our 
hands, and alſo our priſoner Ameroleck ; along diſcourſe there was betwixt his 
Councrimen and him, how good wee were, how well wee vicd him, how wee hada, 
Patawomek with vs, loued vs as his life, that would haue ſlaine him had we not pre- 
ſerued him, and that he ſhould haue his libertie would they be but friends; and to 
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doe vs any hurt it was impoſſible. Vpon this chey all hung cheir Bowes and Qui- How ve con. 


vers 
head, and another with a Quiver of Arrowes, which they delivered our 


ypon thetrees, and one came ſwimming aboord vs wich a Bow cyed on his here ——_— 
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asa preſent, the Captamehauing vſed chem ſo kindly as he could, told them the 0- boke. 
c,and then the great-King of our world ſhould be 
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ypon a low Mooriſh poynt of Land we went to the ſhore, where thoſe foure Kings 
came and recciued Amoreleck: nothing they had bur Bowes, Arrowecs, Tobacco» 
bags,and-Pipes:what we deſired, none refuſed to giue vs, wondering at every rhin 
we had, and heard we had done:our Piſtols they tooke for pipes, which they mu 
deſired, but we did content them with other Commodiries, and ſo we left toure or 
fiue hundred of our merry Mannabecks, finging, dauncing, and making merry, 
and ſet ſayle for Moranghtacund, 
In our returnes we viſited all our friends, that rejoyced much at our Viatory a- 

ainſt the Afa-nehocks, who many rimes had Warres alſo with them, but now they 
were friends,and delired we would be friends with the Rapahenecks,as we were with 
the Eannahocks, Our Capraine told them, they had twiſe atlaulted him that came 


- -_y in loue todoe them good, and therefore he would now burne all their hou- 
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ſes, deſtroy their corne, and for euer hold them his enemies, till chey made him fa- 
tisfaRion z they deſired ro know what that ſhould be:he told chem they ſhould pres» 
ſent him the Kings Bow and Arrowes, and net offerto come armed where he was; 
that they ſhould be friends with the Aforawghtacnnds his friends,and giue him their 
Kings ſonne in pledge to pom it, and then all King /ames his men ſhould be 
their friends, Vpon this they preſently ſept to the Repahanocks ro mecte him at the 
place wherethey firſt fought, where would be the Kings of Nantaxracxnd and Piſa 
ſaſſac:which according to their promile werethere {0 ſoone as wezwhere Repahaxock. 
preſented his Bow and Arrowes, and confirmed all we defired,except his lonne, ha- 
Ving no more bur him hecould nor live without him, bur in ſtead of his ſonne he 
would giue him the three women Aforanghtacund had ftolne, This was accepted ; 
and ſoin three or foure Canowes,ſo many as could went with vsto Aorangbracnnd, 
where Xoſco made them ſuch relations, and gaueto his friends ſo many Bowes and 
Arrowes,that they no lefle loued him then admired vs. The 3 women were broughe 
our Capraine, to cach he gaue a chayne of Beads : andthen _— Moranghtacund, 
Meoſce, and Rapahanock ftand before him, bid Repebenocktake ber heloued beſt, and 
Adoranghtecnnd chuſe next, & to Moſco he gaue the third. Vpon this away wenttheir 
Canowes over the water,to fetch their veniſon, and all the proviſion they could, and 
they that wanted Boats ſwam over the river:the darke commanded vs then to reſt. 
The next day there was of men, women, and children, as we conicfturcd,lix or ſca- 
uen hundred, dauncing,& {inging,andnot a Bownor Arrow ſecne amongit them. 
Aoſco changed his name Fitaſanreſengh, which we interpret Srraxger, for fo they 
call vs. All promiſing ever to be our friends, and to plant Corne purpoſcly for vs; 
and we to provide hatchers, beads, and copper for them, we departed, gwir 
them a Volley of ſhot, and they vs as loud ſhouts and cryesas thieir ths coul 
veter. That night weanchored intheriver of Payankatank ,and diſcoveredir ſo high 
as it was navigable, butthe ; 35-3 weremoſt a huncing,ſaue afcw old men,women, 
and children,thatwere tending their corne,of which they promiſed vs part when we 
would ferch it, as had doneall che Nations whereever we Fad yet beene, 

In afayre calme, rowing towards poynt Comfort, we 2nchored in Goſwolls Bay, 
burſuch a ſuddaine guſt furpriſed ys in the nighe with chunder and rayne, that we 
never thought more to haue ſeene [awes Towne, Yet running before the wind, we 
ſomerimes {aw the Land by the flaſhes of fire from heaven,by which light onely we 
kept from the ſplicring ſhore, vncill it pleaſed God in that blacke darkneile to pre- 
ſerue vs by that light co finde poyne { ewyfert : there refreſhing our ſclues, becauſe we 
had onely but heard of the (hiſapeacks &© Nend/ammnds, we + ann" itas fitro know 
all our neighbours neare home, as ſo many Nations abroad. 

So ſetting ſayle for the Southerne ſhore, we ſayled vp a narrow river vp the coun+ 
try of Chiſepeach ; it hath a good channell, bur ata about the entrance.B 
that we hadfa led (ix or ſeauen myles, we ſaw two or three little garden plots wir 
their houſes, the ſhores overgrowne with che greateſt Pyne and Firre trees wee ever 
ſaw in the Country. But not ſeeing nor hearing any , and che riucr very nat- 
Low, we returned to the great riuer,to ſee if we could findeany of them. —

Seauen or eight _— ſay- 
led vp this narrow riuer: at laſt on the Weſterne ſhore we ſaw-large Cornehields, 
in che mid(t a hcle Iſley and in it was abundance of Corne y the people he told vs 
wereall a hunting, bur in the 1fle was his houſe, to which he'inuited vs with much 
kindnelle: co him, his wife,and children,we gaue ſuch things as they ſeemed much 
contented chem. The others being conie,delired vs alſo to goe bur a little higher ro 
ſcecheir houſes ; here our hoſt Ictc vs, the xelt rowed by vs 1m a Canow, till we were 
ſofar paſt the Iſle the riuer became very narrow. Here we deſired ſome of them co 
come abord ys,wherat paufing a lictle,they:told vs chey would bur ferch their bows 
and arrowes and gocall with vs, but being a-ſhore and thus armed,they perſwaded 
vs to goc forward, but we could neither perſwade them intochcir Catow,nor inco 
our Boac, This gaue vs cauſeto/prouide tor the worſt, Farre we went not ere ſeaucn 
or cight Canowes full of men armed appeared following vs, ftaying to ſee the con- 
chiſion, Prefencly from each/{ide the r1uer came arrowes fo faſt as two or three hun- 
dred could ſhoot chem, wherear we rerurned to gerthe open. They .in che Ganowes 
ler fly alſo as faſt, but amongſt chem we beſtowed ſo many ſhor, che moſt. of them 
leaped overboord and ſwamaſhore, but ewo'or three eſcaped by rowing, | being a- 
gainſtcheir playnes :our Musketsthey found ſhot further then their Bowes, for wee 
made not rwentie ſhot cre they all reryred behind che next trees, Being thus got our 
df their trap, we ſciſed on all their Canowes, and moored them'in the mugit of the 
open. -Morethcn an hungred arrowes flucke in our Targers, and about che boar;

Hetenth of September, by the Ele&ion of the Councell, andrequeſt of the 
Company, Captaine Smith receiued the Letters Patents: which ull then by 
no meanes he would accept, though he was often importuned therevnro, 
Now the building of Rathffes Pallace ſtayed as a thing needlelſegthe Church 
was repaired; the Store-houſe recouered z buildings preparcd for the Supplyes, we 
expected; the Fort reduced to a fiue-ſquareforme ; = order of the Watch renews 
ed ; che ſquadrons(cach ſerting of the Watch)crainedz the whole Company cuery 
Sarurday exerciſed, inthe plaine by the weſt Bulwarkc, ed for that purpoſe, 
we called Smithfield:where ſometimes morethen an hundred Salvages would itand 
in an amazement to behold, how a fyle would barter a tree, as. would make 
them a marke to ſhootary the boats trimmed for trade, which being. ſent our with 
Lieutcnant Percy, in their Tourney incountred the ſecond Supply, that broughe 
them backe to diſcover the Country of Aoracar. How or why Captaine Newport 
obtained ſuch a private Commiſſion, as not to rerurne without a lumpe of gold, a 
certaintie ofthe South ſea,or one of the loſt company ſcar out by Sir Water Raleigh, 
I know not; nor why he brought ſuch a fiue peeced Barge, not to beare vs to that 
South ſea, till we had borne her overthe mountaines, which how farre they extend 
is yet vnknowne. As for the Coronation of Powhatan, and his preſents of Baſon 
and Ewer, Bcd, Bedſtcad, Clothes, and ſuch coſtly noucltics,they had becne much 
bercer well ſpared then ſo ill ſpent, for wee had his favour much bercer oncly tor a 
playne peece of Copper, till this ſtately kinde of ſoliciting, made him ſo much o- 
vervalue himſclfe, that he reſpe&ed vs as much as nothing ar all. As forthe hyring 
of the Poles and Dutch-men, to make Pitch, Tar, Glaſle, Milles, and Sope aſhes, 
when the Country is repleniſhed with people, and neceiTaries, would hauc done 
well, butto ſend chem-and ſcaucentie more without viualls ro worke, was not ſo 
well aduifed nor conſidered of, as it ſhould haue beene. Yetthis could not hauehure 
vs had theybeene-200.though then we were 330 that wanced for our ſelues.For we 
had the Satyages in that decorams (their harveſt being newly gathered, that we fea» 
red not to'per victuals for 500. Now was there no way tomake vs muſcrable,but co 
negleR that'time+ro make prouiſion whilſt it wasto be-had, the which was done by 
the direftion' trom Englendto performe this ſtrange difcovery, bur amore ſtrange 
Coronation to looſe that time, ſpend that viftualls we bad,tyreand ftarucour men, 
haning no meanesco carry victuals, munition,che hurt or {icke, but on thar owne

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of mine toit;, nor ever dreamt I of any ſuch matter. That we feed you with hopes, 


Cv. Thouzh 1 be no ſcholer, 1 ampaſt a ſchoole-boy 3 and 1 defire but toknow, 
What either you, 'and theſe here oe know, but that 1 hane learned 10 tell yen by 
the continnall hazard of my life. 1 haue not concealed from you any thing 1 know 
but 1 feare ſome cauſe you to beleent mach more then @ irue, + © 
Expreſly to follow your direftions by Captiine Newport, though theybe perfor- 
med, 1was direity againſt it ; bat according to our Commiſion, 1 was content to 
be overruled by the maior part of the Councell, 1 feare to the hazard of v5 alls 
which now is generally conteſſed when it is too late. Onely Captaine Winne and 
Captaine Waldo 7 have ſworne of the Councell,and Crowned Powharan «ccor- 
diag to your inſtructions. ; 
For th: chargeof thus V oyage of two or three thouſand pounds,we hane not vecet- 
wed the value of an hundred pounds. And for the quartred Boat tobe borne by the 
Souldiers over the Falles, Newport had 120 = beſt men he could chaſe, 1fhe 
had burnt her ts aſhes, one might hawecarried her in a bag, but as ſhe is, fine huw- 
ared cannot,to « navigable place aboue the Falles, And for him at that time to find 
inthe South Sea, a Mine of gold; or any of them ſent by Sir Walter R alcigh : at 
our Conſultation 1 told them was as likely as the reft. But during this great diſco- 
very of thirtie myles, (which might as well hawe beene done by one man and muth 
more, for the value of a pownd of C opper at a ſeaſonable tyme) they had the Pinnace 
and all the Boats with tÞ:m,bat one that remained with me to [erne the Fort. In 
their abſence 1 followed the new begun workes of Pitch and Tarre, Glaſſe, Sope» 
aſhes, and Clapbaord, whereof ſome ſmall quantities we hane ſent you. Bat if you 
rightly conſider, what an infinite tojle it is in Ruſha axd Swethland, where the 
woods are proper for naught els, and thoarh there be the helpe both of man and 
beaſt in thoſe uncient Common-wealths,which many an hundred yeares hane ſed 
it,yet thouſands of | __ poore people can Jodrte get meceſſaries to line, but from 
hind to mouth. And though your Sint thorn bay as much ina week as pe 
aun bt you a ſhip, or as much as you pRaſeryou muſt not expert from vs any [ut 
as for = but a many of Nona aoferable outer; this ' A ts 
get wherewith toliue, and defend our ſelnes againſt the ixconſtant Salvages:fin- 
ding but here and there a tree fit for the purpoſe, and want all things els the R ul 
fians have. For the Coronation of Powhatan, by whoſe advice you ſent him ſach 
preſents, 1 know not ; but this giue me leaue to tell you, 1 frare they wilthe the con- 
fuſuon of vs all ere we heare from you ag 1ine. Alt your Ships ayrivall, the Salvages 
harveſt was newly g1thered, and'we going to buy it, our owne not being halfe ſuf 
ficient for ſo great a number, As for the twoſbips loadihg of Corne Newport pres 
miſed to provide vs from Powhatan, be.brought vs but foureteene Buſhels ; and 
fromthe Monacans nothing, but the moſt of the menſitkt and near? famiſhed. 
Fromyour Ship we had not proviſion in victuals worth twenty p dweare 
more then two hundred to lite vptn this: the ane halfe ſicke,the other little better. 
For the Saylers( I confeſſe) they Jaily make good cheare, but our dyes 6c 4 btate 
meale and water, and not ſufficient of that. Though there be fiſh in theta, foules 
in the ayre, and Beaſis mm the woods, their buns we ſo 18756 they ſo wile, and 
we ſo weake andignor ant, we cannot much trouble t Captaine Newport: 
much ſuſpet? to be the Authour of thoſe inventions, Now that you ſbenld Fnow, 
haue made you as great a diſcovery as he, far leſſe charge then he [pendeth 
very meale; 1 haue ſent you this Mappe of the Bay and Rivers, with an 
K 4 
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Relation of the Countries and Nations that inhabit them, as you may ſee at large. 
Alſo two barrels of ſtones, and ſuch as 1 take tobe good Iron ore at theleaft;ſo de» 
vided, as by their notes you may ſee in what places 1 found them. The Souldiers 
ſay many of your officers maintaine their families ont of that you ſend 25:and that 
Newport hath an hundred =_—_ yeare for carrying newes. For every maſter 
you hae yet ſent can find the way as well as be,ſo that an hundred pounds might 
be art, which is mare then we haue all, that helpe to pay him wages. Cap.Rat- 
| liffe #s wow called Sicklemore, « poore counterfeited /mpoſture, 1 aha By 708 
him home,leaſt the company ſhould cut his throat that he s now every onecantell 
you:if he and Archer returne againe, they are ſufficient to keepe vs alwayes in fe 
tions When you ſend againe 1 intreat yourather ſend but thirty Carpenters, huſ- 
banamen,gardiners; iber men, black/miths,naſons,and diggers vþ of trees,roors, 
well provided;then a thouſand of ſuch as we haue ; for except wee be able both to 
lodge them, and feed them, the moſt will conſume with want of neteſſaries before 
they can be made good for any thing. Thus if you pleaſe to conſuder this account and 
of the unneceſſary wages to Captaine Newport, or his ſhips ſo long lingering and 
ſtaying here(for notwithſtanding his boaſting to leane v5 vittuals for 12 moneths, 
though we had 8g by this diſcovery lame and ſucks, and but a pinte of Corne a day 
for « man, we were conſtrained to gine him three hog (heads of that to vitt uall hims 
homeward) or yet to ſend ints Germany or Poleland for glaſſe-menev> the reſt, 
zill we be able to ſuſtaine our ſelues, and relieue them whon they come.1t were bet- 
ter to giue fine hundred pound a tun for thoſegrofſe Commodities ix Denmarke, 
then ſend for them hither, till more neceſſary things be provided. For in over-toy- 
ling our weake and vnskilfull bodies, to ſatisfie this deſre of| Preſent profes Weean 
ſearce ever recover hy Lam 6940 one Supply to another, And 1 humbly intreat 
you hereafter, let vs know what we ſhould reteiue, and not ſtand to the Sazlers 
courteſie to leaxe vs what they pleaſe;els you may charge vs with what you will, 
but we not you with any thing.Theſe are the ow by that hawe kept vsin Virginia, 
fromlaying ſuch a foundation,that erethis might haue given much better content 
and ſatisfaction ; but as yet you muſt uot looke for any profitable returnes: ſo 1 
bambly reſt. |

Theſe poore concluſions (6 affrighted vs all with famine, that che Prelident pro- 
vided for Nandſamund, and rooke with him Capraine Wine, and MF Servvener, then 
rccurning from Capcaine Newport. Theſe people alſo long denied him nor onely 
the 460 Baskers of Corne they promiſed, bur any trade ar all;(exculing chemiclues 
they had iprnt molt they had, and were commanded by Powharan to keepe that th 
had, and norto fer vs come into their river) till we were conftrainedco begin with 
them perforce, Vpon che diicharging of our Muskers they all fled and ſhot nor ani 
Arrow z the firit houſe we came co we fer on fire, which when they perceived, chey 
deſired we would make no more {poyle, and they would give vs halfe they had : 
how they colle&ed it I know not, but before night chey loaded our three Boars; 
and {o we returned to our quarter ſome foure myles downe the River, which was 
onely the open woods ynder the lay of a hill, where all che ground was covered wich 
ſnow, and hard frozengthe ſnow we digged 
When che ground was well dryed, we curned away the fire 5 and covering the place 
wich a mac, there we lay very warme. To keepe vs from the winde we madea hhade 
of anocher Mat ; as the winde turned we turned gur ſhade, and when the ground 


grew cold weremoued the fixe. And thus many a cold winter night havie wee laine 


in this miſerable manner, yerrhoſerhatmoſt commonly went vpon all thoſe occa- 
ſions, were alwayes in health, luſty, and fat. For ſparing them thus yeare, the next 
yeare they promuſed ty plant purpoſely for vs ; and ſo we returned to /ames towne. 
A bont rhis rime there was a marriage berwixt Iobn Laydonand Anne Burras ; which 
wasthefirlt marriage we had in Virginia, | 

Long he ſtayed nor, bur ficring himſelfe and Capraine Waldo with ewo Barges, 
Froth Chawopoweanock, and all par:s thereabours, all the people were fled, as being 
zealous of our intents till we Sfcovend cheriver and people of Apamarnch ; where 
wefound not much,thatchey had we equally divided, bur gaue them copper, and 
ſuch'things as contenced them in conſideration. Maſter Scrivener and Licutenant 
Percie wentalſo abroad, but could find nothing, | 

The Preſident ſecing the procraſtinating of time, was no courle to liue, reſolved

Corne. The Prelident not ignorant of his deviſes and ſubcileic, yer vynwillog co 
neglect any opporruriitic, preſently ſent three Dazch-men and two Engliſh, having 
ſo imall alowance,few were able to doe any thingto ce: knowing there nec- 
ded'no better a Caſtle ro effe this proief, rooke order with incWaldo to ſes 
cond him, if need required z Scrivener he left his ſubſtiruce, and ſer forth with the

This company being vifualled but for three or foure dayes, lodged che firſt nighe 
at Warr T eta. che Preſident tooke ſufficient A TEokien Kiog di 
his beſt co:divert him from ſecing Powhaten, bur perceiving hecould notprevaile, 
he adviſed in chis manner.Captaine Smich,you ſhall find Powhates to vic you kind+ 
FL burtruſthim not, and beſurehe hauc no oportunxie to ſeize on your Armesz 
' for he hath ſent for you oncly to cut your throats. The Captaine thanking himfor 
his good counſell: yerthe berter to try his louc, deſired guides ro Chawwonock, for 
he would ſend a preſent tothat King,to bind him his friend. To performethis jour- 
ney was ſcent M* Sicklemore,a very valiant, honeſt, and a paincfull Souldier : with 
' him cwoguides,and directions how to ſecke for the loſt company of Sir Walter Ra- 

_ teighs, and (ilke Grafle. Then we departed thence, the Preſident aſſuring the King 

perperuall louc ; and left with him Semwel Collier his Pagerto learne the | 


So this Kings deeds by ſacred Oath adixr d. 
More wary proxes, and cirt by ods : 
Fearing at leaſt his donble forfeiture , = 
To offend his friends, and fm againſt his Gods. 
' Thenex: night being lodged at Xecoughtas z(ix or ſeayen dayes the exrreame 
winde, rayne, froſt and inow cauſed vs to keepe Chriſtmas among the Salvages, 
where we were never more merry, nor fed on more plentie of good Oyſters, Fiſh, 
Fleſh, Wild-foulc,and good bread z nor never had better fires in Eng/and,then in the 
dry,{moaky houſcs of Keconghtan: but departing thence, when wetound no houſes 
we were not curious in any weather to lye three or foure nights together vnder the 
execs by a firc, as formerly 18 ſayd. An hundred forte eight! the Preſident, Aw» 
thony Bagnall,and Scricant Piſing did kill at three ſhoots. Ar Kiſkiackthe froſt & con- 
trary winds forced vs rraapbaredeyes alſo (co ſupprelle the inſplency of thoſe 
proud Salvages) ro quarter in their houſes, yer guatd our Barge, and cauſe chem 
ue vs what we wanted; h we were but ewelue and himſelfe, yer we never 
wanted ſhelcer where we any houſes. The 12 of Ianuary wearrived at Fero- 
wocomoco, where the river was frozen nearchalfe a mylefromhe ſhore, but co neg: 
ect 
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le notime, the Preſident with his Barge ſo far had approached by breaking the 
icc,as the cbbcleft him amongſt choſe oalze ſhoules, yerrather thento lye there troze 
to death,by his owne example hetaughethem to march neere middle deepe;a flight 
ſhot through chis muddy frozen oafe. When the Barge floared, he appoynted cwo or 
threeto returne her aboord the Pinnace, Where for want of wager in melring the 
ice, they made freſh water, for the river there was ſale, Burt in chis march M* Reſell, 
(whom none could perſwadeto ftay behinde) being ſomewhar ill, and excecding 
heauie, ſo overtoyled himſelfe as cher had much adoe ( ere be gotaſhore )to re- 
gaine life into his dead benummed ſpirits, Quartering inthe nexc houſes wetound, 
weſcnt to Powhatan tor proviſion, who fent vs plenrie of bread, Turkies; and Veni- 
ſon z the next day having feaſted vs after his ordinary manner, he began co aske vs 
when ive would be gone: fayning he ſenr notfor vs, neither had he any cornezand 
his people much leaſe: yer tor fortie ſwords he would procure vs fortie Baskers, 

The Prelident ſhewing him the men there preſent chat brought him-che mellage 

and conditions,asked Powhatan how it chanced he became ſo torgettull ; thereat the 

King concluded che matter with a merry laughter, asking for our Commodities, 

but none he liked without gunnes and (words, valuing a Basker of Corne more 

ptecious then a Basker of Copper; ſaying he could rate his Corne, but'nor che 

Copper. ;\ 

tne Smith ſceing the intent of this ſubrill Salyage began ro deale with him 
afrer this manner. Powhatan, though [ had many conrſes ro hane made my proviſien, yet 
beleeving your promiſes to ſupply my wants, [ negle ed all to ſatirfie your deſire:and ro refts- 
fe my lone,l ſent you my men for your building negleing mine owne What your people had 
you bane ingroſſed, forbidding thens our trade : and now you thinke by conſuming the tinse, 
we ſhall conſirnse for want , not having to fulfill your ſirange demands, As for ſwords and 
gunnes, [ reld you long agoe | bad none to ſpare 3 and you weſt know thoſe 1 bane can keepe 
me from want: yet ſtcals or wrong you 1 will not; nor diſſolnethat friendfbip we hane mutw> 
ally promiſed, except you conſtraine me by our bad vſage. 

The King having attentiacly liſtned to this Diſcourſe, promiſed that beth be and his 
Conntry would ſpare hins what he could, the which within two dayes they ſhould receine. 
Tet { aptaine Smith, ſayth the King,ſome doubt I bane of your comming bnher,that makes 
we not ſo kindly ſeeks to relienc you as [ would : for many doe informe me, your comming bi- 
ther ts mot for trade, but to invade my people, and poſſeſſe my (,ountry who dere not come to 
bring you Corne, ſeeing you thus armed with your men. To free vs of this feare Jeane aboord 
Jour weapons, for here they are neealeſſe, webeing all friends, and for ever Powhatans, 

Wuh many ſuch diſcourſes they ſpentthe day, quartering that flight in che Kin 
houſes. The nex: day he renewed his building, which hee lictle incended ſhould 
proccede.For the Dutch-men finding his Pry knowing our want,andpercei= 
ving his preparations to ſurpriſe vs, little thinking we could cicape both him and f+ 
mine; (ro obtaine his favour) revealed ro him fo much as they knew of our eſtares 
and proicets, and how to prevent them.One of them being of ſopreata ſpirir,iudge» 
ment,and refolution,and ahireling that was certaine of his wages tor his labour,and 
ever well vied both he and his Countrymen; that the Preſident knew not whom 
berrer co truſt; and not knowing any fitter for that imployment, had ſcat him as a 
ſpy to diſcover Powhazans inten, then linle doubting his honeſtic, nor could ever 
be cerraine of his villany cill neare halfe a yeare after. 

Whilſt we cxpeed the comming in of the Country,we wrarigled out of the King 
ten quarters of Corne for a copper Ketrell, the which the Preſident perceiving him 
wuch to affeR, valueditar a much greater ratezbut in regard ofhis ſcarcity he would 
accept it, provided we ſhould hauc as much morethenext yeare, or cls the Coun- 
try of Monacan, Wherewith cach ſeemed well contented, and Powhatan began to 
expoſtulate the difference of Peace and Warre after this manner,

What will it ayaile you to taky that by ferce you may quickly bawe by lone, or to deſtroy 
them that provide you food. What cax you get by warre, when we can hide our proviſions and 
fly to the woods?whereby you muſt famriſh by wronging vs your friends And why are you thus 
vealous of our lones ſeeing v3 mnarmed, and beth dee ,and are willing ſtill to feede you, with 
that you cannot get but by our labors tThirke yeu 1 ans (0 ſimple, not toknow t ts better to 
eate good meate,tye well, and ſleepe quietly wth my women andchildr h and be mer- 
ry with you, hane copper hatchet, or what 1 want being your friend : then be forced to flie 
from all, to lie cold m the woods, feede ypon Acornet, reotes, and ſuch traſh, and be ſo bun- 
ted by you, that | can neither reft, eate,nor ſleepe; but my tyred men muſt watch, and if 4 
twig but breake, every one cryeth there commeth Captame Smuch: then muſt [ fly I know 
not whether : and thus with miſerable feare, end my miſerable life , leawing my pleaſures to 
ſuch youths as you, which through your raſh unaduiſedneſſe may quickly as miſerably end, 
for want of that, you never know where to finde. Let this therefore aſſare you of eur loner, 
and every jeare our friendly trade ſpall furniſh you with Corne ; and now alſo, if you would 
come in friendly manner to ſee vs, and not thus with your guns and[woras as to ivade your 
| foes. Tochisſubrill diſcourſe, the Preſident thus replyed. 
Cape. Smiths  Seping you will not rightly conceiue of our words,we ftriue to make you {now ex thowghts 
Reply. by onr deeds ;the vow [ made you of my lone, both my ſelfe and my men haze kept. As ft 
your promiſe { find it euery day violated by ſome of your ſubietts:yet we finding your lone and 
kindneſſe, our cuſtome is ſo fer from bring ungratefull, that for your ſake onely, we bane cur - 
bed our thirſting deſire of revenge;els hadtbey knowne as well the crneltie we vſe to our exe= 
wics, as our true loue andcomrieſie t0 our friends, And [ thinke your tudgement ſufficient to 
conceiue,as well by the adventures we bane undertakgn, as by the advantage we haxe(by our 
Armes)of yours : that had we intended you any hurt Jong ere this we conld haxe effatied it, 
Tour pecple comming to [ames Towne are entertained with their Bowes and Arrowes with« 
out any exceptions; we eſtceming it with you as it ts with 15,toweare our arme1 as our 
rell. As for the danger of our enemies, in ſuch warres conſiſt our chiefeſt pleaſure i for your 
riches we hawe no fc : as for the biding your provigon,or by your flying tothe woods,we ſhall 
not ſo vnedviſedly ſtarue as you conclude, your friendly care in that behalfe is needleſſe, for 
we haue a rule to finde beyond your knowledge. | 
' Many other diſcourſesthey had, till ar laſt they began to trade, Bur the King ſee- 
ing his will would not be admittedas a law, our guard diſperſed, nor our men diſ- 
armed, he(ſighing) breathed hisminde once more in this manner, | 
PS CaptaincSmith, [ newer w/e any Werowance ſo kindely as your ſelfe, yet from you 1 
CORD reCeine the leaſt kindneſſe of any, Captaine Newport gaze me ſwords, copper,cloathes, a 
med to betray bed, towels, or what 1 deſired; ener taking what 1 offered lim, and would ſend away he 
VS. mes when 1 intreated hinzuone doth deny to lye at my feet, or refuſe to doe what I deſire, 
ut onely you ;, of whom 1 can hane nothing but what you regard not, and yet you will 
whatſoener you demand. Captaine Newport yow call father, andſo you call me z, but 1 ſeo 
for all vs both you will doe what you hf and wes muſt both ſeche tocontent you. But if you in- 
tend /o friendly as you ſay, ſend hence your armes, that 1 may beleene you ; for you ſeethe

Yer to augyd ſuſpict- PRI 
on, left rwo or chree of the woven talking with the Capraine, whileſt hee ſecretly ;,,,,s, 
ran away, and his men that ſecretly beſer the houſe, VVhuch being preſently diſcoue- 
red to Captaine Smith, with his putoll, ſword, and arget hee made ſuch a patlage a+ 
mong cheſe naked Diuelsz thar at his firſt ſhoot, they next him crumbled one ouer a- 
nocher,and the reſt quickly fled ſome one way ſome another : ſo that withour any 
hurc, onely accompanied with /abn Ruſſell, hee obrained the corps du guard, When 
they percciued him ſo well eſcaped, and with his eighteene men (for he had no more 
wich hum aſhore) cothe vitermolt of their skill chey ſought excutesto ditlembleche 
matcer: and Powhatan to excuſe his flight and tne tudden comming of this mult 
rude, ſent our Capraine a great bracelcr and a chaine of pearle, by an ancient Ora- A chaine of 
tour that beſpoke vs co chus purpoſe, perceiuing euen then trom our Pinnace, a peatleſent che 
Barge and men departing and comming vnto vs, ws 99h for 
CaptaineSmith, ow Werowence is fled, fearing your gunnes, and knowing when the *P© te 
ice was broken there would come more men, ſens thee numbers but ro guard his corne from 
ſtealing, that might happen without your knowledge : now though ſome bee hurt by your 
w;/priſron, yet Powhatan & your friend and ſo wil for ener contmue. Now ſince the ice is 
open, he would hane you [end 4way your corne, aud if you would baxe his company, ſend away 
alſs your gunnes, which ſo affright his people, that they darenot come to you as bee pro- 
miſed they ſhould. 
Then having prouided baskersfor our mento carry our corne to the boats, they þ,,,.,.1;n9 10 
kindly offered cheir ſeruice to guard our Armes, that none ſhould fteale them, A kill curmen 
great many they were of goodly well p_aEg fellowes, as grim as Diucls ; loadedwith - 
yer the very ſight of cocking our matches, and being to ler fly, afew wordes cauſed —__— 
them to Jeauc their bowes and arrowes to our guard, and beare downe our corne 5 - ray 
on their backes z wee needed not importune chein ro make diſpatch. Bur our Bar- (,.,, 
ges being left on the oaſe by the ebbe,cauled vs ttay till the next high»warer, ſo that 
wee rerurned againe to our old quarter, Powhatan and his Dutch-men bruſting 
with delire to haue che head of Caprtaine Smieb, for if they could bur kill him, they 
thoughc all was theirs, negle&ed not any oporrtunity to etfe&t his purpoſe, The In« 
dians with all the merry ſportsthey could deuiſe, ſpent the time till might:then they 
all returned to Powhatan, who all this time was making ready his forces to ſurpriſe 
the houſeand him ar ſupper. Notwithſtanding the erernall all-ſceing God did pre- 
uent him,and by a ſtrange meanes. For Pocahontas his deareſt jewell and daughter, Pocahontas be- I 
inthatdarke night came through the irkſome woods, and told our Capraine great wrayes her fa- 
cheare ſhould be ſentvs by and by: but Powhatan and all the power he could make, a $deceitto 
would after come k:1l vs all, if they that brought it could not kill vs with our owne 7 
weapons when we were at ſupper. Therefore if we would liue ſhee wiſhed vs pre» 
ſencly co bee gone. Such chings as ſhee delighted in, he would hauc giuen her Sn 
with the teares running downe her checkes, ſhee ſaid ſhee durſtnor be ſeeneto haue 
any: for if Powhatan ſhould know it, ſhe were but dead, and fo thee ranne away by 
her ſelfe as ſhe came, Within letſe then an houre came eight or ten luſty fellowes, 
with great platters of veniſon and other vifuall, very imporrunarte to haue vs pur 
out our matches (whoſeſmoake made them (icke) and fit down to our vittuall. Buc 
the Captaine madethem taſte euery diſh, which done hee ſent ſome of them backe 
to Powhatan, to bid him make haſtefor hee was prepared for his comming, As for 
chem hee knew they cameto betray him ar his ſupper: bur hee would prevent them 
and all their ocher intended villanies: ſo that they might be gone. Not long after 
came moremellengers, to {ee what newes gz not long after chem ochers, Thus wee 
ſpenethenight as vigilantly as hey, till it was high-warer, yer ſeemed co the ſaluages

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as friendly as they to vs: and that wee were ſo deſirous to giue Powhatan contents

Francis (two ſtout Dutch-men) to James rowne: who faining to Ca 
taine Wine that all chings were well, andchac Captaine Smith had vic of 
their armes, wherefore they requeited new (che which were giuen 
chem) they told him cheir comming was tor ſome extraordinary rooles, and ſhife 
of apparell ; by which colourable excuſe they obtained ſixe or ſeauen moreto their 
confederacie, ſuch expertthecues, that preſently furniſhed them with a great matiy 
ſwords, pike-heads, pecces, ſhor, powder andſuch like; Saluages they had at hand 
to carry it away, and the next day they returned vnſuſpeted, leauing their confe- 
Ccrates to follow, and in the interim to convay them ſuch things as they could: for 
which ſeruicethey ſhould liue with Powhatan as his chiefe affc&ted, free from choſe 
miſeries that would —_— the Colony. Same! their other conſort Powhatas kept 
for their pledge, whoſe _— had prouidedthem three hundred of their kinde 
of hatchets; thereſt fifcy ſwords, eight peeces, and cighe pikes. Brynton and Ri- 
chard Salvage ſceing the Dutch-men fo diligentto accommodate the Saluages with 
weapons, attempted to haue gorren to /ames towne, but they were apprehended, 
TheDntch andexpeRted cuer when to beput to death. 
men furniſh —Wichin two orthreedayes wearriucd at Pamavnkte, the King as many dayes en- 
OO rextained vs with feaſting and much mirth. And the day appointed to beginneour 
* trade, the Preſident, Licutenant Perrie, M*. Feſt, M*, Rafſell, M*, Beherhland, MF. 
(Frafrew, MF. Powell, MF, Ford, and ſome otherstothe num er of fifteene, went vp 
to Opechencanoughs houſe a quarter of a mile fromthe riuer ) where wee found no- 
thing but a lame fellow and a boy:and all che houſes round about of all chings aban- 
doned. Notlong weeſtayed erethe King arriued, and after him came diuerte of his 
people loaden with bowes and arrowes: but ſuch pinching commodicies, and 
thoſe eſteemed at ſuch a value, as our Captaine began with the King after this

Vpon-this away went their Bowes and Arrowes, and men, women, arid children 
broughtin cheir Commodinies: two or three houres they ſo cthronged abour che 
Prelident and fo overwearied him,as he retyred himſelfe to reſt Jeauing MF Bebeth- 
land and MF Powell to receiue their pretents, bur ſome Salvages percewing him faſt 
allecpe,& che guard ſomewhat carclcſly difperſed, torcieor hfiic of cheir choilemen 
each with « club,oran Englfſh {word un his hand began toenter the houte with two 
orthree hundred orhers, thatpretſedro ſecondthem. The noyſeand baſt they made 
in, did ſo ſhike the houte chey awoke him from his ſicepe;*and being halfe amazed 
with this ſuddaineſight, berooke him ftraicco his ſword and Target ; M* Chra/baw 
and {omeorhers charged in like manner; wherear chey quickly throngedtafter backe 
then before forward, The houtc chus cleanſed, the King and ſome of tus auncicnts 
we kepr yer with him, who with a long Oration, excu{ed this incrulion. Thercit of 
the day was ſpent with much kindnellc, che companie againe renewing their pre= 
ſents wich their beſt provilions, and whatſooyer he gaue them they ſcemed theres 
with well contented, | | 

New in the meane while ſince our departure, this hayned at our Fort. Maſter 
Scrrvener having receiued Letters from England to make himifcfe cither Ceſar or no» 
thing, he began todeclinein his affetion to inc Swwch, that ever regarded him 
as hunfelfe, and was willing tocrolleche ſurpriting of Powhurau.Some cerraine daics 
after the Preſidents deparcure, he would needs m the I{lc of Hops, and tooke 
with him Captaine Faldo(choughthe Preſident had appointed him to be ready to 
ſecond his occafions)with MF Anthony Gofnell and cight others 5 but fo violent was 
the wind ( that exrreamefrozentime) chatthe Boat tunke, but where or how none 
doth know, The Skiff was nach over-loaden, and would ſcarce haue lined in 
that extreame tempeſt had ſhe beene —_— bur by no perſwalion he could be dis 
verted, chough both F/do and an hundred others doubted as it hapned, The Sal- 
vages werethe firftchartound their bodies, which ſo much che more encouraged 
them to effe their proies. To advertilerthe Preſidenc of chis heavienewes, none 
could be found would vndertake it, but the Jorney was often refuſed of all in the 
For:, vnill Maſter Richard yffen vndercooke alonethe performance thereof, 

In this Journey he was incountred with many dangersand difficulcics in all parts 
as hepalled. As tor that night he lodged with Powhaten, perceiving ſuch prepara» 
tion for warre, not finding the Preſident therc:he did atſure himſelfc iomemilchicfe 
was intended. Pechemnarhid him fora time, and ſenc them who purſued him the 
cleane contrary way to ſeeke him bur by her meanes and exrraordinry bribes and 
much trouble in three dayes travell, at length he found vs in the middeſt of cheſe 
curmoyles:This vahappy newes the Preſident ſwore him to conceale fromthe com» 
pany, and ſodilſembling hisforrow withthe beſt countenances he could, when che 
nig r approched went ſafely aboord with all his Souldiers;lcauing Opechancanowgh 
at libercie, according to his promuſe, the berrer to haue Powhatan in his returne. 

Now ſo extreamely Powhatan had threatned the death of his men, if chey did not 

by ſome meanes kill Capraine Smith: that the next day they appointedallthecoun- 
trey ſhould come to es pm" et vnwilling to be trecherous, bur that they 
wereconſtrained, hating fighting with him almoſt as illas hanging, ſuch feare they 
had of bad ſucceile, The next morning the Sunnehad nor long appeared, bur the 


fields appeared covered with and Bakers, to tempt vs on ſhore: burnothing 
. was to be had without his preſence, nor they would not indureche ſight of agun. 
When 
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When the Prefident ſaw them begin to depart, being vnwilling to looſe ſuch a boo- 
ric, he {o well contrived che Pinnace, and his Barges with Ambulcadocs, as onely 
with Licutenant Percie, M* Weſt, and M* Ruſſell, with their Armes wen on ſhore 3 
others he appointed vnarmed to receiue whac was brought, The Salvages flocked 
before him 1n heapes, and the bauke ſerving as a trench tor a retreat, he drew chem 
fayre open to his Ambuſcado's, For he nor bcing to be per{waded to goe viſit vtheur 
King, the King knowing che moſt of they vnarmed, cameto viſit him with ewoor 
three hundred men,in the forme of rwo halfe Moonesz and with ſoinetwwentie men, 
and many women loaden with painred Baskers. But when chey mr ſome- 
what neace vs, their women and children fled. For when they had environed and 
beſer the fields in this manner,they choughtcheir purpoſe ſure,yerſo rrembled with 
feare as they were ſcarle able ronock her Arrowes: Smurh ſtanding with his, three 
men ready*benc,beholding them till chey were within danger of our Ambuſcado's, 
who vpon the word diicovcred them{chues, and he reryred to the Barge, Whichthe 
Salvages no ſooner perceived, then away they fled, citceming rheir heeles for cheir 
bet advantage. 

Tharnight we:ſent M* Chraſbaw, 3nd MF Ford to [James towne to Cap, Winne. In 
the way betweene Werowocomoce and the For: they mer foure or five of the Datch- 
mens Confederates going to Powhatan : the which to. gxcuſe thoſe Gentlemens ſa- 
ſpition of their running co the Salvages,returnedto the Fort and there conunued, 

The Salvages hearing our Barge goe downe theriver inthe night, were ſo terrj- 
bly affrayde, char we ſent for more men(we having ſo much threarned their ruine, 
and the ra(ing of their houſes, boars, and wires) that the next day the King ſent 
our Captaine a chayne of Pcarle, to aker his purpoſe and ſtay his men : mes. 
though they wanced themſelues, to fraught our ſhip and bring it aboord co avoyd 
ſuſpinon, Sothar five or (ix dayes after, from all parts of the Country within ten or 
rwelue myles inthe exireame troſt 2nd ſnow, they brought vs provifion on their 
naked backes. 

Yet notwithſtanding this kindnelTe and trade,had their art and poyſon beeneſuf- 
fcienc, the Preſident, with MW #eft, and ſome others had beene poytoned x it made 
chem ficke, but expelled it ſelfe, Fecnttanow, a tour young fellow, knowing he was 
ſuſpetted for bringing this preſent of poyſon, withtorrtie or fifric of his chietecom- 
panions ( ſeeing the Preſident but with a tew mcn. at Potavneak ) ſo proudly braued 
XK, as though he expected to incounter a revenge, Which the Preſident perceiving 
in the midit of his company, did not onely beate, but ſpurned him like a dogge, as 
ſcorning to doc him any worſe miſchicte, Wherevpon all of them fled into the 
woods, thinking theyhad done a great matter to haue ſo well eſcaped : and the 
rownſmen remaining preſently fraughted our Barge to be rid of our companies, 
framing many cxculesto exculc Wecurtartow, (bing ſonneto their chicke King, bur 
Porchatan) and cold vs if we would ſhew then him that brought che poyſon, they 
would deliver him to vs to puniſh as we pleaſed, Men may thinke it ftrange there 
ſhould be ſuch a ſtirre for aJitle corne, but had it beene gold with more-calc wee 
might haue got it ; and had it waned, the whole Colony had ſtarned. Weamay be 
thought very patient to endureallchoſe inmries, yer onely with _ them wee 
p* whart they had, Whereas if we had taken revenge, then by their loſle,we ſhould 

1aue loſt qur ſelues. We ſearched alſo the Countries of Towghtamond and Mattape- 
ment, wherethe people imparted tharfitlerchey had with ſuch complaines and reares 
from the eyes of women and children, as he had becnetoo cruell ro haue.becne a 
Chriſtian, that would not haue beene ſatisfied and moued with com Buc 
had this hapried in Oober, November, and December,when- that ic diſco» 
very of 5” mos was made, we might haue fraughted a ſhip of fortie tuns, and 
rwiſe as much might haue beenc had from the Rivers of Rapabanock, Pataws- 
web, and Pawtaxunt, 
The maine occaſion of out thustemporizing with them was,to part friends as we 
did, to gine thelelle cauſe of ſuſpition to Powkate to fly, by mage now = 
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ned with a purpoſe to hauc ſurpriſed him and his proviſion. For effe&ing whereof 
(when we came againſtthe Towne) che Preſident ſent MF #yffin and MF (ve aſhore 
to diſcover and make way for his intended prozeft. Butthey tound that thoſe dam= 
ned D#tch-men had cautcd Powhatanto abandon his new houſe and #erowocomeco, 

and to carry away all his corre and proviſion : and the peoplerhey tound fo ill affec- 
ted, that they were in great doubt how to eſcape with cheir liues, So the Preſidenc 

finding his incent fruſtrated, and that there was nothing now to be had, and there- 

fore an vnfic time to revengetheir abuſes, ſent Maſter CMichael P hittiplace by Land 

to Lames cowne, whether we ſayled with all the ſpeed we could ; wee having in this

Thoſetemporizing procecdingsto ſome mzy ſceme too charitable, to ſuch a dai- 
ly daring "oat people; ro others nor plealing,that we waſhed nor the ground 
with char blouds,nor ſhewed ſuch ſtrange inventions in mangling,murdering,ran- 
ſacking, and deſtroying ( asdidthe Sparyards) the ſimple bodies of fuch ignoranc 
ſoules ; nor delighttull, becauſe nor ſtutted with Relations of heapes and mynes of 
gold and (ilver, nor ſuch rare commodites,as the Portagals and Spazyards found in 
the Eaſt and. Weſt /»4ies.T he want whereof hath begor vs (chat werethe firſt vader» | 
takers)no lelle ſcorne and contempt, then the noble conqueſts and valiant adven- 
tures beaurified with it, prayſe and honour. Too much ] confetle che world cannoc 
attribure co their ever memorable merit : and to cleare vs from the blind worlds ig- 
norant cenſure, theſe few words may ſuffice any reaſonable vnderſtanding, 

| It was the Sparyards good hapto happenin thoſe parts where were infinite num- 
bers of people,who had manured the ground with that providence;it affoorded vic- 
eualls at all cimes. Andtime had brought them to that perfetion, they had the vſc 
of gold and (ilver, and the moſt of ſuch commodities as thoſe Countries affoorded: 
ſo | the Sparyard got was chictely the ſpoyle and pillage of thoſe Countrey 
people, and not the labours of their owne hands, Buc had choſc fruitfull Councrics 
beeneas ſalvage,as barbarous, as1ll peopled, as lictle _—— laboured, and manu- 
red,as Virginia: their proper labours it 15 likely would haue produced as ſmall pro- 
fit as ours. But had Virginia beene peopled, planted, manured, and adorned with 
ſuch ſtore of precious Iewels, and rich commodirics as was the /xdies : then had we 
not gotten and done as much as by their examples might be expe&ed from vs, rhe 
world might hen haue traduced vs and our merits, and haue made ſhame and infa- 
my ourrecompence and reward, | | 

Bur we chanced ina Land eyenas God made it,where we found onely an idle,im- 
provident,ſcatrered people,ignorant of the knowledge of gold or ſilver, or any com- 
modities, and carelciTcof any thing but from hand to mouth, except bables of no 
worth; nothing toincourage vs, but what accidentally we found Nature afforded, 
Which ere we could bring to recompence our paines, defray our charges, and 1a- 
tisfieour Adventurers;we were to diſcover the / non buay'y $a the people,brin 
them to be tractable, civill, andinduftrious, and teach them trades,that the fruics 
their labours might make vs ſome recompence, or plant ſuch Colonies of our owne, 
that muſt firſt make prouiſion how to liueof themſclues,ere they can bring to per- 
fetionthe commodities of the Country: which doubtletTe will be as commodious 


for Englexd as the welt Indies for Spainegif it be rightly mannaged :norwithſtanding 


' all ourhome-bred opinions, that will argue the contrary, as formerly ſome haue 


_ doneagainſi the Speryerds and Rogen But co conclude, againſt all rumor of 0- 


pinion, I onely ſay this, for thoſethat therhree firſt yeares begay this Plantation z 
notwithſtanding x their factions, murinics, and miſeries, ſo gently correAed, and 
well preycnted : pervſe the Spaniſs Decaderzthe Relationsof Matter Heckluir,andcell 
me how many ever with ſuch ſmall meanes as a Barge of 22 tuns, ſometimes with 


ſeKucn, eight, or nine, or but atmoſt, twelueor (ixceene men, did ever diſcover fy 
man 5 
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many fayre and na7igable Rivers, ſubie ſo many ſeverall Kings, people,and Nati- 
ons, to obedience, = comribution, with ſolitle bloudſhed. PP 

Andif inthe ſcarch of thoſe Countries we had hapned where wealth had beene, 
we had as ſurely had i as obedience and concribution, but if we haue overskipped 
X, we will not enuie them that ſhall find itz yet can we not but lament, it was our 


fortuncs to end when we had but onely learned how to begin, and found the right 


courſe hoy to proceed,

Hen che Ships departed, all che proviſion of the Store ( but thatthe Pre» 
ſident had gotten ) was ſo rotten with the laſt Summers rayne, and ca» 
ten with Rars and Wormes, asthe Hogges would ſcarcely eace ur, Yer it 
was the Souldiers dyer tilt our rerurnes,1o that we fonnd nothing done, 
bur our viAuals ſpent, and the moſt part of our tooles,and a good partof our Armes 
conveyed to the Salvages. But now caſting vp cheStore,and gnding ſafficiencrill the 
next harveſt, the feare of ſtarving was abandoned, and the company divided into 
rens, fifteens, or asthe buſinelle required ; (ix houres each day was ſpent in worke, 
thereſ} in Paſtime and merry exerciſes, butthe yntowardnelle of the greateſt num» 
ber cauſed the Preſident adviſe as tollowerh. | ' 


Councrymen, the long experience of our late miſeries, 1 hope i; ſufficient toperſwade cve- 
y7 one to 4 preſent — of bimſelfe,and thinks not - wha. + cre. Adven= 
zurers purſes, will ever maintaine you in idleneſſe and ſlaath. I ſpeake not this to m_—_ 
drivers of you | know deſerne beth hononr andreward, better then is yet here to be had: but 
the greater pert muſt be more induftrions,or ftarwe, how ether you hane beene heretofore 
tolerated by the antheritie of the Councell, from that I haxe often commanded you.

Hemadealſoa Tablcyas apublicke wemoriall of every mans deſerts,to incourage 
the good, and with ſhame to ſpurre on thereft ro am y this many became 
very induſtrious, yet wan} gon cw performed their bulineile, for all wereſo 
easked, that there was no excuſe could prevaile to deceiue him: yer the Parch-mens 
conſorrs ſocloſely convayed them powder, (hot, ſwords, and tooles,thatthough we 
could find the defe&, we could nor finde by whom, cill it was too late, 


All this time the Darch men remaining with Powhgev,(who kindly entertained The Darch- 


themto inſtrutche Salyages the vſe oF our Armes)andtheir conſorrs not following 
chem as they rtetule ſent Frexci their companion,a ſtour 
young fellow, diſguiſed like a Salvage, to the Glaſle-houſe, a place in the woods 
nearea myle from /ames Towne z where was their Rendezwors for all their vniul- 
peRted villany, Fortie men they procuredto liein Ambuſcado for Captaine Smirh, 
who no ſooner heard of this Darch-man, buc he ſent toapprehendhim (buche was 
gone ) yerco crolle his rerurne to _— the Captaine preſently diſparched hs 
; : 2 » G "_ 
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ſhot after him, himſelfe returning from the Glaſſc-houſealone, By the way he in- 
countred the King of Paſp-hegh,a molt ſtrong ſtour MR ——_ not 
being able to per{wade him to his Ambuſhb,ſceing him onely armed but with a fau- 
cheon,attempred co hauc ſhot him, but the Preſident prevented his ſhoot by grapling 

with him,and the Salvage as well prevented him for drawing his faucheon,and per- 
force bore him into the River to haue drowned him. Long they ftrugled in the wa- 

ter, till che Preſident got ſuch hold on his chroat, he had neare ſtrangled the King z 

bur having drawne his tauchcon to cut off his head,ſeeing how picially he begged 

his life, he led him priſoner to ſam:s Towne, and put him in chaynes. 

The Datch-man ere long was a!ſo brought in, whoſe villany though all this time 
it was ſuſpeed,yer hefayned ſuch a formall exculſe,tharfor want of language Cap- 
tainc Wine vnderitood him not rightly, and for their dealings with Powhatan, that 
to ſaue their liues they were conſtrained co accommodate his armes, of whom he cx- 
ereamely complained co haue derained them perforce, and that he madethis eſcape 
with the hazard of his life, and meant not to hauererurned, bur was onely walking 
inthe woodsto gather Walnuts. Yerfor all chis faire cale, there wasſo ſmall appea- 
ranceof truth, andthe plaine confeſſion of Paſpabego of his trechery,he went by the 
hecles: Swich purpoling to regaine the Dutch-men, by the ſaving his life, The poore 
Salvage did his bett by his daily meilengers to Powhatan, bur all recurned that the 
Datch-men would not recurne, nexher Jid Powhatanſtay them z and co bring them 
fittie myles on his mens backes chey were nor able. Daily chis Kings wines, chil- 
dren, and people camero viſit him with preſents, which he liberally beſtowed co 
make his peace, Much truſt they had in the Preſidents promiſe: burthe King fin- 
ding his guard negligent, though ferrered yer eſcaped, Capraine Wire thinking to 
prſuc him found ſuch troupes of Salvages co hinder his patlage;as chey exchanged 
many vollies of ſhot for flights of Arrowes. Captaine Syuth hearing of this in re+ 
turning tothe Fort, tookerwo Salvages priſoners, called Kemps and Tafſore, the 
two moſt exaR villaines in all the Country, With theſe he ſent Capraine Winne and 
fiftic choiſe men, and Licutenant Percie, to haue regained the King, and revenged 
this 1niury, and ſo had done, if they had followed his direFtions, or beene advited 
with thoſe cwo villaines,that would haue betrayed both King & kindredfor a peece 
of Copper, but herrifling away the nighc, the Salvages the next — the 
riling of the Sunne, braved him to come aſhore ro Gght: a good time both (ides ler 
fly ar ocher, but we heard of no hurt, onely they tooke two Canowes, burnt the 
Kings houſe, and ſo returned to /ames towne, 

T he Preſident fearing thoſe Bravado's would bur incourage the Salvages, began 
againe himſelfc to try his concluſions, whereby ſix og ſcaucn were ſlaine, awmany 
made priſoners. He burnt their houſes,tooke cheir Boats, with all cheir fiſhing wires,' 
and planted ſome of them ar ſamestowne for his owne vie,and now reſolved notto 
ccaſc till he had revenged himſelfe of all then had iniured him. Bur in þis journey 
paſſing by Paſpabegh towards Chickahamania,the Salvages did their beſt to draw him 
rotherr Ambaſcadocs ; bur ſeeing him regardleſly paſſe cheir Country, all ſhewed 
chemſclucs in their braveſt manner, To try their valours he could nor but ler fly, 
and crc he could land,they no ſooner knew him, but chey threw downetheir armes' 
and deſired peace, Their Orator was a luſtie young fellow called Okgning, whoſe 
worthy diſcourſe deſcrveth to be remembred. And chus it was: 

Captaine Smith, wy Mafter ts bere preſent in the company, thinking it Capt. Winne, 
and not you, ( of him he intended to haxe beene revenged) having never d him, 
If he hath «ffended you in eſcapmy your imppriſontwent the fiſhes ſwim,the fonle: fly, and the 
vary beaſts ſtrine to eſcape the ſnare and line. Then blame not hins bring a man. He would 
imtreat you remember ,you being a priſoner, what paine: he tooke to ſane your life, If [nee be 
hath iniured you he was compelled 10 it: but howſoener, you haze revenged it with owr r00 
great lofſe, We perceine and well know you imend to deſtroy v1, that are here to intreat aud 
defire your friend/Iip, and to enity our houſes and plant our fields, of whoſe fruit you foall 
participate: #herwiſe yow will hane the warſe by owr abſence ; for wt can plant any —_ 
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though with more labour, and we know Jon cannot line if you want our harveſt, and that 

reliefe we bring yer, 1f y2 pronuſe vs peace, we will beleene you ; if you proceed in revenge | 

we wall abandon the ( ountry. |

Vponthcle rearmes the Preſident promiſed them peace, till chey did vs iniury, 

vpon condition they ſhould bring in proviſion, Thus all deparced goods friends, 
and fo continued till Swnth Iettche Countrey, | 

Arriving at «mes Towne, complaint was madeto the Preſident, that the {bicke- A Salyage 
bamazians, who allthis while conunued trade and ſeemed our friends, by colour ſmoothered at 11 
thereof were the onely cheeues, And among(t other things a Piſtoll being ſtolne and {<-errowne, | 
the theefe fled, there was apprehended two proper young fellowes, that were bro» =" ama | 
cthers, knowne to be his conftederares, Now to _ this Piſtoll, the one wasimm- ** 
priſoned, the other was ſeneto rerurnerhe Piſtoll againe within rwelue houres, or 
his brother to be hanged. Yer the Preſident pintying the poore naked Salvagein the 
dungeon, ſent him victuall and ſome Char-coale for a Fez, ere midnight his bro= 
ther returned with the Piſtoll, but the poore Salvage in the dungeon was ſo imoos 
thered with the ſmoake he had made, and ſo pirtiouſly burnt, = wee found him 
dead. The other moſt lamentably bewaycd his death, and brokeforth into ſuch bir« 
ter agonies, that the Preſident to quiet him, told him that if hereafter they would 
nor bad he would make him aliueagaine: but be lictle chought he could be reco- 
vered. Yer wedoing our beſt with Aque vie and Vineger, it pleaſed God to reſtore 
him againerto life, but {o drunke & atfrighted, that he ſeemed Lunaricke,the which 
as much rormented and grieuecd the other, as beforeto ſee him dead, Of which ma- 
ladie vpon promiſe of their good behaviour, the Preſident promiſed to recover himz 
and fo cauſed him to be layd by a fire to (leepe, who in the morning having well 
ſlept, had recovered his perfe&t ſenſes, and then being drelſed of his burning, and 
cach a peece of C giuen them, they went away {o well contented, that this was 
ſpread among all che Salvages fora miracle, that Captaine Swith could make a man 

juc that was dead. 

Another ingenuous Salvage of Powhatans, having gu:ten a great bag of Powder, Two or three 
ard the backe of an Armour, at Ferowecomoco amongſt a many of his companions, Salvages 
to ſhew his extraordinary skill, hedid dry it on the backe as he had ſcene the Soul- _— 7 
diers at ſawies Towne. But he drycdir ſo long, they peeping over itto ſee his skill, 50 Om 
it tooke fire, and blew him to death, and one or two more, andthe reſt ſo ſcorched, 
they had litrle pleaſure ro meddle any more with powder. 

Theſe and many other ſuch pretty Accidents, ſoamazed and affrighted beth Pow- 
batar, and all his people, that from all parts wich preſents they deſired peace ; rerur- 
ning many ſtolne wn we never demanded nor —_—— zand after that,

1owcs1n eighteene monerhs, increaſed 60,and od Piggs. And neere Soo, chickings 
brought vp themſclues wichout hauing any mear giuen them; bur the Hogs were 
tranſported to Hog, I{le:where alſo we builta block-houſe with a gariſon to giue vs 
notice ofany ſhipping, and for their cxerciſethey made Clapbord and waynicor,and 
cut downe trees.We builr alſoa fort for a retreat neere a conuenient Riuer vpon a 
high commanding hill, very hard co be aſlalced and caſe to be defended, but ercit 
was finiſhed this defett cauſed a ſtay. 
Greatextr= Jnſcarching our casked corne,wetound ithalfe rotten, andthereſt ſo conſumed 
mite byRats. with ſo many thouſands of Rats that increaſed fo faſt,vuc chere originall was from 
the ſhips, as we knew not how to keepe that licclewe had, T his did driue vsall to our 
wits end,for there was nothing in the country but what nature atforded.Yncill chis 
time Xempsand Taſſore weretettered prifoners, and did double taske and taught vs 
howto order and plant our fields: whom now for want of vietuall we ſcrat liberty, 
bur ſo well chey liked our companies they did not deſire to goe from vs. Andto ex- 
cle their loues tor 16.dayescontinuance, the Countric people brought vs( when 
eaſt) 100.2 day,of Squirrils, Turkyes, Decre and other wilde beaſts: Buc this want of 
corneoccalionedthe end of all our works,it being worke ſufficient to provide vitus 
all.60,or 80.with Enfigne Laxox was ſeu downethe river co liue ypon Oyſters,and 
20, with liucenant Percy co try tor fiſhing at Poyns Comfort : but in (ix weekes they 
would nor agree once to caſt out the ner, he bang ſicke and burne ſore with Gun- 
der, Mattcr #:f with as many went vp to thefalls,but nothing could be found 
rafew Acornes ; of that in itore cuery man had their equall proportion. Till 
this preſent, by the hazard and indeuoursof fomethirtie or tortie, this whole Co- 
Bread made of 10Ny bad ever becnefed. We had more con, then could be deuoured b 
dried Sturge. Dog and Man, of which the induſtrious by drying and pounding, mingled wi 
on, Caviarc,Sorell and other wholeſome hearbes make bread and meatez 
others would gather as much Tockwhogh roots, ina day as would make chem 
bread a weceke, fo that of thoſe wilde truites, and what we caught, weliued very well 
in regard of ſucha diet , But ſuch was the ſtrange condition of ſome 150, that had 
they not beene forced nolens, volens, parforce ro gather and prepare their viQuall 
they would all haueftarucd or haue caren one another , thoſe wild fruits the 
Salvages ofcen brought vs, andforthar,the Prcfident would nor fullfill che vorea- 
Their defire ſonathe deſirc,of thoic diſtrafted Ghurtonous Loyterers,to ſell not only our keules, 
co deſtroy hows,tooles, and Iron, nay ſwords,pieces, and the very Ordnance and howſes, 
ehemſclues. Might they haue prevayledto haue becne but Idlc: for choſe Saluage fruites,they 
would hauc had imparced all to the Saluages, eſpecially for one basker of Corne 
they heard ofto beat Powhaar,fifry myles from our Fort, Though he bought necre 
halfe of it to ſatisfietheir humors, yet to haue had the other halfe, they would 
haue ſould their ſoules, though not ſufficicnt to haue kepr them a weeke, Thous 
fands were there exclamarions, ſuggeſtions and deuiſes, to force him to thoſe baſe

Alithis time ro recouer the Datch-men and one Bentley another fugitiue,we 1m- 

ployed one #il/iam Tolday,a Z witzar by birth, with Pardons & promutes to regaine 
rhem.Lirrle wechen ſuſpeed this double villaincof any villany zwho plainly raughe 
vs,in the moſt truſt was the greateſt treaſon; for this wicked hypocrite, by the ice» 
wing hate he boreto the lewd conditions of his curſed country men, (having this 
oporrunity by his imployment to regaine them) conuayed them cuery thing they 
delircd to ette& char proietts, ro diſtroy the Colony, With much deuonon chey 
expeed theSpaniard,to whomrthey intended good ſeruice,or any ocher,that would 
but carry them from vs. Bur to begin with the firſt oportuniry; they ſeeing neceſſitic 
thus inforced vs to diſperſe our ſclues, importuncd Powhaten to lend thei bur his 
forces, and they would not onely diſtroy our Hoggs, fire our towne, and betray 
our Pinnace;bur bring to his ſeruiceand ſubieftion che moſt of ourcompany.Wich 
this plot they had acquainted many Diſconrents, and many were zgreed to their 
Deuwiliſh practiſe. Bur one Thomas Douſe,and Thomas Mallard(wholc chriſtian hearts 
relented at ſuch an vnchriſtian a&) voluntarily reucaled it cto Captaine Swuth,who 
cauſed rhem to conceale it, perſwading Doxſe and Mallard to proceed in their con« 
fedracie: onely to bring the irreclamable Darch men and the inconitant Salvages 
in ſuch a maner amongit ſuch Ambulcado's as he had prepared, that not many of thE 
ſhouldrerurne from our Pexinſ#/a, But this brute coming to the cares of the impatice 
mulcicude they ſo imporruned the Prelidene to cur off thoſe Darch men, as amongſt 
many that offred to cur their throats before the face of Powhata,the firſt was Licutcnic 
Percy, and MF. John/Cuderington, ewo Gentlemen of as bold reſolute ſpirits ascould 
poflibly be foud. Butthe Prelider had occalis of other imploiment for them,& gaue 
gaue way to Maſter #yffin and Saricant Jeffrey Abbor,to goe and ſtab them or {hoor 
them. But the Dwrch men made ſuch excuſes, accuſing Yo/dey whom they ſuppoſed 
hadreucaled their proie&t,as Abbot would not, yer Wyffing would,percciuingit but de« 
ceit, The King vaderſtanding ofthis their umployment, ſent preſently his mel- 
ſengers to Captaine Swithto ſignifie it was not his fault co deraine chem, nor binder 
his men from exccuring his command ; nor did he nor would he mancaine chem, or 
any to occaſion his diſpleaſure, 

Bur whilſtchis bulinciſe wasin hand, Arriued one Captaine Argall, and Maſter 
Thomas Sedan, ſent by Maſter Cornelins to truck with the Colony, and fiſh for 
Sturgeon, with a ſhip well furniſhed, with wine and much other good proviſion, 
Though it was not ſent ys,our neceſlitics was ſuch as inforced vstotake ir. He brought 
vs newes of a great ſupply and preparation forthe Lord LaWare, with lewers char 
much taxed our Preſident for his heard dealing with the Salvages, and noc retur« 
ning the ſhippes fraughted. Notwithſtanding we =__ this ſhip tell the flecre arriucd, 
True itis Argal/loſt his veyage,but we reuittualled him,and ſent him for England, 
with a true relation ofthe cauſes of our defailments, and how impoſible it was to 
rerurne that wealth they expe&ed, or obſcruethere inftrutions to indure the Sal 
Vages inſolencies,or doe any thing to any purpoſe, exceptthey would ſend vs men 
and meanes that could produce that they ſo much deſired : otherwiſes all they 
did was loſt,and could not but cometo confuſion. The villany of Yelday we ftill 
diſſembled. 4dew vpon his pardon came home - but Sexavell till ſtayed wich 
Powhahento heare further of their eſtates by this ſupply. Now allcheir plocs Simerh 
ſo well vnderſtood, they were his beſt advantages to ſecure vs from any trechery, 
could be done by chem or theSalvages:which with facility he could revenge when 
hewould, becauſe allthoſe countryes more feared him then Powhatan, and hee 
had ſuch parties with all his bordering neighbours: and many of the rettfor loue 


or feare would hauedoneany thing he would haue them,vpon any _y

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chough theſe fugiriucs had done all they could to perſwade Powhatan, King lawes 
would kill Smib,for viing him and his people ſo vakindly., eB 
By this you may ce for all chole croffes, trecheries; and dilſenti>ns, how hee Note theſe in 
wreſtled and overcaine ( wichour bloudlhed ) all char happened : alſo what good <vnveurnces, 
was done how few dyed ; what food the Countrey naturally affoorderh ; what 
ſmall canſec there is men ſhould ſtarue, orbe murthercd by cheSalvages, that haue 
diſcretion to mannage them wich courage and induftrie. The cwo tirſt yeares, 
no by his advencures, he had oft brought che Salyages to & tratable wade, yer 
you {ee how the envious authoritie cyer ctolled bim, and fruſtrated his beſt ende- 
yours. Buc ic wrought in him that experierice and eſtimation amongſt the Salvages, 
as otherwiſc it had bin impoſſible, he had Ever cffeted chat he did.Notwith 
the many miſcrablegycr geaerous and worthy adychitures,he had oft and long cn- 
dured inthe wide world, yet in this caſc he was againeco learne his Leure by cx+ 
ience, Which with chus niuch adoe having obtained, ir was his ill chance co 
end, when he had bur onely learned how to begin, And though he left choſe vtt- 
knowne difficulcics ( made calic and familiar ) co his valawfal) ſacreiſors, (who 
onely by living in /awes Towne,prelumed ro know motechen all the world could 
dircet chem:) Now though they had all his Souldiers, with a tripplepower, afid 
ewice tripple better meaties;by what they haue donein his abſence, the worlg may 
ſce what rs Iyer haue done in his preſence, fid he fiot prevented cheir uidil+ 
Erctions:itdoth iuſtly prouc, what caule hehad to ſend chem for Ex#land; and that 
he was ncither faftious,mucinous,nor diſhoneſt. But rhey haue madeir jhore plaine 
— rerurne for England ; having his abſolute auchoritic freely in cheir 


wich all che advantages and nitie that his Iabours had cffeted. As I 


am ſorry their ations hauc made it io manifeſt, ſo I am vnwilling to ſay whar rea 
ſon doch compell me, but onely to make apparancthe cruth, lealt I ſhould ſeems

Happichad we beene hadthey 
never arrived, and we for cycr abandoned, and as we were left to our fortunes: for

| For retnedie whereof he preſently ſent to Powbatento ſell him the place called 
Powhatan, promiſing to defend him 2gainlt the Addnacari. And theſe ſhould be his 
Conditions ( wich hus people ) to refigne him the Fort and houſes, and all chat 
Countrey for a proportion of Copper z thar all ſtealing offenders ſhould be ſenr 
him, thereroreceiue their puniſhment z that every houteas a Cuſtome ſhould pay 
him a Buſhell of Corne for an inch ſquare of Copper, anda p jon of Pocones, 
25 a yearcly tribute ro King /ames for their proreFtion, as a dune 5 what clic they 
could ſpare to batrer at their beſt diſcretions, 

Bur both this excellent place'and thoſe good Conditions did choſe furies refuſe, 
contemning both him, his inde 6are and aurhoritie. So much they depended ou 
the Lord Generals new Commiſſion, as they _—_— none: the worſt chey could 
docto ſhew their ſpights they did z ſuppoſing all the Aſonecans Country, gold atid 
none ſhould comethere but whom they pleaſed.I doe more then wonder cothinke 
how onely wich fiuc men, he either durftor would agvencure as he did, ( knowing 
how greedic they were of his bloud ) roland amongſtthemn, 2nd commitro impri- 
fonmeat all che Chicttaines of thoſe murinies, rill' by cheir multitudes being an 
hungred and ewentic they forced him to retyre:yet in that interim he ſurpriſed one 
of cheir Boates, wherewith he rerurnedtotheir ſhip; wherein deed was their proui- 
fion, which alſo he cooke, and well it chanced he tound the Marriners ſo tratable 
and conſtant, or chere had beene ſtall pofſibilinic he had ever eſcaped. Thexe were 
divers other of better reaſon and experience, that fromtheir firſt landi hearing 
the genera}! good report of his old Souldiers, and ſeeing with their mn, ations 
ſo well matinaged with diſcretion, as Capraine Food, Capraine Webbe, Cap. Moone, 
Captaine Fitz lames, Maſter William Powell, Maſter Partridge, Maſter White, and 
divers others, when they perceiued the malice of Rathiffe and Archer, and thei fac- 
tion, left their companies, and ever reſted his faithfull frierids, Bur the worſt was 
that the poore Salvages, that daily brought in their contribution to the Preſidenc, 
tha diſorderly cowupany ſo tormented thoſe poore ſoules, by 
_ robbing their gardens, beating them, breaking their houſes and keepin 

ſoners;that chey daily complained to irte Smith, he had broug 
Protectors, worſe enemies then the Aſoxacans themſclues: which though cill then, 
for his louc they had endured, chey deſired pardon. it hereafter they defended chents 
felues ;fince he would norcorreetchem, as they had long expeRed ke would. So

much they imporruned him to puniſh their muſdemeanors, as they offered (if he 
would leade them )ro fight for himagainſt chem. Buc having ſpenc nine dayes in 
ſecking to reclaime them z thewing chem how much they Ind abuſe chemſclucs 
with theſe great guilded hopes of the South Sca Mines, commodiries, or victories, 
they ſo madly conceived ;chen ſeeing nothing would prevaile, he ſer fayle for 
James Towne, 


Thus oft we ſee from ſmall greene wounds, and from «little griefe, 
A greater ſore and ſichneſſe grower, then will adnut reliefe : 
For thus themſclues they did beguile,and with the reſt play d theefe. 


Now no ſooner was the Ship vnder ſayle, but che Salvages affauked thoſe hun- 
dredandtwencie in their Fort, finding ſome ſtragling abroad in the woods : thicy 
ſlew many, and ſo affrighted there, as their priſoners eſcaped, and they ſafely re- 
tyred, with the ſwords and cloakes of thoſe they had ſlaine, Bur ere wee had ſayled 
halfca league, our ſhip grounding, gaue vs once more libertieroſummon chem to 
a parley z where we found them all io ſtrangely Fmazed with this pooreſilly atlaulc 
of rweluc Saluages, that they ſubmicred chemſclues vpon any rearmes co the Preſi- 
dents mercy z who preſently pur by the heeles {xe or teauen of the chicfe offenders: 
the reſt he ſcared gallantly at Powhatan, in that Salvage Fort, readic built, and prete 
tily fortified with poles and barkes of crees, ſufficientto hauedefended them _ 
all che Salvages in Yirginia, dry houſes for lodgings aud necre two hundred ac- 
cres of ground rcady to be planted, and no place we knew ſo ſtrong, ſo pleaſant 
and delightfull in /gixie for which we called it New-ſuch, The Salvages alſo hee 


he preſently appealed, redeliuering to cither party their former lolles. Thus all were 


friends. 

New officers appointed to command, andthe Preſident againercady to depart, 
at that inſtant arriued Caprtaine Weſt , whoſe gentle nature ( by the perſwaſt- 
ons and compaſſion of thoſe mucinous priſoners, alledging they had onely done 
this forhis honor) was ſo much abuſed, that to regaine their old , NeW tur= 
boyles did arilc. For they a-ſhore being pollelled of all there viAuall, munition, 
and eucry thing, grew to that heightin cheir former fa{tions, as the Preſidenc 
left them cothear fortunes: they returned againe tg 07g ayre atFeſts Fort, a» 
bandoning Non ſch, and heto [awes towne with hs beſt expedition, butthis hap- 
ned himin that Tourney. | 

Sleeping in his Boarc,( for the ſhip was rerurned two daics before) accidentallie, 
one fired his powder-bag, which tore the fleſh from his body and thighes, nine or 
ceninches ſquarein a moſt pictifull manner ; but to quench che tormenting fire, 
frying him in his cloaths he leaped over-boord into the deepe river, where cre they 
could recouer him he was neere drowned. In thiseſtate without cither Chirurgy- 
an, or Chirurgery he was to goencere an hundred myles. Arriving at James towne, 
cauſing all chingsto be prepared for peace or warres to obtaine proviſion, whileſt 
thoſe Gow were providing,Rathffe, Archer,S the reſt of their Confederates, being 
ro come to theirtrials; cheir guiltie conſciences, fearing a juſt reward for their de- 
ſerrs, ſeeing che Preſident, vnable to ſtand, and neere bercftof his ſenſes by reaſon 
had plotted to haue murdered him in his bed. But his 
heart did faile him chat ſhould haue giuen-fire to that mercileſſe Piſtoll, So nor fins 
ding that courſeto be the beſt, they 10yned togerher to vſurpe the government, 
thereby to cſcapetheir puniſhment . The Preſident, had norice of their proiefts, 
the which co withſtand,though his old ſouldiers importuned him bur permit chem 
to take their heads that mals reſiſt his command, yer he would nor ſuffer them, 
bur ſent fqr the Maſters of the ſhips, and tooke order with them for his returne for 
England. Secing there was neither Chirurgian, nor Chirurgery in the Fort to 
cur* hishurt,and the ſhips to _ the next day,his Commiſſion to be ſupprelſed 


he knew not why, himſclfe andſouldiers to be rewarded he knew not how, oe 2 
ew 


new commiliion granted they knew notto whom(the which diſabled that authors 
ty he had, as made them preſunueſo oftto choſe mutinies as they did:) belides fo 
grievous were his wounds,ando cruell his corments(tew expeing he could luc) 
nor was hecablc to follow his bulines co regaine what they had loſt, ſupprelle 
thoſe faftions, and rangeche countriesfor proviſion as he intended; and well he 
knew in choſe affaires his owne ations and preſence was asrequilit as his diretions, 
which now could not be, hc went preſencly abroad, reſolung there to appoine 
che muriners, bur he could finde none hee 
thought fic for it would accept it. Inthe meane time, ſeeing bim gonethey pertwa- 
ded Maſter Percy ro ſtay, who wasthen to goefor 
Wichin letTe then an houre was this mutation begun and concluded. For when che 
Company vndcrſtood Smith would leaue chemg& {aw the reſt in Armes called Pre- 
{idencs & Counccllors, divers began to fawneon thoſe new commanders,that now 
beac all cheir witsco ger him refigne chem his Commiſſion ; who after much adoe 
and many bicter repulſes ; char their confuſion (which he could thera was at their . 
clbowes)ſhould not beartribured ro him, for leauing the Colony without a Com- 
miſſion, he was not ynwilling chey ſhould fteale i, bur never would he giue it co 


them governours, and to take order 


ſuch as chey. 


vith the third ſupply in Virginia. 


And thus, Strange violent forces drew vs on unwilling :

For all the rett were poore Gentlemen, Tradimen, 
Serving-men, libertines, and fuch like, ten cimes more fit to ſpoyle a Common- 
wealth, then cither begin one, or but helpe tomaintaine one, For when neither the 
fearc of God, nor the law, nor ſhame, nor diſpleaſure of their friends could rule 
them here,there is ſmall hope ever co bring one in ewentie of them ever to be good 
there, Notwithſtanding, I confelile divers amongtt chem, had better mindes and 
grew much more induitrions then was expected : yer ten good workemen would 


- haue done more ſubſtanriall worke in aday, then ten of them in a weeke, Therefore 


men may rather wonder hoyy we could doc 10 much, then vſe vs ſo badly, becauſe 
wedid no morc, but lcauethoſe examples ro make ochers beware, and the fruits of 
all, we know noctfor whom, | 

But to ſee the juſtice of God ypon theſe Datch-menzUVaido before ſpoke of, made 
a ſhift to ger for England, where perſwading the Merchants what rich Mines he had 
found, and great ſervice he would doe them, was very wellrewarded, and returned 
with the Lord La Fare: but being found a meere Impoſtor, he dyed moſt miſera« 
bly. Adam and Francis his two conforts were fled againe to Powhatan, to whom 
_ promiſed at the arrivall of my Lord, what wonders they would doc, would he 
ſufter them bur co goe to him, Bur the King ſecingthey would be gone, replyed ; 
You that would hauec betrayed Captaine Smith io mee, will certainely betray me to 
this great Lord for your peace: ſo cauſed his men to beat our their braines. 

To conclude, the greateſt honour that ever belonged to the greateſt Monarkes, 
was the inlarging their Dominions,and creing Commone-weales, Yer howſocver 
apy ef them GE attributed tothemſclues, che Conquerors of the world: chere is 
more of the world never heard of them,then ever any of them all had in ſubic&i» 
on : for the Medes, Perſians, and Aſſyrians, never Conquered all Afia, northe Gre- 
cians but part of Ewrope and Aſia. The Romans indeed had a greatpart of both,as well 
25 4ffrica;but as for all the Northerge parts of Exrope and Apache interior Southern 
and Weſterne partsof Africa,all America & Terra incogmita,they wereall ignorant ; 
nor is our knowledge yet bue ſuperficiall.Fhat cheir beginnings, ending, and limi- 
tations were proportioned by the Almightic 1s moſt evident: but to conlider of 
what ſmall meancs many of them haue begun is wonderfull, For ſome write that e« 
ven Rome her ſelfe, during the Raigne of Rewnlns, exceeded not the number of a 
thouſand houſcs, And Carthage grew ſo great a Potentate,thatat firſt was but incir> 
culed in the thongs of a Bulls skinne, as to fight with Rowe for the Empire of che 
world. Yea Yenice at this time the admiration of the carth,was ar firſt buta Mariſh, in- 
habired by poore Fiſhermen, Andlikewiſe Niniwie, Thebes, Babylon, Delus, Troy, A- 
thens, Mycena and Sparta, grew from ſmall beginnings to be moſt famous States, 
though now they retaine little more then a naked name, Now this our yong Cons 
mon-wealth in Yirginie, as you haue read once confifted bur of 38 perſons, and in 
two yeares increaſed butto 200, yet by this ſmall meanes ſo highly was approved 
the Plantation in Yirginia, as how many Lords, with __ Knights, and braue 
Gentlemen pretended to ſee it, and ſome did, and now after the of (iftcene 
yeares more, and ſuch maſlic fammes of men and money, grow they diſanimated ? 
If werruely conſider our Proceedings with the Spayyers, and the reſt, we haue no 
reaſon to deſpayre, for with ſo ſmall charge, they neverhad cither greater Diſcove- 
ries, with ſuch cerraine cryals ef more ſeyerall Commodiries,then in this ſhort eime 
hath beene returned from Uirgizia, and by much leſſe meanes. New England was 
brought out of obſcuritie, and affoorded fraught for neare 200 ſayleof ſhips, where 
there is now ereRed a brauc Plantation.

But his Lordſhip. being at the falcs, the Saluages aſſaulred his troopes and ſlew 
threeor fourcof his men..Not long after, his Honour growing very licke; here- 
turned for England the 28. of March 4 inthe ſhip were abour hue and fiftie 
but erewe arriued at FyaH, farticof vs were neare (ickero death, of the Scuruie 
Callenture,and otheriſcafes:: the Gouernour bein gan Engl/o-man kindly vſed 
vs, but ſnallrelicfe wecould ger, bur Oranges, of which we had plenty, whereby 
within cighe daics weerecquered, and all were well andftrong by chatthey came 
into England.

welcomed to /ames rowne by a violent ague yz being cured of ir, within chree 
weekes after | beganto be diſtempered with other gricuous ſicknetſes which ſuc- 
celſiuely and* ſeucrally aflailed me, for beſides a relapſe into the former diſcaſe, 
which with much more violence held me more than a monerth, and brought me 
to greater weaknelle z the flux ſurpriſed mee, and kept me many daies, then the 
crampeaſſaulred my weakebody with ſtrong paines,and after,the gour; all choſe 
drew meto'thar weaknelle, being vnable ro ſtirre, brought vypon me the ſcuruie, 
which chough in grhers it be a lickneffe of lochfulnelle, yer was irin mean etfeRt 
of kd which neuer lefe me, till I was readyco leaue the world. 

In theſe excremiries I reſolued to conſule with my friends, who finding nature 
ſpent in me; and my body almoſt conſumed, my paines likewiſe daily —_— 
gaue me aduice to preferrea hopefull recouerie, before an aſſured ruine, whi 
muſt neceſſarily haue enſued, had I lived bur rwentic daies Tlonger in Virginia, 
wanting atthar inftane both food and Phylicke, firto remedie ſuch extraordinary 
diſeaſes z wherefore I _ my ſelfe with Door Bohwn and Capraine Argat, 
for Mexis in the Weſt [nd:es, but being crotſed with Southerly winds, [ was for- 
cedto ſhape my courſe for the Welſterne [les, where [ found _ for my healch 
and my ſicknelſe allwaged, by themeanes of freſh dyer, eſpecially Oranges and 
Limons, and vndoubred remedie for that diſeaſe : then | intended ro haue re- 
turned backe againe to Virginie, bur I was adviſed not to hazard my ſelfe, be= 
fore I had perfe&ly recoucred my ſtrength : ſo I came for Exglendy in which 
accident, I doubt not bur men of indgemenc will imagine, there would more 
preiudice haue happened y_ death there, chan { hope can doe by my rerurne.

curcs. This offer he kindly accepted, and appointed the day hee would comero 
vilicchem, : 
When the appointed day came, Sir Thomas Dale and CaptaineeFrgal wich 
' fiftie men-well appointed, wene to (bicksbamania, where.wee found the people 
expeQing our comming, they vſcd vs kindly;and chenexc morning fate in coun-

Foxrthly, they ſhall not enter our townes, but ſend word they are new Engliſhmen. 
Fiftly, that ewery fighting man, at the beginning of barneſt, ſoall bring to owr ſtore 
two buſbels of Corne, {A pe. bow for which they ſhall rectine ſo many Hatchet. 

. Laſth, the eight chiefe men ſaould ſee ali this performed, or receine the puniſhment 
themſelues : for their diligence they ſhould bane a red coat, a copper chaine, and King 
Lames hu piftwre, and be accounted his Noblemen, 

- All this they concluded wich a generallafſcnt, and a greatſhout eo confirmeic : 
then one of the old men beganan Oracion, bending has ſpecch firſt co the 01d 
men, then tothe young, andchen tothe women ro children, co makerhem vn- 
derſtand howſtrily they were roobſcruetheſe conditions,and we would defend 
them from the furic of Powhatan, or any enemic wharſocuer, and furniſh chem 
wich Copper, Beads, and Harchers ; bur all chis was rather for feare Powhatan 
and we, being ſo linked together, would bring them againe to his ſubicRion z 
the which co preuenc, they did rather chuſe to be pfbretted by vs, thin tormen. 
ted by him, whom they held a Tyrant. And thus wee returned againe ro James 
cowne, 

The benefir of When our pcople were fed out of the common ſtore, and laboured ioincly to- 
libertiein the —pgerher, glad was hecould ſlip from his labour, or ſlumber ouer his taske he cared 
planters. not how, nay, the moſt honeft among them would hardly take ſo much crue 
aines 1n a weeke, as now forchemſclucs chey will doe in a day,nexher carcd chey 
or che increaſe, preſuming that howſocuer the harueſt proſpered, the generall 

ſtore muſt mainraine chem, ſo that wee reaped not ſo much Corne from the la» 

bours of chirtic, as nowehree or foure doe prouide for themſclues. To preuene 

which, Sir Thomas Dale hath allocred cucry man three Acres of cleare ground,

ticthey could deuiſe for a preſenrgaine,ſo chat every man berooke himſelfero che 
beſt place he could for the purpo ce; now though Sir Thomas Dale had cauſed ſuch 
an abundanceof corne to be planted, that cuery man had ſufficient, yer the ſup- 
plics were ſent vs, came ſo vnfurniſhed, as quickly caſed ys of our ſuperfluicic. 
Torelicue their neceſſirics, heſenttothe Chichabhamanias for the tribute Corne 
Sir Thomas Dale and Captaine Argal had condirioned for with them : Bur ſuch 
a bad anſwer they rerurned him, thar hee drew cogether,one hundred of his beſt 
ſhor, wich whom he wentto Chickehamaniaz the people in ſome places vied him 
indifferently, but in moſt places with much ſcorne and concempe, celling him he 
was but Sir Thomas Deles man,and they had payed his Maſter according to can« 
dicion, but to giue any to him they had no ſuck order, neicher would they obcy 
him as they had, done his Maſterzafcer he had to!d them his auchoritic,and char he 
had the ſame power tocnforce them chat Dale had, they dared him ro come on 
ſhorcro fighr,preſuming more of his nor daring, than their owne vatours. Tearly 
ſecing their inſolencies, made no great difficultie ts goe on ſhore ar Ozinies, ayd 
they as liccle coincouncer him:buc marching from thence rowards Mamanabunr, 
chey pit chemſclues inthe ſame orderthey fee vs, lead by cheir Capraine Kiſſana- 
comen, Goucrnourof Ozinies, & ſo marched cloſe along by vs,cach aschrearning 
other who ſhould firſt begin. Burt thar nighr we quarcercd againſt Aamaenabunt, 
and they paſſedthe Riuer. Thenext day we followed chem z chereare few places 
in YVirgiia had then moreplaine groundtogerher, nor more plencie of Corne, 
Which alchough ic was but newly gathered, yer chey had hid ic in che woods 
where we could not finde it : a goodrime we ſpent thus in arguiag che cauſe, the - 
Saluages wichout feareſtanding in croupes amongſt vs,ſeeming as if their counte- 
nanccshad beene ſufficientto danr vs: what other prattiſes they had I know nor 
bur to preuene the worlt, our Capraine cauſed vs all tomake ready, and vpon the 
word, to let flie among them, where he appointed : ochers alſo he commanded 
to ſcizc on chem they could for priſoners; all which being done according to our 
dircRion, the Caprtaine gaue the word, and wee preſencly diſcharged, where 
eweluclay, ſome dead, therekt for life ſprawling on the ground, rwelue more we 
cooke priſoners, two whereof were brothers, rwo of cheireight Elders, che one 
nekidy Sergeant Boothe, the other by Robert a Polonian ; Neere one hundred 
buſhels of Cornewe had for their ranſomes, which was promiſed cheSouldiers 
for a reward, but it was not performed : now Opechankanongh had agreed with 
our Capraine for the ſubicRing of choſe people, that neither hee nor Powharwr 
could cuer bring ro their obedience, and that he ſhould make no peace with them 
without his aduice : in our returne by Oziries with our priſoners weemer Ope- 
chankanowgh,who with muchadoe, fained with what paines hee had procured 
their peace, che which to requite, they called him che King of Oz4wcs, and 
broughc him from all parts many preſencs of Beads, Copper, and ſuchtraſhas 
they had z here as at many other times wee were beholding ro Capraine Henry 
Spilman our [nterpreter, a Gencleman had lined long time in chis Countrie, and 
ſomerimes a priſoner among the Saluages, and done much goodſeruice, chough 


buc badly rewarded. From hence we march cowards James towne, we had chree

co their peeces, they were as expert as any of the Engh/, and one hee kept pur- 
poſcly co kill him fowle. There were diuers others had Saluages in likemanner 
tor cheirmen. Thus we lived together, as if wee had beene one people, all che 

time Capcaine 7earley ftaicd with vs, bur ſuch | prodger and diſconcents daily 

increaſed among our ſelues, that vpon che arriuall of Captaine eFrgel, ſenc by 

the Councell and Companie to bee our Gouernour, Capraine Tearley returned 
for Englandinthe yeere 1617. From. the writings of Captaine Nathaniel Powell, 
William Cancrill, Sergeant Boothe, Edward Gurganey. 

During this time, the Lady Rebecca, alias Pocaboxtas, daughter to Powhatan, 
by the o_ care of Maſter John Rolfe her husband and his friends,uas 
ro ſpeake ſuch Evg/i/as might well bee vnderſtood, well inftruted in 79 
nitic, and was become very formall and ciuill after our Eng/4/5 manner z ſhee had 
alſo by him achilde which ſhe loued moſt dearely, and the Treaſurer and Com- 
pany tooke order both for the maincenance of her and it, beſides there weredi- 
uers perſons of great rankeand qualicichad beene very kindeto her z and before 
ſhe arriued at London,Caprtaine Smith to deſerue her former courteſies,made her,

he ſhould haue, and ſenc him a backer of carth, as poſſeſſion given of ir, and pro- 
miſed, ſs ſoone as poſſibly chey could catch cheſe robbers, co ſend him their 
heads for ſatisfaQtion, bur he neuer performedit, Samwel Argall, lobn Rolfe.

And another 
ynknowneperſon ſenrro the Treaſurer five hundred and Gy 3 pounds, for the 
bringing vp of the faluage children in Chriftianiry, Maſter Nicholas Farrar de- 
ceaſed, hach by his Wull giuen three bundred poundsto che College, ro. be pad 
when chere (hall brmpemghmgrnphorting in the meane ume fourc and 
twenty pound yecrgly to bee diſtribured ynto three diſcreet and godly young 
men inche "ins co bri three wilde young nfidels in ſome goodcouric 
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A deſperat Sea-fight betwixt two Spaniſh men of warre, anda 
{mall Engliſh ſhip, at the Ile of Dowwnica going toYirginzs, 
by Captaine Anthony Cheſter. - 


Auing taken our journey towards Firginia in the beginning of Februa- 
ry,aſhip called the og and /oby, of one hundred and (ixryruns, 
eight [ron Peeces and a Falcon, with cightic Paſſengers beſides Sailersz 
After many tempeſts and foule weather, about the fourereenth of 
March we were inthirteenedegrees and an halfe of Northerly laticude, where we 
deſcried a ſhip at hull zic being bur afaire gale of wind, we edged towards her to 
ſee what ſhe was, buc ſhepreſently ſer ſaile, and ran vs quickly our of ſighti This 
made ys keepe our courſe for Mertalina, and the next day paſſing Dominics, we 
came toan anchor at Gzardalupo, to take in freſh water, Six French-men chere 
caſt away fixtcene monerhs agoe came aboord vs they told vs a Spaniſh man of 
Warre but ſeuen daies before was ſeeking his conſort, and this was ſhe.we deſcri- 
ed at hull. Ar Menu we intended to refreſh our ſclues, hauing beene eleuen 
weeks peſtered in chis vawholſome ſhip z but there we found cworall ſhips with 
the Hollanders colours, but neceſlitic forcing vs on ſhore,we anchored faire by 
them, and in friendly manner ſentco hale them : bur ſeeing they were Spaniards, 
retiring to our tip, they ſent ſuch a volley of ſhot after vs, that ſhot the Boat, 
ſplicthe Oares, and ſome thorow the clothes , yer net a man hurt z and then'fol- 
lowed with cheir great Ordnance,that many times ouer-racked ourſhip,which be» 
ing ſo cumbred with the Patſengers prouiſions, our Ordnance was not well fic- 
ted, norany thing as it ſhould haue beene, Bur perceiving what they were, we 
fitred our ſelucs the beſt we could topreuent a miſchiefe, ſecing them warp them» 
ſclues ro windward, we thought ir not good to be boorded on both ſides at an 
anchor, we intended to ſer faie, but that the Vice-Admirall battered fo hard our 
far-boord (ide, that wefell coour buſineſle, and anſwered cheirvnkindneſſe with

whereby ſhe was glad to leaue vs and her Admirall together, Comminy faire by 
our __ hetookein his Holland flag, and pur forth his Spaniſh colours, and 
ſo haled vs. 

We quietly and quickly anſwered him, both what wee were, and whither 
bound, relating the effe of our Commiſſion, and the cauſe of our comming 
thicher for water, and nor to annoy any of the King of Spaines SubicAts, nor any. 
She commanded vs amaine for the King of Spaine,we replied with inlarging che 
particulars what friends both the Kings our Maſters were,and as we would doe no 
wrong, we would take none.” They commanded vs aboord to ſhew our Com- 
miſſion, which we refuſed, but if they would ſend their Boatto vs _—y they 
ſhould ſee ic. Bur for anſwer chey made two great ſhot at vs, with a volley of 
ſmall ſhot, which cauſed vs ts leaue the decks 5 then with many ill words chey 
vs aboord, which cauſed vsto raife our maineſaile, and giue the word to our 
ſmall ſhot which lay doſe and ready, that paid them in ſuch ſort, they quickly re- 
tired, Thefight continued halfe an houre, as if we had beencinuironed with fire 
and ſmoke, yntill they diſcouered the waſte of our ſhip naked, where they braue- 
ly boorded vs loofe for loofe, haſting wich pikes and ſwords ro enter, bue ic plea- 


ſed Godſo to dire our Capraine, and courmen With valour, that eur 
pikes being formerly placed vnder our halfe deck,and cerraine ſhot nnnr 
that purpoſe vnder the Port holes , encountred them ſorudely, that their 


was not onely rebated , bur their haftineſſe intercepted, and their whole com- 
pany beaten backe, many of our men were hurt, but I am ſure they had cwo 
for one, 

In che end they were violently repulſed, vncill chey were reinforcedto charge 
againe 
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agnineby their commands, who ſtanding ypon cheir honors, thoughe it a greac 
indiguity co be ſo affconred, which cauled a ſecond charge, and that anſwered 
wich a ſecond bearing backe't Wherear che Capraine grew iuraged,and conſtrained 
chemo comeon agiine afreſh, which they {dſo cffeAually, that queſtionleiſe 
it had wrought an alcecation;'if the God thar colſerth Monarchies , and tearech 
M ncaines, had not taught vs rocofſe our Pikes with proſperous cnenes, and 
powred our a volley of ſmall ſhoe amongſt them, whereby thar valiane Comman- 
der was {laine, and many of his Souldiers dropped downe likewiſe en the rop of 
the hatches. This your wich our cies, and re1oyced with itat our Near, ſo thar 
wemighc perceive good tuccefſe chauning 08, our Capraine preſendlyrooke ad-' 
pl their diicombicure; Hough with, much Mx. tay of at refoluy 
Captaine, andnor onely plied them againe wich out Ordnatice , burhid more 
ſboc vnder the Pikes, which was beſtoweg tg godd purpoſe, and amazed ons enc- 
mics with che ſuddennelle. :/* PD 2 4 DN 1 
HAmongtthereſt, one Lucas, our Carpenters Mate, muſt nor be forgorren, who 
pacciuing away how to annoy thetn ; As they were thus puzled and in'a confuli- 
on, drew out a -Minion yndethe halfe decke,. and there henr ic vpon them ir 
fuch a manner, that when i tas fired; the caſes of ſtonesand pecces of Iron fell 
vponthem ſo thick, as cleared the decke, and ſlew many, andin ſhorttime we ſaw 
few aſſailants, buc ſuch as creps from place to place couertly from the fury of our, 
ſhor,which now was thicker than theirs:for althoughas far as we may c6.nendour 
enemics,they had dqne ſomething worthy of commendarjdus;yer cicher wancin 
men, or being overtaken wich che vnlooked for valour of our men, they now be- 
guano ſhrinke, and giue vs leave ts be wanton with ouratujntage. Yer we could 
onely vic bur foure peece of Qrdaances, bur they ſerued 3hetrurne as well as all 
che reft : for ſhe was ſhot ſo oft, berweene wind and water, we ſaw they were wil- 
ling ro leaue vs, but by reaſon ſhe was falt in che latch of our cable, which in hafte 
of weighing our anchor huog aloofe, ſhecould notcleare her ſelfe as ſhe wroughe 
todo, rill one cutthe Cable with an axe, and was ſlaine by freeing vs. Having 
+ beeneaboord vs two houres and an halfe, ſeeing her ſelfe cleere, all the ſhort wee 
had plaicd on both ſides, whichlaſted till we were out of ſhor; then we diſcovered 
the Vice-Admirall comming co-her aſſiſtance, who began afarre offto ply vs with 
cheir Ordnances, and put vs in minde we had another worke in hand. Whereu 
of we ſeparated the dead and hurt bodies, and manned the ſhip with thereſt, and 
were ſo well incouraged wee waifed them amaine. The Aamirall flood aloofe 
off, and the orher would notcome within Falcon ſhoe, where ſhelay bartering vs 
cill ſheerecciued another paiment from a Demiculuering, which made her beare 
wich ctheſhorefor ſmoorh water tomend her leakes. The next morning they both 
came VP againe with vs, as if they had derermined to devovr vs at once, bur ir ſee- 
med ir was but a brauado, though chey forſooke not our quarter fora time within 
Muskert ſhort; yer all the night onely they kept vs company, but made nors ſhoe. 
Duriog which cime we had leafure to provide vs berter than before: bue God be- 
thanked they madeonely but aſhew of anocher allaulr, cre ſudden]y the Vice-ad- 
mirall fell a ftarne; and the ocher lay ſbaking in the wind,and ſo they berh left vs. 
The fight concinued (ix houres, and was the more ynwelcome, becauſe we were 


ſoill prouided, and had no intent to fight, nor giue occalion to diſturbe them. As gp 


for the lolſe of men,ifReligion had not taught vs what by the prouidence of God 
is brought co po yerdaily experience might inforrze vs, of the dangers of 
wars, and perils at ſea, by ſtormes tempeſts, ſhipwracks, encounters with Pirars; 

ing with enemies, crolle winds, lohg voiages. vnknowne ſhores, barbarous 
Nations,and an hundred iriconueniences,of which humane pollicies are not capa» 
ble, nor mens coriieures apprehenſive, We loſt Door Bobwn, a worthy valianr 
Gentleman, (along time brought vp amongſtthe moſt Jearned Surgeons , and 
Phyfitiens in Netherlands, and this his ſecond journey to Virginia: and feuen 
Nlainc our right,two died ſhortly of their wounds zſixteene was fhot, whoſe _ 
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God betkanked was recoyered withowue maimey: and,now ſetled in Virginia : how 
apy chey loſt we know nor, bur we-ſaw agreat many lic on thedecks, and their 
$kuppers raane wich blood, chey wert about chrePbundred cunnes apeece, each

Thus infiouaring himſclfe,he led vs inco thicker, where all fic- 
cing downe, he ſhewed vs his naked breft; asking if weſaw any deformiric ypon 
ir, we told him, No z No more, ſaid hee, is cheinſide, buc as ſincere and pure g 
chercfore come freely ro my Councrie ang welcome : which wee promiſed wee 
would within ſix weekes after, Hawng taken a mufter of checompanies tenancs, 
] went to Smiths Iles, where was our Salt-houſe : not farre off wee found a more 
conuenient place, and io rerurnedto [amerrowne. MD 
Being furniſhed the ſecond ime, wee arriued at Aqwo havgrh, andeonferred 
with K*propeke their Kmg. P-ſling Rafſels He and Onexcoke, we arriucd ariPaw= 
#xxwunt : the diſctiption of thoſe places, you may reade in Capraine Smiths diſ- 
coueries, therefore needleſſe ro bee wric againe, ' Bur here arriving at ef1rowgh- 
eomoco the habiration of Nemenacss and Wnmanato, his brother, long wee ftaicd 
not ere they came aboord vs with a braſſe Kertle, asbright withouc as within,ful 
of boyled Oiſters. Srritorder wgs giuen tione ſhould offend vs, ſo thatche nexr 
day I went with the. wo Kings 2 hunting, to diſcouer what I could intheiricon- 
fines. Yamato brought mee firſt co his houſe, where heeſhewed:mce his-wife 
and children, and many Corne-fields z and being ewo miles within the woods 2 
Ing, 0s the youngarcenteſied molar ſore eller age me Roman 
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' The trecherie of Namanicus. - 


vied meas kindly as he could, afcertheir manner. The nexr day he preſented mg 
ewelue Beuer skinnes and a Canow, which I requiced with ſuch chingsco his 
content, chac ke promiſed co keepe them whilſt hee lived, and burie chem wich 
him being dead. Hee much wondered at our Bible, þut much more to heare ic 
wasthe Law of our God, andche firſt Chaprer of Geneſis expounded of Adew 
and Exe, and ſimple mariagez to which hereplyed, hee was like Adam in one 
ching, for he neuer had but one wife ar once : bur he, as all che reſt, ſeemed more 
willing of other diſcuurſes chey bercer ynderſtood. The next day the rwo Kings 
with cher people, came aboord vs, but broughe nothing according to promile; 
ſo that Enſigne S«lwage challenged Namenacus the breach ofthree promiſes, viz, 
not in giuing hima Boy, nor Corne, though chey had plentie, nor Moutepeſſa 
fugiciue, called Robert Marcwms, that had liued 5. yeeres amongſt cnoſe northedly 
nations, which hee cunningly anſwered by excuſes. #omanate it ſeemes, was 
guilcleſle of this falſhood, beeauſe hee Rtaied alone when the reft were gone, I 
asked him if he deſired co bee grearand rich 5 he anſwered, They wererhingsall 
men aſpired ynto : which I cold him he ſhould be, if he would follow my coun- 
ſcll, ſo he gaue me two tokens, which being returned by a meffenger, ſhould ſuf- 
fice ro make him confident the melſenger could not abuſe vs. 

Some things being ſtolne from vs, he tooke ſuch order that theyywere preſent- 
ly reſtored, then we interchanged preſents : in all things hee much admired our 
diſcretions, and gaue vsa guide that hee called brocher, ro conduR vs vp the 
Riuer: by the way we mer with diuers thar ſtil could vs of Marcum:and though ir 
was ip Otober, wefound the Countrievery hot, and their Cornegathered be- 


The treckeric of fore ours at James towne, The next day we went to Paccamagarant, and they di- 


reted vs to Aſacomoce, where their King (aſerowap had an old quarrell with 
Enſigne Sa/uage, bur now ſeeming led, went with vs,with another Wero- 
Wance —_— Mattapanient, where they perſwaded vs aſhore vpon thepoine 
of a chicker z but ſuppoſing ir ſome rrecherie, we returned to our boar: farrewe 
had not gonefrom rire ſhore, bur a mulcicude of Saluages ſalliedout of the wood, 
wich all che ill words and ſignes of hoſtiliciechey could, When wee ſaw plainly 
their bad intent, wee ſer the rwo Werowances ar libertie, that all this while had 
line in the Cabbin, as not raking any norice of their villanie, becauſe we would 


' conuert them by courreſie. Leauing them as we found them, very ciuill and ſub- 


rill, wee returned che ſame way wee came, to the laughing Kings on the Eafterne 
ſhore, who told vs plainly, Nawenicw would alſo haue allured him inco his 
Countrie, vnder colour of crade to cur his throat. Hee told vs alſo Opechance- 
had imployed Onienime to kill Salwage, becauſe he broughtthetrade from 
him co the Eaſterne ſhore, and ſome diſgrace hee had done his ſonne, and ſome 
thirtcene of his _ before one hundred of thoſe Eafterlings in reſcuin 
Thomas Graxes whom they would haue flaine, where hee and three more did 
challenge the thirtecene Pawevukes to fight, bur chey durſt nor, ſothat altthoſe 
Eaſterlings ſo derided them, that they came there no more. | 
This Thomas Salnage, it is {ixteene yecres fince he went to Virginia, being 2 
boy, hee was left with Powbates, for Namontacke to learne the language, and 
as this Auchor affirmeth, wich much honeſtic and good ſuccelle harh ſerued the 
publike withour any publikerecompence, yer had an arrow ſhot through his bo- 
dy in their ſeruice. -T his laughing K ing at Accomach, tels ys the land is notewo 
daies journy ouer inthe broadet place, bur in ſome places a man may goe in halfe 
aday, berwixt the Bay and chemaintie Ocean, where inhabic many people, ſo that 
by che narrownelle of the Land there is normany Deere, but moſt abundance of 
Fiſh and Fowle. Xptope his brocher rules & his Liecurenary, who ſeeing his 
younger brother more affefted by the _ chan himſelfe, freely rcligned him 


the moitie of his Countrie, «plying ſelfe onely ro husbandry : 
yer nothing negleRedin his , noris hee careleiſe of any thing concernes 
the ſtate, but as a vigilanc aud faichfull Counceller, as hee is an affeRionared

Brother, bearing che greater burden in goueramenc, though che leiſer honour, 
where cleane contrary they on the Weſterne ſhore, the younger beares che 
charge, and-the elder che dignicie. Thoſe are the beſt husbands of any Sal- 
we know : for they prouide Corne to ſeruethem all che yeare,yerſpare z and 
the ocher nor for halfe the yeare, yer want. They are che ciuill andcraQable 
” people we haue mer with, and by little ſticks will keepe as iuſt an accounc of their 
promiſes, as by arally, Incheir mariages they obſcruea large diftance, as well in 
affinicie as conſanguiniriez nor doe rhey vſc char deuilliſh cuſtome in making 
black Boyes. There may be on this ſhore about rwo thouſand people: they on che 
Weſt would inuade them, bur that they want Boars to croile the Bay, and fo 
would divers orher Nati6ns, wete they nor proreted by vs. A few of the We- 
ſterly Runnagados had conſpired againſt the laughing King , bur fearing their 
on was diſconered, fled ro aca Hes, where they made a maſſacre of Deere 
and Hogges z and thence to Rickabake , berwixe (ſapeack and Navſamnrnd, 
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where they riow are ſcared vnder the command of /royatin, and fo I returned ro / 


Tamer Towne, wherel found che gouernmentrendred to Sir Francs War. In Fe- 

alſo hetrauclledco che Sourh Riuer Chawonock, ſome lixtic miles ouer 
land, which he foundto be avery fruicfull and pleaſant Country, yeclding rwo 
harueſts in-a yeare, and found much of cheSilke gralle formerly ſpoken of , was 


kindly vicd by che people, and ſo rerurned. 
Joes of chemſclues ;and againe to ſecond rhem,was ſent Capraine Each 
in the eAbspale, a ſhip of three or foure hundred runnes, who hath vnderta- 
ken co make Block-houſe amongft che Oyſter banks, char ſhall ſecure che River. 
The furniſhing him wich Inftruments,coſt three hundred pounds; bur the whole 
charge andthe ſhips returne, will be neere rwo thouſand pounds. In her wene C 
taine Berwicke with fiue and twencie men for the building ſhips and Boats, and 
not other waies co be imploied : and alſoa ſeleted number to build che Eft [n- 
die Schoole,bur as yer from Yirgini« liccle rerurnes bur priuate mensTobacco,and 
faire promiſes of plentie of Iron, Silke, Wine, and many other good and rich 
commodities, beſides che ſpeedy conuerſion of che Saluages , that ar firſt were 
much diſcouraged from liuing amongſtchem, when they were debarred the vie 
of their peeces z chercfore ic was diſputed as a matter of Srace, wherher ſuch as 
would liue amongſt chem ſhould vie them or nor, as a batt to allure them z or ac 
leaſt ſuch as ſhould bee called ro the knowledge of Chriſt, But becauſe it was a 
troublefor all cauſes ro be brought to ſamer Towne for atriall, Courrs were 
appointed in convenient places to relecue chem : bur as chey can make no Lawes 
in Virgin cill chey be rarified here ſo they thinke it bur reaſon, noneſhould bee 
inaRed here wicthour their conſents, becauſe they onely fecle them, and muſt live 
ynderthem. Still chey complaine for want of Corne, but what muſt be had by 
Trade,and how vnwilling any Officer when he leaueth his place,is to make good 
his number of men to his Succeiſor, bur many of them during cheir cimesrohelp 
themſclues, vndoes the Company : forthe ſeruancs you allow them, or ſuch as 
they hire, chey plant on their priuace Lands, not vpon that belongerh to their 
office, which crop alwaies exceeds yours, beſides thoſe which are your tenants to 
halfes, are forced ro row them vp and downe, whereby boch you and they loſe

The maſſacte -vpon the two andtwenticth of March. 
He Prologueto this Tragedy, is ſuppoſed was occaſioned by Nemat1as 
now, otherwiſe called /ack of the Feather, becauſe heecommonly was 
moſiſtrangely adorned with chem z and for his courage and policy, wa 
accounced amongſtthe Saluages their chiefe Captaine, and immortal 
from any hurt could bee done him by che Egl;þ, This Captaine comming to 
one Morgans houſe, knowin phe had many commodities thar hee delired, per- 
ſwaded Aforgan to goe with him to Pawasketo trucke, bug the Saluage murde- 
red him by the way z and after two or three daies returned againe to Morgans 
houſe, where he found two youths his Seruants4who asked for their Maſter: /ach 
replied dire&ly he wasdead; the Boyes ſuſpeRing as it was,by ſeeing him weare 
his Cap, would haue had him to Maſter 7horp : But /ack ſo mouedtheir paticncey 
they ſhot him, ſo hefell cothe ground, pur him ing Boat to haue him before the 
Gouernor, then ſcuen or cighr miles from them, Bur by, the way /ach finding the 
pangs of death vypon him, deſired of the Boyes two things z the one was, tha 
they would not make ir knowne hee was flaine with a. þullct gthe other, ro bury 
him amongſt che Exglj>. Acthelofle of this Saluage Opechankanowgh much grie- 
ued and repined, with eat threats of revenge; but che Eng/if returned him 
ſuch terrible anſwers, that he cunningly difſcmbled his incent, with the greateſt 
fignes he could of louc and peace, yer within fourerecne daies after heated whar 
followeth, | 
_ Sir Francis Wyat at hisarriuall was aduertiſed, he found che Countrey ſefled 
in ſuch a firme peace, as moſt men therethougheſure and vnuiolable, nor onely 
in regard of their promiſes, but of a neceſlicie. The poore weake Saluages being 
cuery way bettered by vs, and ſafely ſhelrred and defended, whereby wee mighc 
freely follow our bulineſle: and ſuch was the conceit of this conceired peace, as 
that chexe was ſeldome or neucra ſword,and ſeldomer a pcece, except for a Deere 
er Fowle, by which allurances the moſt plantations were placed ftraglivgly and 
ſcatceringly; 2s achoice veine of rich ground inuited them, and further from 
neighbours che better. Their houſes generally open to the Saluages, who were 
alwaics friendly fed at theirrables,and lodged in their bed-chambers, which made 
the way plaine to effe& heir intents, and che conucrſion of the Saluages as they 
ſuppoſed, HY 
ke occalionto ſend to Opechankanough about the middle of March, hee 
vſed the Metlenger well, and told him heh®dche peace ſo firme;the ky ſhould 
fall or he diſſolucd it zyerſuch was the treachery of thoſe people, when they had 
contriuedour deſtruſtion, euen butrwo daics before the mallacre, they guided 
our men with much kindnefſerhorow the woods, and one Browne thar liued a- 
mong they co learne the language, they ſent home to his Maſter g yea, they bor- 
rowed our Boats totranſport themſclues ouer the River,to conſult on thedeuilliſh 
murder that inſued, andof gur veter extirpation, which God of his mercy (by 
the meancsof one of themſclues conucrted to Chriſtianitie ) preuented, and as, 
well on the m7 morning char fatall day , being the two and ewencierh of 


March, 24 alfo in the ws fra as at other times they came ynarmed into 
our houſes, with Deere, Turkies, Fiſh, Fruics, andotherprouiſions to ſell vs, yea 
in ſome places ſat downe at breakfaſt with our people, whom immediatly wich 
their owne toolesthey ſlew moſt barbarouſly,nor ſparing either age or ſex, man 
woman or childe, ſo ſudden in their ex6cution , that few or none diſcerned the 
weapon or blow that brought chem to deſtruftion : In which manner alſo chey 
ſlew many of our people ar ſeuerall works in the fields, well knowing in what 

laces and quarters each of our men were, in regard of their familiaricie with vs, 

rche effeNtin that great maſter-peece of worke their converſion z and bythis 
tneanecs fell char faral morning vnder the bloudy and barbarous hands of thar per-

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Edious and inhumane people, chreehufidred forty ſeven men, women and chil- 
dren, moſt by cheir owne _—_ and nor being content with their lives, they 
fell againe vpon the dead bodies, yren'y. as well as they coulda freſh murder, 
defacing, dragging, and mangling their ce:dcarkaſes inco many peeces, and ca- 
rying ſome parrs away in derilion, with baſe and brytiſhrriumph. 

Neicher yer did che'e beafts ſpare choſe amongſt che reft well-knowne vnro 
them, from whorn they had daily receiucd, many | enefirs, but ſpighefully alſo 
tnaſſscred them without any remorſe or pitje z being in this rhoxe tell then Lions 
and Dragons, as Hiſtories recotd, which haue preſeraed their BenefaQors ; ſuch 
is the force of good deeds, chough done ro cruell beaſts, ro rake humanitie vpÞons 
chem, bur hel miſcreancs put ona more ynnaturall bruciſhnefle chen beaſts, a3 
by thoſe inſtances may appeare. 

Thar worthy religious Gentlethan M. Georg e Fhery, Deperics ro the College

Naffe in mannerof a peece,nor an vncharged peece inthe hands of a woman.(But 
I muſt rell choſe Auchors, though ſotne might be thus cowardly, there were ma- 
ny of them had beter ſpirits. ) | 

Thus haue you heard che particulars of this maſſacre, which in thoſe reſpeRs 
ſome ſay will be good for the Plancation, becauſe now we haue iuſt cauſeto de- 
ſtroy them by all meanes poſſible : bur [ chinke it had beene much berter ic had 
neuer happened, for they haue giuen vs an hundred cimes as iuſt occaſions lon 
2goc to ſubic chem, ( and I wonder | can heare of none bur Maſter Srochans 
and Maſter #hir«ker of my opinion.) Moreouer, where before we were troubled 
in clecring the grotind of great Timber, which was to them of ſmall viſe : now 
we may take chcir owne plaine ficlds and Habications, which are the picaſanceſt 
places in the Countrey. Beſides; the Deere, Turkies, and other Beaſts and 

owles will excecdingly increafeit we beat the Salyages our of the Countrey, for 
at all cimes of the yearerhey neuer ſpare Male not Ferhale, old nor young, cgges 
nor birds, fat nor lane, in ſeaſon or our of ſeaſon with them, all is one. The like 
they did in our Swine and Goars, for they haue vſcd to kill eight in tenne more 
chen we, or elſe the wood would moſt plencifully abound with viRuall z beſides 
it is more caſie to ciuilize them by conqueſt then faire meanes ; for the one may 
be made ar once, bur their ciuilizing will requirea long tithe and much induſtry, 
The manner how to ſuppreſle them is ſo often related ahd approucd , I omit ic 
here: And you haue ewenty examples of the Spaniards how they got the Y/f- 
Indies, and forced the treacherous and rebellious Infidels ro doe all manner of 
drudgery worke and ſlavery for them, themſelues living like Souldiers vpon the 
fruics of their labours, This will make vs more circumſpeR, and be an example

What growing ſtate was there euer in the world which had not thelike I 
Rome grew by oppreflion, and roſe vpon che backe of her enemies: and the Spa- 
»iards have had many of choſe counterbutfes, mort than we. Columbus, vpon 
his recurne from the We/?-Indies into Spaine, having left his people with the 1n- 
dies, in peace and promiſe of good vſage amongſt them, ar his returne backe 
found nor one of chem liuing, bur all creacheroully flaine by the Saluages. Afcer 
this againe, when the Spaniſh Colonies were increaſed co great numbers, the n= 
dians trom whom the Spaniards fortrucking ſuffe vſed eo haue all cheir corne, 
generally conſpired rogether eo plant no morearall, incending chereby co famiſh 
chem chemſclues living in the meane time vpon Callaua, a root to make bread, 
onely then knowne to themfelues. This plot of theirs by the Spaniard: ouer- 
fghr, that fooliſhly depended vpon ſtrangers for their bread, cooke ſuch effe, 
and brought them to ſuch miſery by the rage of famine, that they ſpared no va- 
cleane nor loathfome beaſt, no not the poiſonous ahd hideous Serpents, but cat 
them vpalſo, deuonring one death to faue them from another z and by chis 
meanes their whole Colony well-neere ſurfered, fickned and died miſerably, and 
when they had againe recouered this lotle, by their incontinency an infinice num- 
ber of themdicd on the Indian diſcaſe, we call che French Pox, which at firſt be- 
ing aſtrangeand an vaknowne malady , was deadly ypon whomſocuer icligh- 
ted : then hadthey alittle flea called Nigua, which got berweene the skinne and 
the flcſh before they were aware, and there bred and multiplicd, making ſwel- 
lings and putrifaQions, to the decay and lolſc of many of cheir bodily members, 
Againe, diuers times they were ncere vndone by their ambition, tation, and 
malice of the Commanders. Columbus, ro whom they were alſo much bchol- 
den, was ſent with his Brother in chaines into Spainez and ſome other great Com- 
manders killed and murdered one another, Pizzaro was killed by Almagros 
ſonne, and him Vaſco beheaded, which Vaſco was taken by Blaſco, and Blaſca 
was likewife taken by Pizz.4r0s Brother: And rhus by cheir couctous and ſpight= 
full quarrels, chey were euer ſhaking the maine pillars of cheir Common-weale., 
Theic and many more miſchicfcs and calamities hapned chem, more chen cuer 
didto vs,and at one time being cuenar thelaſt galpe, had two ſhips notarriued 
with ſupplies as they did, they were ſo diſheartned, they were aleauing the Coun- 
trey ; yet we ſee forall chofe miſcries they haue atrained to their ends atlaft, as is 
manifeſt coall che world, both wich honour, power, and wealth :and whereas 
before few could be hired ro goe to inhabit there, now with great ſute they muſk 
obraine it z but where there was no honeſty, nor equity, nor ſanRitie, nor veritie, 
= piccic, nor good cuilicie in ſuch a Countrey, certainly chere can bee no ſtas 
bilicie, 
Thereforclet vs not be difcouraged, but rather animated by thoſe concluſions, 
fceing wearcſo well atlured of the goodneiſe and commodities may bee had in 
Virginia,noris it tobe much doubtedrhere is any want of Mines of moſt forts, no 
not of thericheft, as is well knowne to ſome yer liuing char can make it manifeſt 
when time ſhall ſerue : and yetto thinke that gold and ſiluer Mines are in a coun 
ery otherwiſe moſt rich and fruirfull, or che greateſt wealth in aPlancation, is but a 
popular error, asisthat opinion likewiſe, that the gold and filueris now the 
ecſt wealch of the Welt Indies at this preſenc. Trucat is ndced,thatin thefirſt cons 
queſt the Spaniards got great and mighty ſtore of treaſure from the Nartiues, 
which they in long ſpace had heaped together, and in choſetimes the Indians 


ſhewed them entire and rich Mines, which now by therclations ef them chat haue 
beenethere, are exceedingly waſted, fo that now the charge of getting thoſe Me- 
rals is growne excefliue, befides the conſuming the liues of many by their peſti..

I His lamentable and ſo vnexpeRted a diſtaſter cauſed them all belecue the opi- 
nion of Maſter Srockam, and draue them all co cheir wits end: it was ewenty or 
thirty daiesere they could reſolue what to doe, but at laſt ic was concluded, all 
che petty Plantations ſhould be abatidoned, and drawne onely to make good fiuc 
or (ix places, where all their labours now for the moſt part muſt redound to the 
Lords ofthoſe Lands where they werereſident, Now for want of Boats, it was 
impoſhble vpon ſuch a ſudden co bring allo their cartle, and many other things, 
which with muchcime, charge and Jabour they had then in poſſeſſion with 
them z all which for the moſt pare attheir departure was burnt, ruined and Ye- 
ſroyed by the Saluages, Only Maſter Gookins at Nuports-newes would nor obey 
the Commanders command inthar, though hee had ſcarce fiue and thirty of all 
ſorts with him, yerhechoughr himſelfe ſufficient againſt what could happen, 
and ſo did co his great credirand thecontent ofhis Aduenturers. Maſter Samnel 
Torden gathered together bur a few of the ftraglers about him at Beggers-buſh, 
where he fortified and liued in deſpight of the enemy. Nay, Miſtrifſe Profor, a 
proper, ciuill, modeſt Gentlewoman did the like, rill perforce the Engliſh Ofh- 
cers forced her and all chem wich her to goe with them, or they would fire her 
houſe themſelues, as the Saluages did when they were gone, in whoſe deſpighe 
they had kept ir, and whatthey had amoneth orthree weekes after the Matlacres 
which was co their hearts a griefe beyond compariſon, to loſe all they had in that 
manner, onely to ſecure others pleaſures. Now here in Englandic was thought, 
all choſe remainders might preſently haue beene reduced into fifties or hundreds 
inplaces moſt conuenient with what chey had, hauing ſuch ſtrong houſes as they 
reporred they had, which wich ſmall labour might haue beene made invincible 
Caſtles againftall che Satuages inthe Land, and then preſently raiſed a company,

together, he regardednor the peſtring his ownehouſe, nor any thing to relecue 
chem, and with all ſpeed entrenched himſelfe, mounted three pecce of Ord- 
nance, ſo that within 14. diies, he was ſtrong enough co defend hirſelfe trom 
all che Saluages, yer when viftuall grew ſcanc, ſome char would forrage wichoue 
order, which he puniſhed; neere occalioned a muriny.

we found the Patawomeks had taken and brought home, and the foure great men 
rerurned from Pamevske z nor long after, this expulicd King deſired priuate 
eonference wich Poole, vrging him ro ſweare by his God neuer to reucale what hee 
would tell him, Poo/epromifed he would nor then quorhchis King, thoſe grear 
men thar went to Pamavuke,went not asyou ſuppoſe they pretended, but ro con+ 
tract with Opechankenongh how to kill you all here, and theſe are their plocs.

Thencethey failed to Pamevuke, the chicke ſear of Opechankenough, the con- 
eriucr of the matſacre: the Saluages ſeemed exceeding fearefull, promiſing co 
bring chem Sar, and thereſt of che Engliſh yer living, with all the Armes, and 
what they had co reſtore, much deſiring peace, and co giuerhem any facisfation 
they could, Many ſuch deuices they fained co pr nate theciineten or twelue 
daies, till they had got —_— Corne fromall che ocher places vp che Riuer, 
bur that where the Engliſh kept their quarter: arlaſt, when chey ſaw all thole 
promiſes were but deluſions, they ſeiſed on all the Corne there was, ſer fire on 
Heir houſes:and in following the Saluages chat fled before ch&,ſome few of thoſe 
naked Devils had thac ſpiric, they lay in ambuſcado, and as our men tnarched 
diſcharged ſome ſhoc our of Engliſh peeces, and hurt ſome of them flying ar their 
pleaſures where they liſted, burning cheir empty houſes before them as < 
wenc to make chemſclues ſport : ſo they eſcaped, and Sir George returned with 
Corne, where for our paines we had three buſhels apecce, bur we were enioyned 
before we had it, co pay ten ſhillings the buſhell for traught and other charges. 
Thus by thismeanes the Saluages arelike as chey report, co endure no ſmall mi- 
ſery this Winter , and that ſome of our men arc rerurned co their former Plan- 
tations, 

What other paſſages or impeditrienes hapned in cheir proceedings, that they 
were not fully reuenged of the Saluages betore they returned, I know not z nur 
could euer heare more, but chat = yy they ſlew ewo, and how it was im- 

ſſible for any men to doe more then they did : yer worthy Ferdinando Comrrue 
fad ſcarce three hutdted Sperierds to conquer the great Citie of Afexico, where 
thouſands of Saluages dwelled in ſtrong houſes: bur becauſe they were a ciuil:z2ed 

ple, had wealch, and choſe meere Barbarians as wilde as beaſts hauenothing ; 
increar your patience to tell you my opinion, which if it be Gods pleaſure I ſhall 
not liue co put inpraQtice, yer ie may be hereafter vicſull for ſome, but howſocuer 
I hope not hurtfull co any, and this ics. . 
ad theſe three hundred men beene at tmy diſpoſing, I would haue ſent firſt 
brie hundred ro Captaine Rawley Chroſhaw to Patawomek, with ſome (mall Ord- 
nance for the Forc, the which bue with daily exerciſing them, would haue truck 
thac loue and admiration into the Patowomeks, and terror and amazement into 
his enemits, which arenorfarre off, and moſt ſeated vpon the ocher fide che Ri- 
uer, they would willingly haue beene friends, or have giuen any compoſition 
they could, before they would be cormented with ſuch a viſible feare. 

Now th be generally perfidious, yer neceflicy conftraines thoſe to a 
kinde of conl cauſe of their enemies, and neither my ſelfe char firſt found 
chem, Captaine Argell, Chroſhow, nor Hamer, neucr found themſelues in fikteene 
yeares trials z nor is it likely now they would haue ſo hoſtaged their men, ſuffer 
che building of a Fotr, and their women and children amongſt chem, had chey 
zncended any villany ; but ſuppoſe they had, who would haue defired a berter, 
aduancagethen ſuch an aduerciſement, ro haue grepredieFocrſer ſuch an af- 
ſault, and ſutcly ir muſt be a poore Fort they could hurt, much more take, if chere 
were but five meninicdurſtdiſcharge a : Thetefore a mati fot well know-

Then hauing ſo, many Ships, Barks, and Bois in Yirginia as 
there was at that preſenr, wich whatfactliry might you haue landed ewo hundred 
and ewentie men, if you had buronely fue or [ix Boats in one night; forty ro 
rangethe branch of Martapenyent, fortie more char of Towghtanund, and fortic 
more to keepe their randiuous at Pamevske itſelfe. All which places lie ſo neere; 
+ they might heare from e:ch other within foure or fiue houres, anq nor any of 
thoſe ſmall parries, if chere were any valour,diſcrecion,or induſtry in chem, but as 
ſufticienc as foure rhouſand, to forcerhem all co contribution, or cake or ſpoile all 
they had. For hauing thus ſo many convenient randeuvGusto telecue teach other, 
though all the whole Countries had beene our enemies, where couldrhey reſt; 

bur in che depth of Winter we might burne all the houſes vpon all choſe Rivers 
in cwo or chree daies ?

fo ſhallow at a low water, and the Boat beating vpon the Sands, they left her, 
wading neerc halfe a mile, and oft vp cothe chin : $o well u_hapned, Maſter Ar- 
gent had put his Bandileir of powder in his hat, which next God was all their 
preſeruations : for it being February, and cheground ſo cold, their bodics be- 
came ſo benumbed, they were not able to ſtrike fire wich aſtecle and a ſtone hee 
hadin his pocket zthe ſtone they loft rwice, and chus thoſe poore ſoules gropin 
3n chedarke, ic was Maſter Argents chance to finde it, and with a few 0 
leaues, reeds, and bruſh, make a ſmall fire, being vyponche Chiſapeats ſhore, their 
mortall enemies, great was their feare to be diſcouered, The joyfull morning 
appearing, they Cand cheir Boat and goods driue aſhore, notfarre from them, 
but ſo ſplit ſhee was ynſcruiceable : bur ſo much was the froſt, their cloches = 
freeze ypon their backs, for they durſtnot make any great firero dry them, 1 
thereby the bloudy Saluages mighc diſcry them , fo char one of them died che - 
next day, andthenext nr digging agraue in the Sands with their hands, buri- 
ed him, In this bodily feare they liued and faſted two daies and nights, thentwo 
of chem went into the Land coſeeke freſh water z the ochers to the Boar ro ger 
ſome mealeand oyle, Argent and his Comrado found a Canow, in which they re- 
ſolued co aduenturetotheir ſhip, bur ſhee was a driftin the Riuer before they re- 
tarned : thus fruſtrate of all hopes, Capraine Burley the third nightranging che 
ſhore in his Boarto ſecke thera, diſcharged his Muskets, bur = fpothg ic 
ſome Saluages had got ſome Engliſh peeces, they grew more perplexed then cur, 
ſo he returned and loſt his labour, Thefourth day they ynloaded their Boat, and 
fora her leakes with their handkerchietes, and orher rags, two rowing, and 
two bailing outthe water z but farre they went not erethe water grew vpon them 
ſo faſt, and they ſorired, they chought themſclues happy to be on ſhore againe, 
chough they perceiued the Indians were not farre off by their fires. Thus at the 
very period of deſpaire, Failer vndertooke to fit a ſtride vpona little peece of an 
old Canow ; fo well ir pleaſed God the wind and tide ſerued, by padling with his 
hands ind feer in the water, beyond all cxpetation God ſo gu - himchreeor 
fourc houres vpon his bootd, ke arriucd at their ſhip; where they nolellc amazed 
then hecired, they tooke him in, Preſently as he had concluded with his Compa- 
nions, he cauſed chem diſcharge apeece of Ordnance if he eſcaped, which gaue 
no leiſe comfort ro Maſter Argent and the reſt, then terror to thoſe Plancanions 
that heardir, (being late) at ſuch an vnexpeRed alarumr: bur after, wich warme 
clothes and a lictle ſtrong warter, they had aljcle recoucred him, ſuch was his 
courage and care of his diſtreſſedfriends, he rerurned that nightagaine with Ma- 
ſter Fe/gate to condud him tothem, arid ſo giving thanks co God for ſo hope« 
leſſcadeliuerance, ir pleaſed his Diuine power, botti they and their proui 
came ſafely aboord, but Fuller they doubt will neucr recouer his benumbedlegs 
and thighes.

Ships are ſo peſtred, 4s occaſions much ficknelle; diſcates and morcalicy, for 
chough all the Paſſengers die they are ſure of their fraught 5 and then all mult be 
farished with Otations, diſparations, excuſes arid hopes. As for theletters of ad- 
uice from hence,and cheir anſwers thence,rhey areſo well written, men would be- 
leeue there were no greatdoubr of thepertormance,and rhac all chings were wel,to 
which error herethey haue beene euer wuch ſubieR z and there noe cobeglecur, or 
nor corelecue the true and poore eftate oftharColony, whoſe fruits were common- 
ly ſpent before they were r1pe,and this Joſſe is nothing ro chemwhere, hoſe greac 
- eſtaces arenot ſciilible of che lotſe of their aduencures, and ſo they thinkeg or will 
not take notice z bur ic is fo with all men x bur howſocuer they thinkeor diſpoſe 
of all chings artheir pleaſure, I am ſure norttly ſelfe onely, bura thouſand ochers 
haue not onely ſpent the moſt oftheir eſtares, bur the moſt part hauc-loſt their 
lives andall, onely bur co make way for thetriall of more new concluſions; and 
he thac now will aduencure bur twelue pounds ten ſhillings, ſhall haue berter re- 
ſpe&t 2nd as much fayour then he chatfixceene yeere agoe aduentured as much,ex- 
cept he hauc money as the other hath, burchough ht haue aduentured fiue hun- 
dred pound, and ſpenr.chere neuer ſo much time, if hee haue no more and noc 
ableto begin a fanuly of himſelfe, all is loſt by order of Court, 

Bur in che beginning ic was not ſo,all went then our of ane purſe, tillthoſenew 
deuices haue conſumed both mony and purſe; for ac firſt there were bur fix Pa- 
rentecs, now more thena thouſand, then .bur thirreene Counſatlors, now nor 
 Teiſechenan hundred ; I fpeake not of all, for there are ſome both honourable 
and honeſt, bur of choſe Officers, which- did they manage eheir owne eftarces 
no better then che affaircs of Yirgimia, theywould quickly fall to decay ſo well as 
itz buc chis is moft euident, few Officersin England ic hath cauſed co rurne Ban- 
querupts, nor for all their complaints wauldieanc their places, neither yer any 
of their Officers there, nor fewof the reſt but.chey would be at home, bucſewer 
Aduencurers here will aduenturcany mare ti[l.chey ſee che bulineſle berrer eſta- 
bliſhed, alchough there be ſome ſo wilfally improuident they care for nothing bur 
to get chicher, andthen if their friends be.dead, or want chemſelues, they dic or 
live but poorely for want of necetfaries, and to chinke che old Plankers can re- 
leeuechem were too much ſimplicity z for- who here in England is ſo charitable 
ro feed ewoor three ſtrangers, haue they never ſo much much lelſe in Yirginis 
where chey want for themſclues, Now the generall complaine ſaich,that pride,co- 
uccouſneſſe, extortion and oppreſlion iris tew chat ingrofſesall,chen (cl all againe 
to the comminalty at what rare they pleaſe, yea even men, women and children 
for who will give tnoft, octaſioris no ſniall miſthiefe amongſt the Planters, 

As for the Company,or thoſe thac doeganſport thera, prouided of necelſaries, 
God forbid archer thenkdrcatrodlutraongee againgwith aduancage, or that 
maſters chere ſhould not haue the ſame priuilege ouer their. ſeruancs as, here, bur 
co ſell him or her for forry, fifty, or threeſcore pounds, whom the Company hath 
ſencouer ——_ or ten pounds atthe moſt, withour regard how they ſhall be 
maintained wirh apparcll, meat, drinke and lodging, is odious, and cheir fruics 
ſurable, therefore ſuch merghancs ic were beucer they were made ſuch merchan- 
dize themſclues, then ſuffered any longer t@ vic char trade, and thoſe are de«

nor five hundred of them have ſo much as one of the others ; alſo that there bee 
ſome preſent courſe taken to mainraine a Garriſon to ſuppretle the Saluages, ill 
they beableco ſubliſt, and chat his Maicſty would pleaſe toretmic his cuſtome, or 
itis to be feared they will loſe cuſtome and all, for this cannot be done by promi- 
ſes, hopes,counſels and countenances, but with ſufficient workmen and meanes 
co maintaine them, norſuch delinquenrs as here cannor be ruled by all thelawes 
in England, yet when the foundation is laid, as I haue ſaid, and acommon-wralch 
eſtabliſhed, then ſuch there may better be conſtrained to labour chen here : buc to 
reific a common-wealth wich debauſhed people is impoſſible, and no wiſe man 
would throw himſelfe into ſuch a "We roi A intends honcſtly,and knowes whac 
he vndertakes, forthere is no Country to pillage as the Romans found : all you 
expe from thence muſt be bylabour, 

For the gouernmenc I thinke there is as much adoe about it as the Kingdomes 
of Scotlandand Ireland, men hereconceiting Virginia as they arc, erefting as m4- 
ny ſtately Offices as Officers wich cheir arcendants, as there are labourers in the 
Countrey, where a Conſtable were. as good as twenty of their Capraines, and 
three hundred good Souldiers and labourers beter then all the reſt that goe 
onely to getthe fruirs of other mens labours by. che cicle of an office. Thus fn 
ſpend Michaelmas rent in Midſummer Moone, and would gather their Harucſt 
before chey haue planted their Corne. 

Asfor the maintenance of the Officers, thefirſt that went never demanded 
any, but aduencured good ſummes, and it ſeemes ſtrange to me, the fruits of all 
their labours, beſides che expence of an hundred and fitty thouſand pounds, and 
ſuch mulricudes of people, thoſecollarerall Officers could not maintaine them- 
ſclues ſo well asthe old did, and having now ſuch liberty co doe to the Saluages 
what they will, che otherhad nor. I more then wonder they haue nor fiue hun- 
dredSaluages to worke. for them towards their generall maincenance, and as 
many moreto returne ſome content and ſatisfaftion roche Aduenturers, that for 
sll cheir care,charge and diligence,can heare nor ſcenorhing bur miſerable com- 
plaints z cherefore vnder your correftion to reQtifie all, is with all expedition ro 
paſſethe authority to them who will relecue chem, leſt all bee conſumed ere the 
differences be degermined, And except his Maicſtievndertake ic, or by At of 
Parlament ſome ſmall cax may be grantedthroughout his Dominions, as a Penny 
vpon cuery Poll, called a head-penny z two pence vpon euery Chimney, or 
ſome ſuch colle&ion might be raiſed, and that would be ſufficient ro giue a good 
ſocke, and many ſeruantsco ſufficient men of any facultic, and tranſport them 
freely for paying onely hotnagerothe Crowne of England, and ſuch duries tothe 
publike good as their eſtates jricreaſed reaſon ſhould require, Were this pur in 
practice, how many people of what quality you pleaie, for all choſe diſaſters 
would yet gladly goeto ſpend their liues there, and by this meanes more good 
might Lolene in one yecre, thenall choſepery particular vadercakings will effeR

Counccll : now notwithſtanding all che Relations, Examinations, and incercep- 
ting ef all Lecters wharſocuer came from thence, yer it ſcemes they were ſo farre 
vnlacisfied and delired to know the truth, as well for the preſcruation of che Co- 
lony, as to giue content and doe all men right, they ſcene ewo Commiſſioners

miles in length, and nor paſt wo miles and a halfe in breadch, enuironed wich 
Rocks, which ro che North-ward, Weſt-ward, and Souch-Ealt, exrend further 
then they haue bin yer well diſcouered : by reaſon of thoſe Rocks the Country is 
naturally very ſtrong,for there is bur ewo places, & ſcare ewo,vnlefle ro them who 
know them well, where ſhipping may fafely comein, andrhoſe now are Cxcee- 
ding well forcified, bur within is rootne to enterraine a royall Fleer :che Rocks in 
moſt places appearear a low water, neither are-chey much couered at a high, foric 
ebbs and flowes not paſt fue foorz the ſhore for moſt partis a Rocke, ſo hardened 
with che ſunne, wind and ſea, thaticjs notapt tos be worne away with the waucs, 
whoſe violence is alſo broke by the Rocks before they can come ro the ſhore: ic is 
very vneugn, diſtributed inco hills and dales z che mold is of diuers colours, nei- -_ 
cher clay nor ſand, bura meane berweene; the red which reſembleth clay is che 
worſt, the whireſt reſembling ſand and the blackeſtis good, bur the browne be- 
ewixtchem boch which chey call white, becauſe there is mingled with ica white 
meale is the beſt: vader tlie mould cwo or three foot deep, and ſometimes leiſe,is 
a kinde of white hard ſubftance which they call che Roeke: the creesvſually faſten 
their roots in ic z neither is it iideed rocke or ftone, or fo hard, though for moſt 
pare moreharderchen Chalke z rior ſo white, but pumiſh-like and pungy, calily 
receiuing and containing much watet; Iniſome places Clay is found vnder ic, it 
ſcemesco beingendred with raine water; draining thi the earch, and draw- 
ing wich it of his ſubſtance vnto a certaine depth whete-it congealesz che hardeſt 
kinde ofic lies vnder the red ground like quarries, as ir were thicke ſlares one vp« 
on anocher, through which che water hach his paſſage, ſs chat in ſuchiplaces there:

ny things cranſporred from hence yceld afarre greater increaſe, andif ic be any li- 
uing thing irbecomes fatcer and berter z by chis meanes the country is fo reple- 
niſhed with Hens and Turkics, within the ſpace of three or foure yeeres, chac ma- 
ny of them being negleRed, forſakerhehouſes and become wilde, and fo liue 
in great abundance ; the like increaſe there is in Hogs, tame Conies, avd other 
Caccle according to their kindes, There ſeemes to beacontinuallSpring, which 
is che cauſe ſome chings come not to that maturity and perfeRion as were requi- 
ſice; and chough the trees ſhed their leaues, yer they are alwaics full of greene z 
che Corne is the ſamethey hauc in Yirginia,and the Weft-lndies : of this and many 
other chings without plowing or much labour, they haue two Harueſts every 
yeere, for they ſer abour March, which they gather in July; and againe in Augult, 
which they reape in December; and lictle flips of Fig-trees and Vines doe viually 
beare fruic within the yeere, and ſomecimes in lelſe y but we finde nog the Grapes 
as yer comeroany perfeRion z thelike fertilicy ithath in Oranges and Limons, 
Pomgranates, and otherthings. Concerning theſerenity and beauty of the skie, 
ic may as truly be ſaid of thoſe lands as euer it was ſaid of the Rhodes, that there 
15no one day throughout the x 2.monerhs, but rhar 3n ſome hourethereof, the ſun 
lookes (ingularly & cleerevpon then : for the tetaperature ir is beyond all others 
moſt admirable ; no cold there is beyond an Engliſh Aprill, nor heat much grea- 
cer chen an ordinary July in France, ſothat froſt and ſnow is neuerſeene here, nor 
ſtinking and infeftious milts very ſeldome, by reaſon ofche maine Ocean, there is 
ſome wind ſtirringthar coolesthe airexthe winter they haue obſerues the time with 
ours, bur the longeſt daies and nights arcſhorter then ours almoſt by rwo hourcs. 
We foundit ac firſt all ouergrownc with weeds, and plantsof ſeueral! kinds, as 
many tall and goodly Cedars, infiniceſtore of Palmetocs, numbers of Mulberies, 
wild Oliue-rrecs ſtore, wich divers ochers vnknowne both by name and nature, 
ſo that as yet they become loſt ra many vlefull imploymenes, which cime and in- 
duſtry no doubt will one day difconer, and cuen already certaine of che moſt no- 
corious of them hauec gotren them appcllarions from their apparent effe&ts, as rhe 
Prickell-peare wiiich growes likea.ſhrub by the ground, with broad thick leaues, 
all ouer-armed with long and ſharpe dangerouschornes, the fruit being in forme 
not much yalike a ſmall greenc Peare, and on the outſide of the ſame colour, 
but wichin bloud red, and excecding full of inice ; wich graines not rauch vnlike 
che Pomgranar, and colouring after its nature, The poyſoned weed is much in 
_ like our Engliſh Iuy, bucbeing bur couched, cauſerh rednelle, itching, and 
laſtly bliſters, the which howſocuer after a while patſe away of themſclues withon 
further harme, yer becauſe for the time they are ſomewhar painfull, it hath gor ic 
felfe an ill name, alchough queſtionleſſe of noill nature. Here is alſo frequently 
growing a certaine-rall-Planc, whoſe ſtalke being all ouer couered with a red 
rinde, is thereypon termed the red weed, the root whereof being ſoked in any li- 
quor, or bur a ſmall quantity of che Juicedrunke alone, procures a very forcible 
Yomit, and yet is generally vſcd by che people, and found very etfeQuall againſt 
thepaines and 'diſtempersof the ſtomacke. = 
A kinde of Wood-bind there is likewiſe by the Sea very commonly to bee 
found, which runnes vpon crees ewining it, {elfe like a Vine: the fruic ſomewhat 
reſembles a Beanc, but ſomewhac flatter, che which any way caten worketh ex- 
ccllently in the nature of apurge, and ongh very vehemently, yer without all 
perill.

rowerh thename. In che bocrome of the Seathere is growing vpon the Rocks a 
large kinde of Planc in the formeof a Vincleafe, bar tar more ſpread with veines 
in colour of a pale red, very ſtrangely incerlaced& wouen one intoanocher,which 
wecallche Fearher,bur che verrue chereof is alrogether vnknowne, but only regar- 
ded for che raricy. Now belides rtieſe nacurall produRions,prouidences & paines 
ſince che Plancacion, hauc offered divers ocher ſeeds & plants, which che ſoile bath 
greedlily imbraced & cheriſhed, ſo charac this preſent 162 3. there are greatabun- 
dance of whice,red and yellow coloured Pararoes, Tobacco, Sugarcanes,[ndicos, 
Parſnips,excceding large Ridiſhes,the American bread, the Catſado root,the [n- 
dian Pumpian,the Water-millon, Musk-millon,& chemoſtdelicare Pine-apples, 
Plancans,and Papawes,alſo che Engliſh Artichoke,Peaſe, &c. briefly whatiocuer 
clſe may be expeRted tor che ſaristaCtion eicher of curioliry,neceſlity or delight. 
Neicher hath che aire for her part been wanting wich due ſupplics of many ſorrs 
of Fowles,as the gray and whice Hearne, the gray and e Plouer, ſome wilde 
Ducks and M1lards, Coors and Red-(hankes, Sea-wigions, Gray-bicrerns, Cor. 
morants,numbers ot ſmall Birds like Sparrowes and Robins, which hauc lately 
beenedeitroyed by che wilde Cars, Wood-pickars, very many Crowes, which 
fincechis Plantation are kild, che reſt fled or ſeldomeſeencexcepr in the moſt vn- 
inhabired places, from whence they are obſerued ro rake their flight abour ſun fer, 
direfting cheir courſe towards the North-weſt, which makes many conieQure 
cherearc ſome more[lands nor far offchar way. Sometimes are alſo feenc Falcons 
&lar-falcons,Olpraies,a Bird like a Hobby, but becauſe they come ſeldome,cthey 
are held buc as patlengers ; bucaboue all theſe, moſt deſeruing obſeruacion and 
ec arc thoſe cwoſorrs of Birds, che onefor the rune of his voice, rhe other for 
the cffe&,called che Cahow,and Egge-bird,which on the firſt of May, a day con- 
ſtancly obſcrued, fall a laying infinite ſtore of Eggs neere as big as Hens, vpon 
cerraine ſmall ſandic baies eſpecially in Copers He 5 and alchough men fir downe 
amongſt chem when hundreds haue bin gathered in a morning, yerthere is hath 
ſtayed amongſt chemrill chey haue gathered as many more : they continue this 


courſerill 1:d/ummer,and ſotame & fearcles,you muft thruſt them off from their” 


Eggs wich your hand ; chen chey grow ſo faine with laying, chey ſuffer them co 
breed & rake infinire numbers of thee yong toeat,which are very excellent mear. 

The Cahow is a Bird of che night, for all the day ſhe lies hid in holes in the 
Rocks, where they and cheir young arcalſo raken with as much eaſe\as may be, 
bucinchenighr it you bur whoop and hollow, they will light vpor, you, that 
with your hands-you may chuſe the far and leauerthe leane z choſe rhey hauc only 
in wincer:cheir Eggs areas big as hens, bur chey are ſpeckled, the ocher white, MF, 
Norwood hath taken ewenty dozen of chem in three or fourc houres, and ſince 
there hath beene ſuch hauocke made of them, they were neere all deſtroyed, ill 
there was aſtrit inhibition for their preſeruation. The Tropicke bird is whice,as 
_ a Pullec,with one onely long Feather in her taile, andis ſeldome ſcene far 
diſtanc from other ofrhe Tropicks : another ſmall Bird there is, becauſe ſhe cries 
Pemblyco rhey call her ſo, ſhe is ſeldome ſeene in the day bur when ſhe (ings, as 
toe oft ſhe doth very clamorouſly z roo truea Prophet ſhe proues of huge winds 
and boyſterous weather : chere were a kinde of ſmall Owles in greac abundance, 
butthey arc now all ſlaine or fled; ſome tame Ducks,Geeſe and Pigeons thereare, 
buecherwo larter proſper nor. 

ing vermineand noiſome creatures, there are not many, bur onely 
Rats and Cars, here increaſed ſince che Plancarion, bur how they agree cogerher 
you ſhall heare hereafter, The Muskeras and Flies are alſo too bulic, wich a cer- 
raine India Bug, called by che Spaniards a Cacaroorch, the which creeping into 
Cheſts chey car and defile with rheir ill-ſenred dung : alſo the licrle _ m ſum- 
mer cimeare ſo croubleſome, they are forced ro dry their figs vpon frames, 
and anoint their feer with tar, wherein they ſticke, elſe chey would ſpoilechem all

ere they could be dryed : Worms inthe earch alſo there are, bur roo many, fo 
that to keepe chem trom deltroying their Corne and Tobacco, they are forced co 
worme them cuery morning, which is a great labour, clſcall would be deſtroyed. 
Lizards chere were many and very large, bur now none, and it 18 ſaid chey were 
deſtoyed by the Car. Cerraine Spiders alſo of very large 1ize are found hanging 
vpon trees, bur inſtead of being any way dingerous as in ocher places, they are 
here of amolt plealing aſpeRt, all over dreſt, as it were with Siluer, Gold, and 
Pearle, and cher Websin the Summer woucn from tree to tree, are generally a 
perfe@t raw ſilke, and chat as well in regard of ſubſtance as colour, and ſo ftrong 
wichall, thac diuers Birds bigger than Black-birds, being like Snipes,are ofcen ra- 
ken and ſnared in them as aNet: then what would the Syke-worme doe were [hee 
there co feede vpon the continuall greene Mulbery ? 
| But aboucali thereft of che Elements, the Sea is found moſt abundancly 1:be- 
rall : hence haue chey as much excellenc Fiſh, and as much variety as need be de- 
fired. The molt of which þcing vaknowpe to our Northerne parts, got there 
new names, either forthejr ſhapes or conditions as the large Rocke-fiſh frum 
his like hew, and haunting amongſt the Racks, the fac Hog-fiſh from his ſwinc= 
like ſhape and ſnout: for this 1s notthe old knowne Hog-filh with bruflels on his 
backe ; the delicate Amber-fiſh from his rafte and {mell, Angell-fiſh, Cony-fiſh, 
the ſmall yellow taile from that naturall painting ; the great Growper from his 
oddeand ſtrange grunting, ſome of them yer knowne to the e Americans, as the 
Purgooſe, the Cauallo, the Gar-fiſh, Flying-fiſh and Morerayes: the reft are com- 
mon to other Continents ; as che Whale in great numbers, the Sharke, the Pilor- 
fiſh, the Sea-Rreame,the Oyſter and Lobſter, with divers others z twenty Tor- 
roiſcs haue beenetaken ina day, and ſome of chem will affoord halfea buſhell of 
Egges, and ſuffice to feed forty men at a meale. And thus hauec you briefely epiro- 
mized Mother Natures benefits to this little, yer dainty ſpot of earch , neicher 
were it ingenuity to conceale wherein ſhee inclineth co the e, eſpecially 
ſince the parciculars are ſo few, as rather requilice Antidotes againſt idlenelle ro 
rouſe vp induſtry, thenany great cauſe of much diſtaſte, much leiſe deſpaire: and 
of chqgſeto ſpeakecroth, there are onely twe : viz, the Winds, and the Wormes, 
eſpecially inthe Spring and Autumne and chus conditioned as yer we will les 
reſt cheſe ſmall Tlands, in the midſt of chis mightic and maine Ocean, ſo ihuirq- 
nedon cuery fide, by infinite numbers of vncerraine ſcattered Rocks, lying ſhal 
lowly hid vnder the ſurface of the water, a league, two, three, foure, or fiuc,to Sea, 
to the which aduantagers added by arr, as hereafter you ſhall heare ar large , and 
finde deſcribed inthe Map. Ic may well be concluded to bethemoſt impregna= 
ble place inthe world, and although the Amber Greece, Pearles, nor Tobacco, 
are of thar quantity and certainty to be relied vpon to gaine wealth ; yer by pra- 
Qiſe and experience they finde, by Silke, Saffron, Indico, Madar, Sugar-canes, 
Wine, Oile, and ſuch like great profit may be expected : yer were thoſe hopeleſle 
in regard of their conucniency to nouriſhand maintaine cthemſclues, and relecue 
chem ſhall viſic chem with wood, water, and other necellaries, beſides what an 
eye-ſore they are already becommed co them that haue chem nor, and how deare 
and precious to them chat have then, I chinke none will deny but they are well 
worth the keeping: and ſo we will proceed to the accident that befell che firſt 
finders z alſo theproceedings of che firſt Planters and their ſucceſſors, Maſter Nor» 
rod, Thomas Sparkes,and diuers others,

aSpaniſh ſhip called Bermudas was there caſt away, carrying Hoggestoche Welt. 
Indies that ſwart a ſhore, and chere increafed ; how the Spaniards eſcaped is vn- 
cerraine : but they ſay, from thac ſhip thoſe Iles were firſt called Bermuda, which 
rili chen for fix thouſand yeares had beene nameleile, ww 

Bur che firſt Eogliſh-man thar was cuer in chem,was one Henry Maya wafthy 
M:rincr that went with Captaine Lancaſter to the Eaſt-Indics 1 591, and inftheir 
rerurve by the Welt-Indics, being in ſorne diltrelle, ſent chis Henry Cay for 
England by one Aounſier de la Barbotier,to acquainc the Merchants with their 
eſtace. The laſt of Nouember, faich CHay, we departed from Lagana in Hiſþa- 
niola , and the ſeventeenth of December following, we were caft away vpon che 
Norch-weſt of the Bermwdas ;the Pilots about noone made themſclucs South- 
wards of the [les ewelue leagues, and demarded of the Capraine their Wine of 
* hight as out of all danger, whichchey had: but ic ſeemes chey were cither drunke, 
or carelelle of their charge zfor through cheirnegligences a number of good men 
were caſt away. I being bur a ſtranger amongſt fitcic and odde French-men, is 
pleaſed God to appoint meto be one of them ſhould bt ſaued, In this excremiry 
we made araft, which we cowed wich our Boar, chere were bur {ix and wentie of 
vs ſaucd zand | ſeeing ſcarce roome for the one halfe, durſt nor patſe in amongſt 
chem cill che Capraine called me along with him, leauing the berrer halfero the 
ſeas mercy:that day we rowed cill within ewo houres of night ere we could land, 
being neere dead with thirſt, euery man cooke his way to ſeeke freſh water , at; 
lengeh,by ſcarching amongſt many weeds, we found ſomeraine water, burinche 
maineare many faire Baies, where we had enough for digging. 


Now it pleaſed God before our ſhip ſplit we ſaued our Carpenters tooles, ſome The building and 
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Nailes, Sailes, and Tacklings, whetewich we weneroundly ro worke, and buile a calking their 


Barke of cighty cunues : In ſtead of Pitch, we made Lime, mixed with Tortoiſe B*%e- 


oyle, and as the Carpenters calkcd her, I and another paicd the ſeames with this 
plaſter, which being in Aprill, became quickly dry, and as hardas a ſtone, 


In Aprill ir was ſo hot, we feared our water would faile, ewo great Cheſts wee - —_ eibt 


made,which we calked as our ſhip ; thoſe weſtgwed on cach ſide our maine Maſt, 
filled them with warer and thirtic liue Torcoiſes: wee found many Hogges, buc 
ſo leane wee could not catthem z the rops of the Palmeraberrics was vur bread, 
and the juyce we got out of the trees we cur downe ourdrinke, and of theleaues, 
which arc more then anEll Jong, we couered our Cabens, & madeour beds,and 
found many of choſe prouiſions as is related, bur little foule weather. The cle. 
uenth of May it pleaſed God to ſet vs cleere of the lle, after wee had liued cher 
fiue monerhs : and the ewentierh wee fell wich Cape Britton, neerc New foun 
Land, whcrerefreſhing our ſelues wich wood and water, and ſuch things as we 
could get of the Saluages, it ſeemed a good Countrey, bur weſtaicd riot paſt foure 
hourcs bcfore we ſer ſaile for the banke of New found /and, where wee mer many 
ſhips, but not any would take in a man of vs, vnrill it pleaſed God we mera Barke 
of Fawmothe, which recciued vs for a lictle time, and wich her we tooke a French 
ſhip, wherein I lefe Capraine de la Barbotier, my deare friend, and all his Com- 
pany ; andin Augyft arriucd at Faimonth in this honeſt Engliſh Barke, 15 94+

Ou hauc heard, that when Capraine Smith was Goucrnor of Yirginia, 
chere werenine ſhips ſent with Sir Thomas Gates, and Sir George Somers, 
and Captaine Nwport wich five hundred people,totakein che old Com- 
miffion, and reftific a new government : they ſer ſailein May, and in 
the height of chirry degrees of Northerly latitude, they were taken with an ex- 
_ ME creme ſtorme, or rather a part of Hericavo, vpon the tive and rwencierh of July, 
by atorm. which as chey write, did nor onely ſeparate them fromthe Fleer, bur with the vio- 
lene working of the Seas, their ſhip became ſo ſhaken, corne, and leake, ſhe recei- 
ued ſo much water ascouered two tircof Hogſheads aboue the ballace, char they 
ſtood vp co the middles, with Buckets, Baricos, and Kertles, ro baile out the wa- 
ter. Thus bailing and pumping chree daies and three nights without incermaſli- 
on, and yer the water ſeemed rather co increaſe then diminiſh , in ſo much char 
being all vererly ſpene wich labour, were cuen reſolued withour any hope to ſhue 
vp the hatches, and commit chemſclues ro the mercy of the Sea, which is ſaid co 
bemercileile, or racher ro che mercy of Almighty God, whoſe mercy farre ex- 
cceds all his workes ſeeing no ſenſe or hope in mans apprehenſion, bur preſenc- 
ly co linke : ſome hauing ſome good and comforcable waters, ferched chem and

The care and Thar Sir George Somers all this time (icting vpon che paupe, ſcarce taking lei- 
iudoemenc of ſure co eatnor ſleepe, couing che ſhip to keepe her as vprigur as he could, other- 
SirGeorge S0mers- yyaies ſhe muſt long ere tharneeds haue foundered,moſt withedly and happily de- 
ſcried land z whereupon he moſt comfortably incouraged them to follow their

Artheir firſt hunting for hogs they found ſuch abundancegthey killed 3 2.and chis 
hunting & fiſhing was appointed to Capraine Robert Walfingbam, and Mr, Henry 
Sbely tor the company in general:they report they killed ar leaſt 506. beſides Pigs, 
and many that were killed by diuers others ; fos che birds intheir ſcafons,the faci- 
licy co make cheir cabens of Palmera leaues,cauſed many of them vrrerly forget or 
delire cuer to rerurne from thence, they liucd in ſuch plenty, peace and caſe. 

Butler vsremember howthe Knights began to reſolue in choledeſperac affaires:

Sir George Summers had in his Barkeno [ron ar all buc one bolcin her Keeleznow 
hauing madecheir prouiſjons of vifuall and all chings teady, they ſer faile the 
teach of May 1610, onely leauing cwomen behinde chem, called Chrifopher 
Carter and EdwardWater;, that for their offences, ot the ſuſpition they had of

ofthe Lord Laware,that mer them thus bound mn Rs them backe, 

and vnderſtanding whar plenty chere was of hogs and other good things in the 
Bermudas, was delirousto ſend thicher to ſupply his neceſſary occaſions; where- 
upon Sir George Summers,the beſt acquainted with the place, whoſe noble minde 
eucrregarded a generall good more then his owne ends, though abouerhreeſtore 
yeeres of age, and had meanes in Erg/andſucable to his ranke, offered himſelfe 
by Gods helpe to performethis dangerous voyafe againe for the Berwndas,which 
was kindly accepted,ſo vpon the 19.of Tunc,heimbarked in his Cedar ſhip,abouc 
the burchen of thirty tunnes, and ſo ſer ſaile. 

Much foule and crofſe weather he had, and was forced to the North parts of 
Virgmia, wherercfreſhing himſelfe vpon this hnknowne coaſt, he could noe bee 
diuerred from the ſearchof rhe Bermuda, where at laſt with his company he ſafe- 
ly arriued : bur ſuch was his diligence with his extraordinary care, paines and in- 
duſtry to diſpatch his buſinelſe, and the ſtrengthof his body nor anſwering che 
cuer memorable courage of histninde, hauing led fo long in ſuch honourable 
ſeruices, the moſt part of his well beloued and vertuous life, God and nature here

And theſe arethe contents of thoſe fif- 
ceene Ads, applied as you may perceiue : which the lawes of England could nor 
take norice of, becauſe cucry climate hath ſomewhat to it ſelfe in thac kinde in par- 
ricular for otherwiſe as it isconcciued, ic had beene a high impudency and pre- 
ſumption to haue medled with them, or indeed with'eny ſuch as theſe lawes, that 
had with ſuch grear judgement and iuſticealwaiesprouided for. 

No ſooner was this bulineſſe over, but the Magazin ſhip is diſcovered, and that 
night came into the Harbour, but in a very weake and lickly caſe, hauing caſt ouer 
board twenty or thirty of her people, and ſo violent was the infeftion, that che 
moſt part ofthe ſailers, as well as paſſengers, were ſo licke,or difſmaid,or both, thac 
che Maſter confelled, had they ſtayed at the Sea bur a weeke longer, they had all 
periſhed, There arrived with this ſhip diuers Geritlemen of good faſhion, wich

Rridewell: Asche Gouernour found it his beſt courſe,to grant our the women ro 
ſuch as were ſo greedy of wiues, and would needs haue them for berter for worle y 
and the men hee placed in the- Kings Caſtle for ſouldiers, But this bad, weake, 
ſickly ſupply being diſperſed for their beſt reliefe, by che much imploymene of his 
boars in remoouving chem, many of his owne men became infetted, ſo that for 
ſome weekes, they were not able ro doe him any ſervice ac all. Scrift inſtrutions 
alſo chey brought for the planting of Sugar canes, for which the lland being roc- 
kie and dry, is ſo vnproper;that (ew as yer haue beene ſeeneco proſper : yer there 
are others hold che contrary opinion, that there is raine ſo ordinarily, the Iles are 
ſo moiſt, as producethall cheir planes in ſuch infinir abundance 3 there is no great 
reaſon to ſuſpeR this, wereir rightly ved, more then the reſt. Seventy chouſand 
weight of Tobacco being prepared cowards her fraugher, ſhererurned for England, 
No ſooner was ſhee gone then came in another, ſent by che Company and gene- 
ralcy,well conditioned, bur ſhee failed nor much to haue beene caſt away amongſt 
thoſe dangerous & terrible rocks;by her came alſo expreiſe command, they ſhould 
entertaine no other ſhips,then were direRly ſent from the Company : this cauſed 
mach grudging,and indeed a generall diftration and exclamation among che 
Inhabitants, co be thus conſtrained co buy whar they wanted, and ſell whac they 
had at wha price the 1agaz.iu pleaſed, and ro debarre true men from comming 
tothem for trade or relicfe,cthat were daily receiued in all the harbours in England, 
So long this ſhip ſtayed going for fraught and wages, the Maſter not caring how 
long he lay at thac rate in a good harbour, the Gouernour was ready to ſend her 
away by Proclamacion.Thus ended the firſt yecre of che gouernment of C. Butler.

and well co England ; the other went to/irginia, wherein the Gouernor fenerwo 
great Cheſts filled wich all ſuch kinds and ſorts of Fruits and Planrs as their 
Hands had as Figs, Pomgranats, Oranges, Lemons, Sugar-canes, Plantanes, Po- 
ratoes, Papawes, Calado roocs, red Pepper, the Prickell Peare, andthe like. The 
ſhips chus diſparched, hee goerh into the maine, and {o ourro ſea tathe Spaniſh 
wracke. He had beene there before preſently after her ruine, for never had ſhi 
a more ſudden death, being now ſplititi petees all vnder water, He found 
hope toirecouer any thing, ſauea Cable and an Anchor, and two good Sacars 
bur chewind was ſo high hee was forced to recurne, being ten miles from the 
ſhore, onely with three Murderers, whichavere knownere be the ſame Capraine 
Kendall had fold to Capraine Kerby, whoſe ſhip was caken by two metrof warre 
of (/ ,the moſt of his men flaine-or hanged, and he, being wounded, 
died in the woods, Now heir Piloc being ac this ſeruice, gor thus thoſe three 
Murderersrotheir ſhip, and their ſhip thus co the Bermwdas, as the Spaniard; re- 
ining related co the Gouernor and others. Tank STINT 
Hauing raiſed three (mall Bulwarkes at Soxthhamptons Fort, with 'ewo Cur- 
eines, and ewo Rauilings, which indeed is0nely therrtice abſolute pecce of for- 
eificarion inthe llesz Chriſtrhas being come, andehe prefixed day of the Afſiſe ; 
divers were whipped and burnt inthe hand,onely chreeyoung boyes for ſtealing

much:harcastherars,' For the yeere befofc having made i Proclatniation char all

Aprill and May were ſpent in building a ſtrong new Priſon,and perfecting ſome 
of I Fortifications, and by the labour of cwenty men in fourtcene daies was got

The ime of Captain Butlers gouernment drawing neere an end,the Colony pre- 
ſented voro him ders gri to intreat him r10-temember ro'the Lords and 
Company in England at is recurne; alſo they appoineed eworto be joyned with 
him, wich letters of credence co folicic in their behalfe choſe grieuances follow- 
ing: Firſt, they were defrauded of the food of their ſaules : for beivg nor fewer 
then one chouſand and fiue bundred people, diſperſed in. ewenty miles, 
they had at that preſenc bur one Miniſter,nor ncuer hed buc two,and they fo ſhore- 

ned of their promiſcs, that bur onely for meere pity they would haue forſaken 

them. Secondly, negleedin the fafery of their liues by wants of alHorts ofmu- 
nicion, Thirdly, rhey had beene cenſured contrary ro his Maiefties Lawes, and 
pot allowed chem the beneh of cheir booke as ghey are in Eng/and, buc by Cap- 
taine Butler, Fourchly, they were fruſtrated of many of their equeyancyy and 

ow extrerely pinchedand vadone by the extortion of the Mz azine, 2 
Yhough cheir Tobacco was tinted bur at rwo ſhillings [ixpence, the. pound, yer 

they pirched their commodities at what ratechey pleaſed, Fifchly,their facherletle 

children are left in liccle better condition then ſlaues, for if their Parents die un 

'debt,cheir children ave made as bondmen till che debt be diſcharged:theſe chings 
being perfeKed,theregrew a great queſtion of one Herzot for plotting of tations 

and abuſing the Gouernour, for which he was condemned to fof c hus cares, yer he 

'was vſed ſo fauourably he loft bur the part of one in all.

Ambalſladour, cauſed the State to fall in examination about it z whereupon ha- 
 uing fully cleared cheir ingratefulne(ſc and poco being alſured of che

Hey areftill much troubled with a great ſhore worme that deuours their 
Plants in che night, but all che day chey lie hid i che ground,and though 
early in che morning they kill ſo many, they would thinke chere were 
no more, yer the next moring youſhall finde as many, The Carerpil- 
lersto their fruirs are alſo as pernicious, and the land Crabs'in fome places are as

ſent divers times one Capraine Williams to Monabig en onely to trade and make 
core fiſh, butfor any Plantations there was no more ſpeeches, For all this, as I li- 
ked Virginia well, though not their proceedings, ſol deſired alſoro fee this coun- 
try, and ſpend ſome time in trying wharl cou for all choſeill rumors and 
diſaſters, Fromtberelationsof Captaine Edward Harlow and diner: others. 
In the month of Aprill 1614. at the charge of Capt, Marmaduke Roydon,Capt, 
George Lavgam,MF. lobn Buley and M*,Wiliam Skelton wich ewo (hips from Low- 
SR toarrine at Monabigan an lie of 4 , In 434. of Northerly 
latitude: out plot was thereto take Whales, for which we had one Samwel/Cram- 
ton and divers others in thacfaculry,& alſo romaketriallsofa Mine of gold 
& copper; if thoſe failed, Fiſh and Bars werechen our refuge to wake our ſclucs (i- 
ucrs howſoeuer : we found this Whale-fiſhing a coſtly conclufion, we ir that 
and ſpent much ime in chaſing chemy bur could not kill any. They being a kinde 
of atand not the Whale that yeelds Fins and Oile as we expedted yg for our 
poldic wa rather the Maſters deuicero ger a voyage thar proiefted ir, then an 
Frintaten he hadat all ofany ſuch matter Fiſh and Furs were nowour guard, 
by ourfacearriuall and long lingring about the Whale, the prime of boch choſe 
ſeaſons were paſt ere wee perceiued it, wee thinking that cheir ſeaſons ſerued 
at all eimes, but we found it otherwiſe, for by the middeft of /»e che fiſhi 
failed,:yet in /»ly and eAugvſt ſome were taken, burnor ſufficiene co 
ſogrezra charge as0ur ſtsyrequired: of dry fiſh we rnade about forty thouſand,ot 
Cor-fiſh: abour ſeuens thouſand, Whileſt rheSailers fiſhed, my ſelfe wich eight 
others of chem mighr beſt bee ſpared, ranging the Coaft in a ſmalf Boar, we 
got for'trifles necre eleven chouſand* Bever skinnes , one hundred Marting, 
as many Octers, andthe moſt of them within the diſtance oftwenty leagues : we 
ranged che Coaft both Eaſt and Weſt much furcher, but Eaftward onr commodi« 
ties were not eſteemed, they wereſs neere the French who afforded them berter 
wich whom the wage an ram commerce _ ny by n_ they made excee- 
ding great voyapes, they were without thelitnits of our precinAs;zduring

chanceto ſee the beſt; but leſt others may be deceiucd as I was, orthrough dan- 
gerous ignorance hazard themſelues as I did, I haue drawne a Mapfrom point to 
point, llero Ile, and Harbour to Harbour, with the Soundings, Sands, Rocks, 
and Land-markes, as Ipaſſed cloſe aboord the ſhore in a licrle Boat; although 
there bee many things to bee obſerued, which the haſte of orher affaires did

Northweſt of Pernobſcot is Mecaddacut, at the foot of a high Mountaine, a kinde 
of fortreſſe againſt the Tarrentines, adioyning to the high Mountaines of Per- 
obſcot, againſt whoſe feet doth-bearthe Sea z bur over allthe Land, les, or other 
impediments, you may well ſee them fourerecne or eighteene leagues from their 
firuation, Segocker 15 the next, then Nurkonens, Pemmagnid, and Sagadabeck: 
vp this River, where was the Weſterne Plantation, are Anmongbcawgen, Kinne- 
beke, and divers others, whereare planted ſcme Corne fields, Along this River

our ſelues; chen we wenta ſhore and made a fire, chat chey at che ſhip mighe per- 
ceiue where we were, and ſo marched to a place where we ſuppoſed was a Riuer g 
by che way we ſaw many Vines,Saxefras, haunts of Deere & Fowle,and ſome bifry 
Acres of plaince ground had beene planted by the Indians, where were ſome of 
cheir graues z from chence we followed a path that brought vs through three or 


foure fields had beeneplanced that yecre z in one graue wedigged, wee found a 
basker or two of Indian Corne, ſo much as we couldcarry wetooke with vs, the 


reſt we buried as we found ir, and ſo proceeded to the place we intended, but we 
foundir not ſuch a Harbour as we expected y and fo we returned, till the night 


cauſed vs take vp our lodging vnder a tree, where ic rained fix or ſcuen houres : 
the next morning as we wandred, we palled by a tree, where a young ſprig was 
bowed downe quer a bough,and ſome Acornes ſtrewed vnder ir, which was one 
of their Gins to a catch a Deere, and as we werelooking at it, Bradford was ſud- 
denly caught by theleg in a nooſed Rope,made as arcificially as ours z as we palled 
we ſcea leaſeof Bucks,fprung ſome Parrriges, and great flocks of wilde Geeſeand 
Ducks, and ſo we returned well wearied coourſhip, 

Maſter /ozes our Maſter with fourc and thirty men, alſo went vp and downe in 
the froſtand ſnow, two or three daies in the extremity of the cold, bur could 
findeno harbour; only among the old graues we got ſome ten buſhels of Corne, 
ſome Beanes, and a bortle of Oile ; = had we not thus haply found ir, we had 
had no Corne for ſecde, fo thar place we euer called Corne-hillz the next day Ma- 
ſer /ones with the Corneand our weakeſt men returned to the Ship, bue cigh- 
recne of vs quartered therechac night, and in che morning following the paths, 
wee found 1n the Snow in a field a greater hill os graue then the reſt, dig- 
ing it wee found firſt a Mat, vnder thac a boord three quarters long, painted 
and carued with three Tyns at the top like a Croner,berweenethe Mats alſo were 
Bowles, Traicsand Diſhes and ſuch craſh, arlength we found a faire new Mar, 
and vnder thattwobundles, the one biggar the other leile ;.in the greater wee 
found a grear quantity offine red query like a kinde gfimbalmement, and yeel- 
ded aſtrong bucno offenfiue ſmell, wich the bones and skull of a man chat had 
fine yellow hare ſtill on ir, and ſome of the fleſh vaconſumed, a-Knife; a Pack- 
needle, and ewo orthree old Iron things was bound vp jn a Sailers canuaſe Caf. 
ſocke, alſo a paire of cloch Breeches z in che leiſe bundle we found likewiſc of the 
fame powder, and the bones and head of a little childe z abourthelegs andocher 
partsof ir was bound ſtrings. and braſlets of white beades, there was allo a lirtle 
Bow,and ſome ocher'odde knacks,the pretticſt we tooke, and couczed againe the 
corps as they were: not farre from thence weretwo of their houſes, where were 
a great deale ofrheir miſerable houſhold Rtuffe, which we left as wee found, and 
ſo returned to our Boat, andlay aboord char night. 

Many arguments we had to make hereour Plantation ornot; in the [ntrim, Mi. 
ftris #hite was brought to bed of a young ſonne, which was called Perigrine; 
and a Sailer ſhooting at a Whale, his peece flew in peeces ſtocke eng al,ye he had 
no hurt, A fooliſh boy diſcharging his fathers -peece hard by halfe a barrell of 
ary tn, and many people by it, it pleaſed God it eſcaped firing, ſo. that no hure 
was done. | ' 4 

Bur to make amore certaine diſcoucry whereto ſeatour ſelues, Cpenine cane Stare 
diſÞ, Miſter (arwer, William Branford, Edward Winſlae, Tobn Tilly, Edward Tully, 
wich divers others to the number of ſeuenceene, vpon thelixr of December ſer 
faile, and hauing failed (ix or ſeuen leagues, we cſpicd eight or ren Saluages abour 
a dead grampus : ſtill following the ſhore we found two or three more caſt yp by 
che ill weather, many we ſcein the water, therefore wecalled ic Grampas Bay: 
Ships may ride well in it, but alltheſhoreis very ſhallow (lars of ſand, at laſt ſcuen 
or cight of vs went a ſhore, many fields we ſaw where the Saluages had inhabi- 
xcd, and a buriall place incompatled with a Palizado, ſo wereturacd co our ya 
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lop, in the night we heard a hideous cry and howling of Woluts and Foxes , in 
the morning as we wereready to goc into our Shallop, one of our men being in 
the woods, came running crying, Indians, Indians, and wich all their Arrowes 
flying amonglt vs, ſome of our men being in che boar, and their Armes a ſhore, 
ſo well ic chanced, Capraine Srands/o with rwo or three more diſcharged their 
peeces till chereft wereready, one Saluage moreftour then the reſt kept vnder a 
trec, till hehad ſhort three or foure Arrowes, and endured three or foure Musker 
ſhor, bur at laſt theyall fled, this was about breake of day in che morning when 
they ſaw vs, and wenot them. | 

Hauing the wind faire, weſailed along thecoaft 8. or 10, leagues, thinking to 
haucgotto a Harbour where one of our company had beene, within $, leagues of 
Cape (ed, forneither cricke nor Harbour inthis bay we could findegand the wind 
ſo increaſed, our Rudder broke, and our Maſt flew ouer-boord, that we were in 
danger to be caſt away, but at laſt ic pleaſed God we werein a harbor we knew nor 
thinking it one we were acquainted with,this we found to bean [le where we rid 
chat night,and hauing well viewed the land about ir, and ſounded the Bay to be a 
good Harbour for our ſhip,compatled with good land, and in it two faire Iles, 
where thereis intheir lid innumerableſtore of all ſorrs of fiſh and fowle,good 
water, much plaine land, which hath beene planced; with this newes we returned 
ro our ſhip, and with the next faire wind brought her thicher, being bur within 
the ſight of Cape Cod z in the meane time Goodwife Alderton was delinered of a 
ſonne,bur dead borne, Vpon the 28, of December, ſo many as could went to 
worke vpon the hill, where we purpoſed ro build ourPlatforme for our ordnance, 
which doth command all the Plaine and the Bay, and from whence wee may 
ſee farinto the Sea, and be ealily impailed, ſon the afrernoone we went to mta- 
ſure our the grounds, and divided our company into 19. families, alotting to cue- 
ry perſon halfe a poule in bredth and chreein length, and ſo we caſt lors where 
every mim ſhould lie, which weſtaked out, thinking this proportion cnough ar 
the firſt ro impale for lodgings and gardens, 

Francis Billington fromthe top of a tree ſeeing a great water ſome three miles 
from vs in the land, went with the Maſters Mate,and found ictwo great Lakes of 
freſh water, the bigger five or ſix miles in circuit, and an Ile in it of a Cables 
lengrh ſquare z the ocher three miles in compatle, ſull of fiſh and fowle, and rwo 
brooks itſuing from ir, which will be an excellenc helpe in time for vs,wherethey 
ſaw ſcuen or eight Indian houſes, but no people, Fourebcing ſent amile ortwo 
from our plantation, two of them ftragling intothe woods was loſt, for comming 
to aLake of water they found a great Deere, hauing a maſtiue Birch and a Spa- 
nell with chem, they followed fo farre they could not finde the way backe, char 
afrernoone it rained, and did freeze and ſnow at night z their apparel] was very 
thin, and had no weapons but two fickles, nor any viuals, nor could they finde 
any of the Saluages habirations z when the nighe came chey were much perplex- 
ed thatthey had no other bed then the earth, nor couerture then the $kies, bur 
chat they heard, as they thought, rwo Lions roaring a _ time cogerher very 
nigh them, ſa-not knowing what to doe, they reſolucd co climbe vp into a tree, 
though that would bean intollerable cold lodging,expeRting heir coming they 
ſtood ar the trees root, and the birch they held faſt by the necke, for ſhee would 
hauebeenegone to theLions or whar they were,thatas it chanced came not nigh 
them, ſo they watched thetree that extreme cold night, and in the morning tra- 
uclling apaine, paſſing by many lakes, brooks and woods, and in one place where 
che Saluages had burne 4. or 5, miles in lengrh, which is a fine champion Coun- 
ery,in theafternoone they diſcouered the two Fes intheir Bay, and forhar nighc 
neere famiſhed they got to cheir Planrarion, from whence they had ſent our men 
every way to ſeeke chemg chat night the houſe rhey had builc and charched,where 
lay their armes;bedding,powder, &c. tooke fire and was burnt, the Coaſt is ſo 
ſhoule,the ſhipridesmorethen a mile fromthe Fort, biir God be thanked no man 
was hurethough much was burne, ; All 
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ny times ſeene chem and had many alarums, ſo that wedrew a Councell, and ap- 
' pointed Captaine Srand;ſ5 ro haue the command of all marciall ations, bur cuen 
11 the timeof conſulcarion the Salrages gaue an alarum: the next day alſo as wee 
wereagreeing vpon his orders, came a tall Saluageboſdlyamongft vs,nor fearing 
any thing, and kindly bad vs welcome in Engliſh, he wasa Sagano, towardsthe 
North, where the ſhips vſeto fiſh, and -did know the names of moſt of the Maſters 
that vſed thither : ſuch viQuall as we had we gauehim, being the br{t Saluage we 
yet could ſpeake with, he told vsthis place where we were was called Patsxet,ar 
that all the people three or foure yeeres agoe there dicdon the plague: in a day or 
two we could not beridof him, then hereturned ro the Maſſaſvyrs from whence 
he came, where is ſome lixty people, but the Vawſits are 100, ſtrong, which were 
they encountredour people atthe firſt, Two dates after this Samoſer, for ſo was 
his name, came againe, and —_— fue or(ix of the Aaſſaſorre wich him, with 
certaine skinnes, and certaine tooles they had got that we had left inthe woods 
2t their alarums : much frier.dſhipthey premnuſed, and ſo deparred, buc Sawoſee 
would not leaue vs, burtained himfclfe licke, yerar laſt he went co encrear the 
$aluages come 2gaine to confirme a ptace: now thethird time, as we were con« 
fulting of our Marſhall ordgrs,two Saluages appeared, but when ve wentro them 
they vaniſhed: nor long after came Samo/er,& Squmo,a naciue of Patw ver where 
we dwell, and one of them carried into Spaine by Hunt, thence broughr into Enge 
Hmd, where 2 good time he lived z and now here (ignified vnto vs, their greac 
Sachent of Maſſaſoyt, with Dunadaquinshis brother, and all cheir men, was chere 
by tb ſee vs: not willing to ſend our Gouernour,we ſent Edward Wolkſlo wich pre- 
ſencs to them both; ro know their minds, making himto vnderſtand by his Tn- 
eerpreters how King ſame: did ſaluce him and was his friend z after a licele confe- 
rence wich rwenty of his men, he came ouerthe brooke ro our Plantation, where 
we ſechim vpon' a rug, and chen broughe our Goternour co him with Drums 
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All chis time wecould nor have conference with a Saluage, though we had rg- Their fiſt con-

and Trnmpers z where after ſome circumſtances, forthey vic few complements, 


we treated of peace with chem to this effe&t, - 

T hat neither he nor any of his ſhould injury or doe hurt roany of vs ; if they 
did, he ſhould ſend vs the offender, that we might puniſh him, and wee would 
doc thelikero him : if any did vniuſtly warre againſt him,we would aid him, as he 
ſhould vs againſt ourcnemies, and to ſend to his neighbour confederars to certi- 
fie chem of this, that they might likewiſe be compriſed in theſe'condirions, that 
wheti any of them cameto vs, they ſhould lexue their Bow and Arrowes behinde 
them, as we would our peeces when we cameto them, all which the King ſee- 
med to like well of, and was applauded of his followers, in his perſon hee 
is a very luſty man, in his beſt yeeres, an able body, graue of countenance, 
and ſpare of ſpeech : in his artire lirtle differing from the reſt 5 after all was 
done, the Gouernour conduRed him to the brooke, bur kepr our hoſtage cill 
our meſſcngers rerurned; in like manner we vied Quaddagnina, ſo all departed 
good friends, | | | 

Two of his people would haue ſtaied with vs, but wee would net permic 
them, onely Samyſer and Squanto wee entertained kindly z as yer wee haue 
found they intend ro keepe promiſe, forthey hauenothurr our men they haue 
found ſtragling in the Woods, and are afraid of their powerfull Aduerſaries 
the Narrohigganſets, againſt whom hee hopes to make vſe of 'cur helpe, 
The next day Squanto wenr a blhing for Ecles, and' in anhoure he did tread

did ſend, he ſhould alwaics ſend with the Mefenger a copper Chaine they gaue 
him, chacchey might know he came from him, and alſo giue them ſome of his 
Corne for ſecde: that night chey lodged at Namaſcer, ſome fifreene miles off: by 
the way we found ten or ewelue women and children thac ſtill wouldpeſter vs cill 
we were weary of chem, perceiuing icis the manner of chem, where vi&tuall is to 
bee gotten with molt caſe, there they will live z but on that Riuer of Nawaſ- 
chct haue beene many habicacions of the Saluages chat are dead, and the 12nd 
lies waſte, andthe Riuer abonnding with great plenty of fiſh, and hath beene much 
frequenccd by the French, 

The next day travelling with (ix ar ſeuen Indians, where :ve were to wade ouer 
the Riuer, did dwell opely two old men of that Nation then liuing, thatthinking 


- vs enemies, ſought the beſt aduantage they could to fight with vs, with a wonder- 


full ſhew of courage, but when they knew vs their friends they kindly welcom- 
med vs after we came toa towneofthe Maſſaſeits, bur at Pakencks the King 
was not: towards night he arriuedand was very proud, both of our mellage and 
preſents, making agrear oration to all his people, Was not he Maſſeſort, Com- 
mander of the country about him, was nor ſuch acowne his, and che people of it, 
and 20, rownes more he named was his ? and ſhould hey nor bring their skins ro 
vs?co which they anſwered,they were his and they would;viRual they had none, 
nor any lodging, but a poore planke or two,a foot high from the ground, wheron 
his wifeand he lay atche oneend, weat the other, but a thin Mat vponthem,two 


more of his chiefe men pretled by and vpon vs, ſo that we were worſe weary of 


our lodging then of our iourney. Alchough there is ſuch plenty of fiſh and fowle 
and wild beaſts, yet are they fo laſie they will nor rakepaines to catch it till mecre 
hunger conſtraine chem, for in two or three daies we had ſcarce a meales meat, 
whereby we were ſo fainr, we were glad to be at home: beſides what for the fleas, 
and their howling and (inging in the nighc in their houſes, and the Aſuckeras 
without doores,our heads were as hght tor want of {leepe,as our bellies empry for 
want of meat, The next voiage we made was in a Shallop with cen men to Aawſer, 
fixreenc miles from vs, to ferch a Boy was loſt in the Woods we heard was there, 
whom Aſpiner cheir King had bedecked like aſaluage,bur very kindly he broughe 
him to vs, and ſorerurned well to Patwyer, 

Immediacly after the arriuallof the laſtſhip, they ſent another of fiue and fifty 
tuns co ſupply chem z with ſeuen and thirty perſons chey ſer ſaile inthe beginining 
of [uly,buc being crolled by weſternly winds, it was the end of Auguſt erechey 
could paſſe Plimath, and arriued in New-England at New-Plimoth, now fo called 
the 21, of Nowember, where they found all che peoplethey lefr fo ill, lufty and 
well for all cheir pouerties, except (ix thar died : a moneth they ſtayedere they re. 
eurned to England, loaded with Clap-boord, Wainſcort and Wallout,with abour 
chrec hogſ-heads of Beuer skinnes the 1 3, of December: and drawing neere our 
coaſt was ſet on by a French man ſer out by the Marquelle of (ra, Goucrnour of 
Ie Den, wherethey kept the ſhip, impriſoned the Maſter-and company, tooke 
from chem to the value of 500, pound, and after 14.daics ſent them home with a 
poore ſupply of viauall, cheir owne being deuoured by the Marquetfle and his 
hungry ſcruants, |

ning diſtilled ſuch ſofr, ſweer, moderate ſhowers, concinuing fourtteene daies, blefling & figne 
mixcd with ſuch ſcaſonable weather, as ir was hard to ſay, wherher our wichered * Go6s ous. 
Corne, or drooping affeions were molt quickned and reuiued; ſuch was the 

bounty and mercy of God. Of this the Indians by the meanes of Flebawock 

tooke notice, who ſeeing vs viethis exerciſe in the midſtof the weeke, ſaid; It was 

bur three daies ſince Sunday, and delired to know thereaſon ; which when hee 
vaderſtood, he andall of them admired the goodnelfe of God towards vs, ſhew- 

ingthe difference berwixt their coniurations and our praicrs, and what ſtormes 

and dangers they ofc receiue thereby, To expretſe our thankfulnelle, wee afſem- 

bled cogether another day, as before, and exther the next morning, or not lon 

afrer, came in two ſhips to ſupply vs, and all their Paſſengers well except one, und 

he preſently recouered. For vs, notwithſtanding all theſe wants, there was not a 

ficke perſon amongſt vs. The greater ſhip we rerurned fraughe g the other wee 

ſent to the Sourhward, to trade vnderthe command of Captaine A/tow.

the Continent : others reporr, that the people are ſo bruir, they haue no religion, 
wherein ſurely they are deceived ; for my part, I neuer heard of any Nation in 
the world which had not a Religion, deare, bowes and arrowes, They belccue 
as doc the Virginians, of many divine powers, yet of one aboucall the reſt, as the 
Southerne Virginians call their chicte God Kewaſſe, and that wee now inhabir 
Oke, but both their Kings #erowance, The Maſachuſers call their great God Kieh- 
£4», and their Kings there abouts Sachems: The Penobſcotes their greateſt power 
Tantum,and their Kings Sagomes, Thoſe where 1s this Planration, ſay Kiebran 
made all the other Gods : alſo one man end one woman, and of them all man- 
kinde, but how they became ſo diſperſed they know nor. They ſay, atfirit there 
was no King but K:ehtanchat dwelleth farre weſterly abouerheheauens, whither 
all gaod men goec when they die, and haueplentic of all things. Thebad men 
oe thicheralſo and knotke at the doore, bur he bids them goe wander in end- 
Fell want avd miſerie, for they ſhall not ſtay there, They neuer ſaw Kiebray, bur 
they hold ic a great charge and dutic, chat one age teach another ; and co him 
they make feaſts, and cry and ſing for plentic and vitoric, or any thing is gocd, 
They haue another Power they call Hobameck, which wee conceiue the Devill, 
and vpon him they call ro cure their wounds and diſeaſes ; when they are curable 
he perſwades them he ſent chem, becauſe they have diſpleaſed him z-bur if chey 
be mortall,then he ſaith, K:ehran ſent them, which makes them never call on kim 
in their ſicknelle.They ſay this Hobamock appeares tothem ſomtimeslike a Mzn,a 
Deere,or an Eagle, but moſt commonly like a Snake z not to all, buc only ro their 
Powahsto cure diſeaſes, and Yrdeſes, which is one of the chicfe next the King, 
and ſoboldinthe warres, that they thinke no weapon can killthem: and thole 
are ſuch as coniure in Virginia, and cauſe the peoplerodoe what they liſt. 

For their Gouernment: cucry Sachem is nota King, but their great Sachems 
hauediuers S<chems vndertheir proreQion, paying them tribure, anddare make 
no warrcs without his knowledge; bur euery Sachem taketh careforthe Widowes, 
Orphans, the aged and maimed, nor will they takeany to firſt wife, bur them 1n 
birth equall cochewſclues, alchough they haue many inferior Wives and Concu. 
bins that attend onthe principall ; trom whom he ncuer parteth, but any of the 
reſt when they liſt, they inherit by ſucceſſton, and every one knowes their owne 
bounds. To his men, hee giveth chem land, alſo bounded, and whar Decrethey 
kill in that circuir, he hath the fore-pare z bur it in che water, onely the skin : Bur 
they account none a man, till hee hath done ſome notable exploit : the men arc 
moſt imploied in hunting, the women in ſlavery z the younger obey the elders: 
their names are variable z chey hauc harlots and honeſt women : the harlors never 
marrie, orelſeare widowes. They vſe diuoreement, and the King commonly pu- 
niſheth all offenders himſelfe : when a maid 1s maried, ſhe curteth her haire, and 
keepes her head couered till it begrowneagaine, Their arts, games, muſicke, ar- 
tire, burials, and ſuch like, differ very lictle from the Yirginans, onely for their 
Chronicles they make holes in theground, as the others ſervp great ſtones. Our 
of the Relations of Maſter Edward Winſlow.
